DETAILS OF THK ORGANIZATION OF BOTH

Tliooity government of 1S87 met at 


The Common Connell, 

In tlic common counoil Chairman 
Kennedy called to order and called for 
the election of a President. Councilman 
llice and Pond were appointed tellers and 
Councilan Burr received every vote. 

Upon taking his seat President Burr 
thanked the members for the honor con-

afternoon, and finished what routine bus- pt™’reded to the election of a clerk 


iue.ss was 'eft over from the last meet- 
ing. In the board of ldennen, the fi- 
nance committee reported that they had 
examined the books of the treasurer and 
collector and found them to be correct. 
The bonds and monies in the hands of 
the sinking fund commissioners was also 
reported to be correct. $8,800 was ap- 
propriated for the excess and deficiency 
account. 

Alderman Hollis said that he was not 
present at the last meeting, and he 
wished to take the opportunity to ex- 
press the pleasure he had derived from the 
association with the members of the board. 
He referred to the charges of extrava- 
gance made against the council, and said 
that Alderman Grant’s figures presented 
at the meeting of a week ago, showed 
that Newton had had an honest, capable 
and economical city government. He ex- 
pressed his thanks for courtesies extend- 
ed hi m, and hoped the members would 
all live long and prosper, 

The annual reports of the city treasur- 
er, of the finance ca n nitteo, and of the 
sinking fund commissioners, were ac- 
cepted and ordered printed. 

The new city council was then called to 
order, the old members retiring. In the 
common council, on motion of Mr. Burr, 
Mr. Kennedy was nominated by acclama- 
tion temporary chairman, ami Mr. Glover 
clerk pro tern. The credentials were col- 
lected, and it was reported that all were 
present. In the board of aldermen all 
were present but Alderman Johnson. 

Both branches then adjourned to City 
Hall, where an unusually large audience 
had collected, and the inauguration exer- 
cises were opened with prayer by the 
Rev. Geo. 8. Butters of Newtonville. 

City Clerk Kingsbury read the result of 
the recent election, and the oath of office 
was administered to Mayor Kimball by 
Mr. Fisher Ames. 

Mayor Kimball then administered the 
oath of office to the aldermen-*, lect 
and to the inembe:s-eleet of the 
common council, after which he read his 
inaugural address, which is given in 
full on another page. 

THE ORGANIZATION*. 

Both branches assembled in their res- 
pective chambers immediately after the 
delivery of the message. 

In the board of aldermen the seats 
were assigned in the same order as last 
year, and Alderman 1’ettee was unani- 
mously elected President of the board. 

The joint rules and orders for 1887, 
the rules and orders of the board of al- 
dermen, and the rules of the government 
of the police force were adopted for 1888, 
until otherwise ordered. 

An order was passed, establishing the 
officer hours at City Hall, as follows: 
from 8. 15 a.m. to 1*2.80 p.m., and from 
*2 to 5 p.m. except on Saturdays when 
the hours shall be from 8.15 a.m. to 1 
p. m. until otherwise ordered, 

An order was passed referring all un- 
finished business of 1SS7 to the appropri- 
a e committees to be appropriated. 

An order was passed for a committee 
of t vo from the aldermen and such of 
the council as should be appointed to 
prepare and report joint rules and orders 
for the council. Aldermau Childs and 
Puttee were appointed. 

An order was passed for a joint spec- 
ial committee on Sewerage of two alder- 
men and three councilmen. Aldermen 
Ward and Chadwick were appointed. 

An order was passed for a joint special 
committee on the Mayor’s address, of 
two aldermen and three council men. 
Aldermen Childs and Chadwick were ap- 
pointed. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$500 for the West Newton Atnenamn, on 
condition that citizens contribute an 
equal amount. 

A similar order was passed appropria- 
ting $250 for the reading room at Associ- 
ates' Hall, Newton Centre. 

An order was passed pupropriating 
$5,150 to pay a school uoto due Jan. 25, 
1888. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$1,571 jto pay interest on $84,000 munici- 
pal bonds and $80,050 school notes. 

An ordor was passed in regard to the 
observance of Memorial day, that the 
Hags should be displayed on public 
buildings, and that the bells be rung one 
half hour at sunrise, noon and sunset. 

An order was passed for the printing 
of 5 )0 copies of the Mayor’s address. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$850 for interest on $84,000 city loans, 
permanent. 

An order was passed for the appoint- 
ment of a committee consisting of two 
aldermen and three councilmen, to con- 
sider and report what action, if any, be 
tikeii in relation to the several subjects 
and suggestions contained in the Mayor’s 
ad Iress. 

An order was passed that the Mayor 
and two aldermen lie appointed u com- 
mittee to ex lining the notes and securi- 
ties of the Keurick fund. 

An order was offered by Alderman 
Childs and adopted, for the appointment 
of a commission to consist of one aider- 
nun, one couucilmm, and three citizens 
at large, to serve without pay, to revise 
the city charter, and to report a draft of 
such revised charter. 

The aldermen and couueilmen for 
Wards one and seven were appointed a 
coinimtt eon the Read fund. 

An order was passed appointing a 
committee to nominate one assessor for 
three years, and one assistant assessor 
from each Ward. Aldermen Bette**, 
Ward ami Chadwick were appointed, and 
President Burr’s appointees are Council- 
men Kennedy, Gore and Hunt. 

An ordet was passed appropriating 
$21,20) to pay the interest on $860,000 of 
water bonds. 

The usual orders authorizing the city 
treasurer to honor drafts of the superin- 
tendent of streets for an amount not ex- 
ceeding $8, * X), and the superintendent 
of the water works for an amount not 
to exceed $4, 0 )0 for pay for discharged 
laborers were passed. 

An order was passed 'that the board 
meet on the first and third Mondays of 
*• n h in mill. Abler nil m PettOD 1 0COUI 
mended 4.20 p. in., but after some discus- 
sion the hour was fixed 


Messrs. Read and Hunt were appointed 
tellers, ami four ballots taken without 
result, A. 8. Glover and J. Edward Hills 
each receiving seven votes. 

Councilman Kennedy said he could not 
understand why certain members acted 
as they did. They had taken part in a 
caucus, a majority of the members vot- 
ing had made a nomination, and it had 
afterwards been made unanimous, with 
no one objecting. Not to abide by the 
action of the caucus made the whole pro- 
ceeding a farce, and would have an un- 
fortunate result on all future caucuses. 
He di*l not see how the members could 
consistently vote against their caucus 
nominee. 

A fifth and sixth ballot were then taken 
with the same result, and Councilman 
Kennedy moved a recess of live minutes, 
which was seconded by Councilman 
Powell. 

During the recess there was some lively 
lobbying, and when the board was called 
to order, Councilman Gore said he did 
not take the same view of the alleged 
caucus as the member from Ward 7. It 
was hardly a caucus, although it might 
be called such for want of a better name. 
The gentlemen who mec were not mem- 
bers of the council, and they met merely 
to express their opinions. They could 
elect a new clerk at any meeting, by re- 
scinding their previous vote, if they so 
desired. He wished to reply to a remark 
that had been made at the meeting in re- 
gard to the same man holding two paid 
offices in the city, upon which all the 
stress possible hail been laid, and it had 
been stated that in no other city was 
there such a condition of things, t o see 
how far that was true lie lmd written to 
all the cities of the state, and found that 
in Waltham there was only one board, so 
that of course the water registrar the re 
could not be clerk of the common 'coun- 
cil. as the city clerk was the clerk of the 
one boaid. lie had fouud that 
majority of tire cities of the state the 
Cierk ot the council did hold anotliet 
office, and in ten of them lie was also the 
city auditor, in the city of Cambridge 
the offices of water registrar and clerk of 
the common council had • been held by 
one mail for 15 years, and until his death 
a short time ago. Newton was not alone 
in its position, and lie wished to appeal 
for a cierk of experience. He had been 
in the board for a year and the clerk had 
been of great assistance to him in the 
conscientious discharge of his duties. 
He lmd been in the constant habit, during 
liis business life, of employing clerical 
labor, and he knew a good clerk when 
lie saw him. A better clerk than Mr. 
Glover would be hard to find. 

This brought Mr. Kennedy to iiis feet 
with an indignant denim. He asserted 
that the meeting was a caucus, and that 
its action ought to be binding on the 
members. He had said in the caucus 
that in no other city did the same person 
hold the position of water registrar anil 
clerk of Hie council, and this could not 
be denied. Witli the city audit* »r this 
was different, our own auditor was clerk 
of tlie committees, and it was not the same 
for the auditor to hold two paid offices. 
When the water registrar received the 
water bills he had to furnish bonds and 
his salary was increased on this account. 
Last year he was relieved from this duty, 
anil when it was proposed to reduce liis 
salary on tuis account, the member from 
Ward 4 had opposed it, and said such an 
order would never pass the council. The 
city paid $1,800 a year for a water regis- 
trar and should have his entire time, and 
lie challenged any one to say that the 
council records were not written up in 
the time belonging to the city. 1’lie 
papers have said that the President de- 
pends on the clerk, and so ought to have 
a clerk of experience. The president did 
not depend on the clerk any more' than 
the man in the moon. The city is entitled 
to Mr. Glover’s entire service; more 
money is expended in the water depart- 
ment than in any other, and the time had 
come for a change. Mr. Glover had had 
to learn, and Mr. Hills could do the 
same. A private citizen should be the 
clerk, a man who had no favors to ask, 
and no dictation to make. Mr. Jtlosea 
tlyde had been as good a clerk as the 
city could possibly have, and we are in 
honor bound to vote for the caucus 
nominee tor clerk, as much as wo Were 
bound to vote for its nominee for presi- 
| dent. 

| Councilman Bond said that the meet- 
| ing of the members elect could not be 
i bound by the same rules as a political 
! caucus. The members had met to ex- 
press their opinions, and if they had re- 
! ceiveil new light since they had a right 
to change their minds, lie saw no pos- 
sible reason why the members were not 
justified in taking a different view, after 
getting fuller information. As for Mr. 

! G.over, he felt that he was of great use 
! to the couucil,from his long experience. 
.Supposing that a new c.erk had to be 
be broken in sometime, that was no rea- 
son why we should do it this year. 

Councilman Kennedy said lie would 
show that Mr. Bond had once thought 
the meeting was a caucus, and he read 
Mr. Bond’s letter, as secretary of the 
caucus, notifying Mr. Hills of his 
I nomination. 

| The eighth ballot was then taken and 
the vote was still a tic. 

President Burr sain that if no result 


1 solved, and a large amount of concurrent 
1 business was done. 

DELAY IN CITY PRINTING. 

1 Councilman Gore presented an order 
j directing the committeo on printing to 
see why there had been such a delay in 
furnishing the bound volumes of the city 
reports for last year, and also to see if 
this matter cannot, bo remedied. 

Councilman Moody of last year’s print- 
ing committee said that these reports 
should have been delivered by the last of 
August, but they had not yet been re- 
ceived. The ordor was passed. 

COUNCIL MEETINGS. 
Councilman Kennedy moved that the 
council meet on the second and fourth 
Mondays of each month at 7.15 p. m. 
The motion was passed, and Mr. Kennedy 
again moved that the next meeting he 
held on the 4th Monday of the present 
month. 

Councilman Gore asked w hy not meet 
on the 2d Monday? 

Councilman Kennedy replied that 
there was no business to cull such a meet- 
ing. and there was no use of holding a 
Hooting unless it was necessary: 

Councilman Gore said that ho had 
merely asked for information, as ho had 
no objection to the motion, which was 
then passed. 

An order was passed authorizing 
thn city treasurer to borrow $500,000 tor 
tin? use of the city during 1888, in sueh 
sums ns might bo needed. Thirteen 
members voted in tho allirmative, Coun- 
cilman Hale having left to catch a train. 

An order was passed in concurrence, 
that two members of the board of alder- 
men and three of the common council be 
appointed a committee to nominate one 
overseer of the poor for the piosent mu- 
nicipal year. Councilmen Bond, Hale 
and Moody were appointed from the 
council, and Aldermen Chadwick and 
Tyler from the upper branch. 

A petition was received for tho widen- 
ing of Elm street in Ward 8, sigpetl by 
( has. E. Shepard and others. Auother 
askert for the pavjng of the gutters on 
Centre stiect. Wauls 1 and 7, signed by 
T. A. Thayer and others. Both were 
referred to the highway committee to be 
appointed. 

U< outieilman Gore moved that a recess 
lie taken, subject to the call ot the presi- 
dent. 

Councilman Kennedy moved that the 
hoard adjoin ti. 

President Burr said that he desired a 
recess in order to draw up his cunimitt- 
tees, which lie hoped to announce at this 
meeting. 

The motion for a recess prevailed, bitf 
in a short time the board was called to- 
gether, and President Burr stated that 
lie was unable to announce the commit- 
tees, but be would mail them to the 
members as soon as they were made up. 
The board then adjourned.

ft ilEVlHW OF TIIE WORK OF THE 
VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS. 


Gentlemen of tbo Board of Aldermen 

and of tire Common Council: 

Government is instituted for tlio com- 
mon gGod, for the protection, safety and 
happiness of the people, aud not to give 
to any exclusive advantages that arc dis- 
tinct from or prejudicial to the rights 
and interests of all the people. 

Public officials dorivo their authority 
and power from the people alone, are 
their agentR and are at all times account- 
able to them for their official acts. 

By the suffrages of our fellow-citizens 
wo have been entrusted with the care 
and management of the city’s business 
for the present year. To secure an ofli- 
cient and prudent administration of the 
city’s affairs, will require a careful study 
and thorough investigation into tlio 
many departments and various needs of 
the city, aud the same devotion of timo 
and of purpose that characterizes the 
.successful management of one’s personal 
affairs, will bo necessary for its accom- 
plishment. 

I congratulate you gentlemen and also 
the city upon your election to offices of 
such honor and trust. 

There is unquestionably present a real 
demand for the oxerciso of great caution 
in the expenditure of the public funds. 
In the performance of our duties we 
should welcome the advice, and be 
guided by the expressed sentiments, of 
those of our fellow-citizens whose 
sincerity of purpose is undoubted, and 
whose influence is at all times exerted in 
behalf of the best interests of tlio city. 

It is apparent that tbo rate of taxation 
in our city is considered too high, but 
since the people themselves are unmis- 
takably in favor of a less rate, and of 
course are aware that it meuns less im- 
provements, it is manifestly our duty to 
make every possible endeavor to secure 
the result desired by them. I invito 
your attention to a paragraph in my in- 
augural of last year which is as fol- 
lows: 

“It appears to bo tlio general opinion 
that the city government is entirely re- 
sponsible for whatever may bo its policy 
in regard to oxpensos; to a certain extent 
this is true, but it is an indisputable fact 
that the responsibility rests chiefly with 
the people themselves; they are the 
principals, the electors; they can and 
should advise, insist upon and inaugu- 
rate such a policy as they believe ought 
to prevail.” 

I am warranted, I believe, in saying 
that the members of the city council are 
fully as much inclined to be prudent in 
expenses of the city as the citizens them- 
selves, for many of the expenses have 
been incurred only after the urgent and 
repeated requests of citizens, and of 
course, if the demands for improvements 
.are always to bo mot, the expenseses 
will necessarily increase. 

But now public sentiment having boon 
so strongly expressed in favor of re- 
trenchment, you have good reason to be- 
lieve it possible to reduce the expenses 
of the city, since you will liave|tho earn- 
est and hearty co-operation of the peo- 
ple themselves in the practice of greater 
economy. 

It should bo borne in mind, however, 
that any policy which neglects keeping 
and maintaining the various departments 
in good order should be avoided, and 
any plan that allows the city’s property 
to depreciate from lack ot reasonable 
care is not a wise one. 

I am sure that no oue is more desirous 
than 1 to have the best government, the 
most efficient in the execution ot the 
laws and the most prudent in tire matter 
of expenditures, but 1 have little cuiifi- 
dence that permanent gain to tlio oity 
will be derived from any narrow or un- 
-settled policy in the management of pub- 
lic affairs. 

Tne question of the government of the 
•city is too large and important and in- 
volves too many interests to be ligbtiy 
•considered. It requires the best thought 
of experienced aud capable men to de- 
termine the policy which should control 
.affairs. Tlio best results can only bo ob- 
tained by steadily pursuing tlio principle 
of a well-defined plan which clearly and 
surely reflects the wishes of the com- 
munity, that not ouiy reasonably pro- 
vides for tlio present but also compre- 
hends and is adapted to the luturo 
growth and needs ot our city. 

The city charter requires that the ap- 
propriation for the expenses be made in 
November of each year for tlio succeed- 
ing year, and the chief reason for such 
action is that the members of the city 
council having had at least nearly a 
year’s experience are better qualified to 
determine the amount ueeessary to bo 
appropriated than members who have 
not had tlio benefit of such experience. 

1 believe it would be better to require 
such action so tar as estimating and 
recommending such amount as their 
judgmeht dictates, but I think tlio char- 
ter should be amended so as to provide, 
that it should bo only an estimate, and 
tlie final determination id' the amount 
.should be the duty of the city council 
who are to have tlio spending of the 
money, and therefore are responsible for 
the manner and the amount expended by 
them. • 

It is unfair to hold any man or associ- 
ation of men responsible unless vested 
with a corresponding authority. 

The city charter further provides that 
the appropriations made in the manner 
desciibed ean be changed by a two-thirds 
yea and nay vote. From the fact that 
the appropriations made in November 
last for the expenses of tills year have 
been tlio subject of much discussion aud 
there appears to ho a large number who 
entertain tlie opinion that the public ser- 
vice may be adequately performed at 
much less cost, it becomes your duty to 
make such careful and thorough exami- 
nation of tlie appropriation bill as will 
enable you, after taking into considera- 
tion the demand for less expense, and at 
the same time the requirements of ail the 
departments, to decide intelligently upon 
the amount you believe under the cir- 
cumstances to be necessary. 

And for that purpose, 1 recommend 
that three aldermen and three members 
of the common council he apooiuted a 
committee to examine into all the city’s 
expenditures, to confer with each com- 
mittee or hoard having charge of any de- 
partment in relation to the expenses of 
tlie same, mid to report at an early date 
to the city council the results of their 
investigation ami to make such recom- 
mendations, as in their judgment ought 
to prevail. 

Upon several similar occasions 1 have 
lecommeiided changes in the city char- 
ter so as to provide a city council con- 
stituted of one board, instead of two as 
at present, aud also iliat tlio members 
be elected for at least two years instead 
of oue. The more 1 become acquainted 
with municipal affairs, the more 1 am 
convinced of the Importance and value 
of the changes suggested. 

L am confident that uniting the two 
boards would result in greater interest, 
more thorough investigation and discus- 


sion. ami through them a hotter under- 
standing of tlio city’s affairs, and conse- 
quently a more complete preparation for 
managing them well. 

Tho chief objection urged to one hoard, 
is that there might lie too hasty legisla- 
tion. This does not appear to ho a good 
and sufficient roason, since tho rules gov- 
erning the board may be made with the 
utmost care and may bo bo well guarded 
as to provent it. 

A longer term of service would increase 
tho usefulness of tho members, the 
knowledge and experience of affairs ac- 
quired by thorn would insure more relia- 
ble and prompt action, and it would also 
bo an advantage to tlio community to 
have less frequent elections. 

I recommend that a committee ho ap- 
pointed to consider tho advisability of a 
revision of tho city .charter to conform to 
these suggestions.

There is* no subject of more interest 
to the individual Tir to the ccmimunity, 
or more important to. their welfare than 
Ibis; however fortunate an individual 
may be, and whatever advantages a com- 
munity may possess, tlie degree of their 
enjoymeut will depend very largely upon 
physical conditions. 

It is not only the duty of individuals 
to guard their health, but it is also in- 
cumbent upon municipalities to provide 
such means and to lake such cate as will 
promote the public health. 

Frequent meetings have been held by 
the board of health, which has promptly 
considered all question’s submitted to it, 
and lias given careful attention to tlie 
details and general management of the 
department. The location of our city is 
remarkably healthful, but with tlie in- 
crease of population, especially in the 
thickly settled portions, there is an in- 
creased risk of conditions deleterious to 
health, and therefore, the responsibili- 
ties and duties of the board should be 
vigorously administered. 

The appropriation for the health de- 
partment was §4,000, the amount ex- 
pended §3,630.88. 

The contracts for tho work of the 
Odorless Excavator and for the collection 
of house offal have been well performed. 

The cost of tlie removal of ashes for 
the year 1887 was §3,203.82. 

I again remind you that the health and 
development of many of our young 
would be greatly benefited by a reason- 
able provision for play grounds fur their 
use, and for opportunity for bathing and 
swimming, and 1 recommend that they 
be provided. 

1 also suggest that it would add very 
much to their exercise, pleasure and 
safety as well, to have in each village 
one or more places Mowed for skating. 
There is plenty ot water and it could be 
done at slight expense. 

These sports ami exercises would make 
the boys aiul girls more rooust aud 
happier. 

SEWERAGE. 

There is a growing belief that the city 
must, within a very lew years, be pro- 
vided with a system of sewerage; that 
the public health and the prosperity of 
tlie eity will demand it, and that there- 
fore preparation should be made. for it. 

The great question of tlio time is 
bow to provide an adequate system, one 
that shall surely and thoroughly dispose 
of the waste matter ami at a reasonab e 
cost. 

While believing that no enterprise is of 
greater moment to the city, yet, consid- 
ering tlie magnitude and expense of such 
an undertaking, 1 am convinced that 
when any preiimary work is done, it 
should be in accordance with and a part 
of a well dclmed plan. 

It would bo unwise for tlio city to 
spend any money to oegiu work uniii it 
siiall, as 1 have suggested, decide upon 
the system it will adopt, aud with a 
knowledge ot the extent of the cost. 

1 have confidence in the proposed met- 
ropolitan system of sewerage: it would 
carry tlie sewage oi Newton miles away 
from our city, to be emptied into deep 
water, aud probably at much less cost 
than any independent system the city 
could establish, and l recommend that 
you authorize such persons as you may 
select to attend the hearings that wifi be 
given upon the matter beioro the com- 
mittee oh sewerage at the Statu House, 
this winter. 

1 believe there are very serious ob- 
jections to attempting to utilize the sew- 
age, aud the plan ol deodorizing it is oi 
very doubtful expediency. 

Tho subject being of such importance 
and involving so large an outlay of 
money, it appeals to mu the eity should 
at itrst secure tlie services and advice of 
a special engineer in this department, of 
large experience and acknowledged 
reputation for laying out and construct- 
ing sewerage work. There will then be 
a basis for intelligent action. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Under the statutes of the common- 
wealth, the cure of the schools and the 
responsibility for them, rests entirely 
with the school committee, the eity 
council having no part in their manage- 
ment further than to vote the aumotfii 
unions required by the committee for 


their niaintenatirp, and to provide build- ; 
ings that are necessary for the atreommo- i 
dation of tlie schools. 

The public schools of our city are very 
highly regarded and they rank among j 
the first in the common wealth for effi- j 
cicncy and practical education; and tlie j 
advantages they provide are appreciated 
by our citizens, who understand the 
value of mental training and the benefits i 
of education.

The increase in expense over the year

The increase is accounted for in tne 
Annual Report of the committee by the 
increase in teaching force rendered nec- 
essary by tlie growth of the schools and 
in tlie salaries paid in the High School; 
in the cost of fuel, new furniture, and in 
other ways. 

Estimated per capita, it seems that the 
cost per pupil is §31.50, being more per 
pupil than is paid in any other city or 
tow n in the state. 

This is explained in the report of the 
Board, by the fact that the centres of 
population in Newton are so scattered 
as to require a much larger number of 
primary and grammar schools than is 
necessary in other more compact 
municipalities of similar size. 

The same report shows that in compar- 
ison with other cities and towns in the 
state and county, N.ewton stands low 
upon the lists in amount expended on 
her schools in proportion to her assessed 
valuation, being*34th in the county and 
the 221st in the state. 

The census of May, 1887, showed 3893 
children between the ages of five and fif- 
teen, and all but nineteen were account- 
ed for as being in school or at home. 

The total enrolment of pupils in 1887 
was 4337, being 231 more than in 1886; 
the average attendance was 3357, being 
an increase of 118 over last year.

of fiction, the next, essays and poetry, 
then of travel, next of scientific works: 

The total number of names registered 
for the purpose of taking books is 6.708;

HIGHWAYS. 

In considering this department, it 
should he borne in mind that there is a 
large number of villages, many of which 
have centres that require special care: 
that tlieie is a large extent of streets to 
maintain, 112 miles in length. 

If the expense of taking care of these . 
streets were limited to the requirements 
of flic statutes, which are that they In- 
kept safe and convenient for travel at all 1 
seasons of the year, then the cist of 
the department would be greatly dimin- 
ished; hut our citizens would not he sat- 
isfied with ordinarily kept streets, they 
are accustomed to and demand a super- 
ior quality of roads. 

If I apprehend the general public sen- 
timent in the management of the high- 
ways, it is that the public are strongly and 
eqiuilly opposed to any cheap, inferior 
work, and to any extravagant or need- 
less work. 

The cost of the improvement of a st ect 
and the manner of doing it should de- 
pend upon the amount and kind of traf- 
fic upon it; a main thoroughfare when 
the travel is large, including heavy 
teaming, requites of course much greater 
depth of rock and gravel road I ed than 
streets used for lighter purpos- s. 

It often happens that a street lias con- 
siderable loam in it and is wet at times, 
that can be made dry and hard by an in- 
expensive drainage, and the large ex- 
pense of digging out and refilling 
ayfided. 

There are miles of streets that could 
be quickly and inexpensively repaired 
early in the spring, just after the frost is 
out, and when the ground is soft, by 
tbe use of a street scraper, which would 
replace the material which has been 
pushed from the centre of the street, 
thus recrow ning it. Only such new gravel 
would be needed as is necessary to sup- 
ply that which has been washed or 
blown away. It would be an economical 
practice to use again all tlie material 
that is available, especially as it would 
save the gravel and the cost of carting 
it. 

The streets are not generally in the 
good condition they should be. * Tlie re- 
dressing and necessary repairing of them 
lias been to a great extent neglected, to 
give place to new work, which is certain- 
ly not good policy; for the streets we 
have should be thoroughly and systemati-

The number of teachers employed dur- 
ing the past year was 103, the number of 
school houses owned by the eity is 21, 
one school building besides is leased. 
Sixteen janitors are employed. 

Thu evening schools have been a 
marked success; nearly two bundled per- 
sons attended this year against 120 in 
1886. Twenty teachers were employed. 

The cost of ‘the evening schools lor 1887 
was §1200. 

The truant officer has performed effec- 
tive service. Three truants are supported 
by the eity at the LaSvrenye industrial 
School at a cost of about a thousand dol- 
kwui a year. 

The public statutes provide that ”if 
three or more towns in any county so re- 
quire, the county commissioners shall es- 
tablish at the expense of the county, at 
convenient places therein, other than the 
jail or house of correction, truant schools 
for the confinement, discipline, and in- 
struction of minor children convicted 
under the provisions of sections ten and 
twelve of tlie t; mint law; and siiall 
make suitable provisions for the govern- 
ment and control and for the appoint- 
ment of proper teachers and officers 
thereof.” 

it would be an advantage in many 
ways if these towns ami cities would 
unite in maintaining such a school. It 
could he made more than half support- 
ing, and besides the cities and towns 
would have control of the truants. Un- 
der the rule at Lawrence, a truant sent 
there for punishment and reform, must 
stay at least two years, irrespective of 
tlie* cause for which he was sent, it 
would lie wiser, I think, to have the pun- 
ishment in keeping with the offence and 
the truant confined or released ;is tne 
facts in relation to his case will war- 
rant. 

Many of the school buildings have 
been greatly improved during the past 
yenr and it is probable that more school 
accommodations will soon he needed, and 
in the consideration of which 1 am confi- 
dent that the council will act with the 
judicious spirit of liberality and wise 
forethought which has characterized its 
action in tlie past. 

The growth of the city which lias been 
very marked, while adding to its mate- 
rial* prosperity, brings with it the neces- 
sity of providing tlie school room re- 
quired. 

Tho most recent building for school 
put poses is the High School building, 
which was occupied at the opening of 
the school year, affording much needed 
room. 

It is thoroughly.huilt, plain but sub- 
stantial, and it Inis proven to be well 
adopted to its purposes aiul gives great 
satisfaction. 

The open land adds very greatly to the 
beauty and comfort of tue school and its 
surroundings. 

The new part of the building is the 
first section of the proposed new build- 
ing, which when completed, will be a 
lino structure for a High school. 

•NEWTON FREE LIBRARY. 

The large addition to the building 
which has recently been completed gives 
to tlie library tlie room it needed; it 
greatly facilitates its work and afford*, 
increased comfort aud accommodation to 
its patrons, l’he improvements made 
were expensive, costing about §25,001, 
but they have resulted in a handsome, 
well-ventilated building, finely fitted up 
and remavkablv well-arranged tor the 
purpose for which they were devised. 

The library is a va liable auxiliary to 
tlie educational interests ot the eitv and 
its privileges for study and culture. 

it contains 26. 434 hooks, ot which tlio 
circulation lor nine months ot the year 
1887 was 62,277 volumes. The library 
was closed three months for repaiis. 

Thirty-one thousand eight hundred 
volumes were delivered at the library 
and 36.477 volumes were distributed by 
the daily deliver* as follows: Newton 
(’outre, 8,623; New totivillc, 7.492; Au- 
burudale, 5.423: Newton Highlands, 5.- 
276; West Newton, 3,552; Upper Falls, 
2,989; Lower Falls, 2,024; Oak Hill, 718; 
Xonaiituui, :J80. 

T he cost ot the daily delivery for tlie 
year was §1,200. The number of books 
delivered for school use was JkKil.

cut off entiroly. Such a revision ought 
to be made every few years, and the re- 
sult would probably be in the interests 
of economy. 

The tables of figures may not bo pleas- 
ant reading for the tax-payers, but with 
over thirty-six millions of taxable prop- 
erty the debt of a million and a half is 
not large enough to be necessarily alarm- 
ing. 

The importance of sewerage is again 
insisted upon, and tho metropolitan sys- 
tem strongly recommended. This may 
bo the best, but many think that tho 
sewage should bo disposed of nt home 
a id made a source of revonue. as is douo 
in some foreign cities. But if Mayor 
Kimball's suggestion is followed, of on- 
gaging a special engineer in this depart- 
ment, of wide experience and acknow- 
ledged reputation, we should then have a 
basis for intelligent action. 

The city council will find much in the 
message worthy of their attention, and 
the new government has certainly made 
a very favorable start towards a success- 
ful and profitable year. 


AMENDING TIIE CHARTER. 


The grade crossings on the main line 
of the Boston & Albany railroad in 
Newton are virtually death-traps, waiting 
for their unwary victims, and the railroad 
commissioners say that there is impel’ 
ative necessity that they should be abol- 
ished. The citizens of Newton will agree 
with this statement, but they wish that 
the commissioners had been able to do 
more than simply make the statement. 
They promise, however, to call tho at- 
tention of the legislature to the matter, 
and to recommend legislation requiring 
an immediate separation of grades, and 
’’ « Mv: matter will probably rest. 

Tho petition of the Newton street 
railway company for permission to lay 
their tracks over three of these cross- 
ings hay brought out this statement from 
the railroad commissioners, who have 
refused to grant the petition. The full 
text of their report will be found in an- 
other column, and it is very interesting 
though unsatisfactory reading. We knew 
beforo that the crossings in question 
were dangerous ones, and quite as dan- 
gerous for foot passengers and teams as 
for street cars. 

The railroad company profess to desire 
the separation of the grades, and to be 
1 . liling to near their share of the expense, 
hut their desire was not urgent enough 
to lead them 10 furnish a plan for the se- 
paration or a statement of its probable 
cost, That they are willing to bear their 
proportion of the expense is certainly 
commendable, but is there any valid rea- 
son why they should not bear the whole 
expense? They have created the danger, 
aud not the people of Newton, and they 
receive the profit from the railroad, 
while the Newton people pay for what- 
ever benefit they receive from the exist- 
ence of the railroad. Newton citizens pay 
annually into the treasury of the company 
thousands of dollars more tliau the cost 
of the conveniences afforded, and the 
company can not plead poverty as an ex- 
cuse for askiug tho city to pay any por- 
tion of the expense. The whole cost of 
the improvements would probably not 
lessen the regular dividend paid by the 
company, and it would he a very conven- 
ient way of disposing of its surplus. 

If the railroad had to pay a heavy fine 
for every person killed at these grade j 
crossings, it would he even more anxious 1 
than the pe qde that the crossing should 
be abolished. 

Now that this question has come up, it 
is to he hoped that the legislature will 
take some definite actiou towards reliev- 
ing not only Newton, but other cities, 
from tho constant dangers which attend 
these crossings, aud so prevent the great 
loss of lile which these crossings cause 
every year. Tho Newtou Street Rail- 
way company has been of great public 
benefit in bringing this matter up, and il 
it only results in making the abolitiou of 
the grade crossings an issue iu tho legis- 
lature of 1SSS, the company will have 
earned the gratitude of the whole state. 


in tho wilds of tho north shoro 
of tho St. Lawronco. It is founded 
a legend of tho Saguenay, and 
derives 1 its interest almost equally 
from legendary lore and from its touches 
of local color. Mr. Murray identifies his 
localities ns I 10 goes along, and has so 
faithfully studiod tho customs of the 
aborigines of Canada and their crossing 
with tho early French settlers that one 
hnrdly knows whether he is being guided 
by fact or fiction in tho progress of the 
story. All who read Mr. Murray’s de- 
scriptions of lifo in tho Adirondacks, 
and there are few who lmvo not, know 
that Mr. Mui ray is at his best in such a 
work as that to appear in the Herald, and 
thoro will bo a great demand for copies. 
In tho varioty, attractiveness and value of 
its special articles tho Sunday Herald has 
no equal among newspapers. 


Alderman Childs is getting his reform 
work in early, but his order for a com- 
mission to revise the city charter is an 
excellent one. Its provisions have been out- 
grown and there are a number of changes 
which should he made, out of considera- 
tion for the best interests of tho city. Ono 
of these is the one hoard system, which 
would save a vast amount of time, much 
friction, and also, it is believed, consider- 
able money. The present arrangement 
may be the best for a city as large as 
Boston, but for cities tho sizo of Newton 
it involves a great waste of red tape, 
without any corresponding benefits. 

The theory that one board acts as a 
check upon the other has been shown to 
bo a fallacious one, and besides, the class 
of men who compose the city council of 
Newton do not need a check upon them. 
The present system works about like 
this: An order will be passed by the 
board of aldermen, for instance. Aftor 
being carefully considered and debated 
at considerable length, it then goes 
down to the common council, and is 
either passed in concurrence without de- 
bate, 01 some member who has not read 
the reports in the papers cads fer au ex- 
planation, and all the ground gone over 
in the other board has to be goue over 
again. In one board the first debate 
would have settled the question, and the 
information would not have been called 
for twice. 

The committee on revision would also 
do well to take into consideration the 
question of exceeding the appropriations, 
a growing evil chat should be guarded 
against. In some cities this is done by 
inserting in the charter a clause forbid- 
ding any going beyond the appropria- 
tions, and making the mayor, aldermen 
and councilmen personally liable for any 
excess. This lias been tried and found 
to work admirably, iu one case that we 
know’ of, not only has there never been 
any excess of expenditures over appro- 
priations, but nearly every year there is 
a more or less respectable sum to be ap- 
plied to the reduction of the city debt. 
Such a provision makes every committee 
careful and economical, aud we respect- 
fully make tho suggestion to the commit- 
tee ou revision. The practice of making 
charges “to next year’s appropriations” 
appears to be a growing one in Newton, 
and some radical measures are needed 
! to check it. 


Tnt: Gkaimiic’s article on tho city 
printing and the duty of patronizing 
home tradesmen, has been widely copied 
and endorsed by our exchanges, and 
some of tho comments are reprinted in 
another column. The great obstacle 
against which Newton tradesmen havo 
to contend is the habit people have of 
going to Boston, when in a majority of 
cases they could savo both trouble and 
money by trading at homo. Tho article 
from the Ilingham Journal puts this in 
a very clear light. In 'many oases it is 
merely a want of thought, and since tho 
matter has been brought to their atten- 
tion, a large number of our readers havo 
resolved to do their trading at home, as 
far as possible. Perhaps if the Newton 
meVchants advertised their prices as lib- 
erally as the Boston merchants do, they 
would convince Newton people beyond 
the possibility of a doubt that they can 
got better goods for tho same money at 
home. Francis Murdock &Co. havo tried 
this plan with great success in regard to 
dry goods, and other merchants are getting 
ready to follow their example.

reports of the various city ollicials are 
condensed aud classified, and such au 
amount of information can be obtained 
from no other source. 

Tiie tone of tiie message is excellent, 
every department seems to be treated 
fairly, aud adverse criticisms are sparsely 
given and only when the occasion seems 
to demand them. The various recom- 
mendations that are made are iu general 
wibU aud tiiuelv, aud iu all cases they are 
suggestive and will bear close examina- 
tion. 

Mayor Kimball had the satisfaction of 
seeing his opponents iu tiie recent cam- 
paign adopt his recommendation of a 
year ago iu rcgui d to tiie one hoard sys- 
tem tor tiie city council, aud he renews 
il lit! > , tr w ith the confidence that it is 
iu accordance with public sentiment. 
As for electing the members for two 
years, wo practically follow that system 
now; giving a man two years at iir»t 
would save tiie trouble of the second 
election. 

The recommendation that a committee 
be appointed to examine into all the ex- 
penditures of tho city, to confer with 
eacli committee or hoard having charge of 
any department iu regard to the expenses 
of the same, ami to report to tiie city 
council tiie results of such examinations, 
la one of the best iu the message, Such 
a committee, it it did its work thorough- 
ly aud conscientiously, would he able to 
say just what expenses were necessary, 
ai d what, if any, could be reduced or 


promises to take a more vigorous inter- 
1 est in all that pertains to tiie welfare of 
the schools. 

! “Franklin,” whose fund of reminis- 
cences in regard to the early days of Bos- 
ton and Newton seems to he iuexhuusti- 
i tile, had au interesting account in 
I the last issue of tiie Saturday Evening 
Gazette, of the troubles on the Boston A 
i Worcester lailroud forty years ago, from 
t the gangs of roughs who worked on 
the Cochituate water works. At tiiat 
time, Wm Parker, who lived iu West 
Newton, was the superintendent, aud the 
troubles are recalled hy the distur- 
bances now hy the drunken rowdies 
who insult passengers ou the late trains 
from Boston. Forty years ago, however, 
tiie conductors seemed to have a habit 
of promptly clearing the trains of these 
objectionable characters, aud they were 
not only sustained hy the companies, 
but hacked up hy popular sentiment. 
Franklin closes as follows: 

"I do not say that it would lie well for 
train officials to go armed; and yet, if 
there is no other way of breaking up 
these disturbances anil this rowdyism ou 
passenger cars, let them have tiie same 
discretion tiiat is allowed to the patrol 
police in our cities aud towns." 

If something of llie kiud was doue, the 
disturbances ou tiie late trains would 
cease. 


Do Your Trading at Home. 

T Boston correspondent Hlngbiitn Journal.] 

Tiie city of Newton has two live papers 
— the Graphic and tiie Journal. I read 
them both with intense interest, because I 
believe that a home paper is the best ex- 
ponent of the wishes of the people, or 
ought to be. You may think this very 
singular doctrine to be advocated by your 
correspondent, and yet it is true in the 
abstract and in the concrete. I don’t put 
iu much claim for what I say; still I 
think that a local paper should be patron- 
ized to the fullest extent. 

1 refer more particularly to one of the 
best written editorials it lias been my 
pleasure to read in a twelvemonth— that 
in the recent issue of the Newton 
Graphic upon the question of the print- 
ing committeq of tiiat city giving the city 
printing to a Boston firm when there were 
two local papers ready to do the work. 
Tho difference was only about $*2.50 he- 
tw’eeu tiie Boston firm aud the Newton 
Journal, which had done it for y/jars. 

This, however, is not tiie only salient 
point in the admirable editorial of the 
Graphic. Lt proceeds to say. that homo 
industry and home talent should be en- 
couiaged. There are stores and stores 
in Newton lit ted up without regard to 
expense, containing everything that could 
lie supplied by any store in the metropo- 
lis, and yet a large portion of the citizens, 
particularly females and heads of fami- 
lies, will go to Boston, go through the 
worry of shopping, and return with a 
bundle of parcels. These they some- 
times, not often, show* to their liege lord. 

‘ Well, what did you pay?” “Well, this 
I bought at—; this 1 bought at—, and 
this 1 bought at blank.” “But what did 
all cost you?” “Let mo see, 1 had to pay 
for my bundles at the Boston <fr Albany 
station. Ah! well, when 1 got o Newton, 
don't you see, I bad to hire a hack to 
take the bundles home.’' “But what d d 
you pay in all?” “Oh l don’t get mad: l 
paid—.” “Now you eould have gone to 
Cotlin’s in Newton, or to Savage’s in 
Newtonville, or to Brackett’s, * or to 
Fitch’s, or to Bradshaw’s, and bought 
the whole mess for one-half it has cost 
you for street fares, railroad fares and 
lunches, to say nothing about what you 
liad to pay a Newtou hack-driver to carry 
you twenty rods with your bundles, when 
tiie whole could have been dulivero I at 
the house free of charge, and, considering 
tho quality, at about one-third tho price.” 

Now this is tho old, old story. There 
are certain tilings advertised for sale in 
Boston not to lie bought elsewhere. So 
far so good. Bui when one considers the 
difference in rents between the stores in 
Boston and those in the suburbs, and that 
| the local dealers can buy as cheap at first 
bauds as those iu Boston, tho problem is 
easily solved, aud that is, liny at homo. 
Your local papers, if you will read them, 
advertise I lie same goods as do the met- 
ropolitan papeis.

Adjoining this parlor is 
the ladies' parlor, which was built and 
furnishud by tho ladies of the Aid Socie- 
ty, for which purpose they raised at a 
recent fair $1,550. Tho alterations in 
tho church edifice were made during the 
summer vacation and in tho early fall. 
Many additional members have joined 
the society, and but six pews remain 
tiiataro not either sold or rented. At 
the closo of tho morning service, teach- 
ers and pupils gather in the church par- 
lor, and hero centres a large share of the 
pastor’s interest; and it is but just to say 
that mainly through his efforts the 
Rchool has increased to over two hundred 
pupils already, making it necessary for 
six older classes to recite in the church 
and four classes of little ones to resort to 
the ladies’ parlor. The one-topic method 
is used in tho school; and the Tuesday 
afternoon teachers’ meetings, led by the 
pastor, are of very great value and inter- 
est.

No 
loss, failure, or bereavemeut is absolute. 
Jesus, the hope of all mankind slept in the 
tomb, but his life went abroad in all tho 
earth. Out of seeming minor things 
God works his great purposes. God has 
thrown about us all certain limitations, 
and a sliock often comes when we dis- 
cover them, but no greater good can 
come to a man than to meet them, and 
he no longer spurns the more humble 
duties left. Each life has a work that no 
other can do or fill. Our losses come! 
The dream of youth is dispelled, its 
high ambitions receive a shock, does 
notliing remain— is there no leaf of the 
brain still unfolded? Second. Losses by 
tho reaper, Death, touch us. Draw 
nearer the friends that are left, devote 
yourself closer to those that remain. The 
presence of a sacred grief may be con- 
verted into a noble beneficence. Nmie 
sources of consolation are left to all, and 
there remains something beforp little 
valued. Third. The shadow in life 
most familiar to all is our broken resolu- 
tions, and a real despondency meets us 
as we stand at tho threshhold of another 
year and wo fear to take up the conflict/ 
again. But there remains still the re- 
grot, audihumbled spirit. Use the will 
power ino-it when the temptation is upon 
you. Strengthen tho uoble qualities and 
starve out the meaner ones. To those 
who had reached the s .mmit of the slope 
of life, and whoso backward look was 
more frequent than the forward, his 
words were most uplifting. To them the 
eternal promises of God were nearly ful- 
filled. Behold tho rich deposit that so 
many experiences had left in the heart. 
Those who live the longest are often 
richest iu what remains. He bade them 
"bind up tho shattered experiences of 
life, look heavenward, and let the eternal 
spirit shepherd your souls and lead you 
into green pastures.”

Auburndalo is on the Roston & Albany 
railroad, 10 1-2 miles from Boston. There 
are no busy wheels of traffic or rising in- 
dustries or mammoth mills; no magnifi- 
cent brick or stone business houses: no 
bank or enterprising local newspaper, and 
no poor-house. All these, however, can 
ho found within a mile, at either Waltham, 
Weston or West Newton, but Au'ourndale 
has never felt the need of them. It has 
the advantage, being a part of the city 
of Newton, of excellent schools, perfect 
highways, city water, high taxes, efficient 
lire department, and, if burglars would 
only let us alone, of a superior police 
force. The healthfulness of Auburndalo 
is proverbial. This is so, not only on ac- 
count of the natural drainage, com para 
tively high ground and pure air, but also 
because of the careful provisions made 
both by the city and by private individ- 
uals for the removal of all things detri- 
mental to the general health. Many 
over-worked professional men find the 
pure air and quiet life of “Saint’s Rest” 
all that can be desired. It speaks well 
for our village that it is chosen by tho 
American missionaries of India and 
Africa as a home for their children. 

SCHOOLS AND CHURCHES. 

Since the time that Eliot first taught 
the Indians here in 1831, schools of all 
kinds have prospered.. Lasell Seminary, 
favorably known all over the country as 
a college for young ladies, is situated on 
au ominence a short distance trom the 
depot. Besides this there are several 
other private schools for both boys and 
girls. Too much cannot be said of the 
public schools. Even before the year 
1870, when the schools of Newton were 
represented in Philadelphia, they were 
acknowledged to be second to none in the 
state, and certainly they ' have not de- 
teriorated since that time. After gradu- 
ating at the grammar school the pupils 
go to the high school in Newtonville, two 
miles distant. So high is the standard 
of excellence there that students are ad- 
mitted to many of tho technical schools 
and colleges without the formality of an 
examination. 

• ‘^The train accommodations to Boston 
lire such as would satisfy even the most 
fastidious. Trains run almost every 
hour iu both directions, and the lime 
consumed is only 35 minutes; the fare is 
10 cents for single and 10 1-2 cents for 
hundred-ride tickets. The depot and 
the grounds surrounding it add not a lit- 
tle to the beauty of Auburudale. One 
can cross the track either by bridge or 
tunnel, so there is no danger of accidents. 
There are lour churches in town, the 
Congregational. Methodist, Catholic and 
Episcopal. There is also a large hotel— 
the Woodland Park— where many fami- 
lies spend the summer and not a few the 
whole year. . 

THE RESIDENCES. 

The residences set well back from Hie 
street, are surrounded with unusually 
largo grounds covered with fruit anti 
shade trees. Few of the houses are 
small, and many are fine examples of 
modern architecture. To show the pop- 
ularity of Auburudale as a place of res- 
idence it is enough to say that there are 
few or no houses to rent, and new ones 
are going up all the time. In the center 
of the village the land is, to be sure, 
rather dear, but good building lots can 
be obtained a short distance from the 
depot at reasonable rates. Most of the 
land is fertile, and all kinds of vegetables 
can l»e raised without difficulty. More 
or less farming lias been done since the 
year 1878, when William Robinson used 
all tiiis territory as a farm. Propeity is 
well protected from lire by numerous 
hydrants, and tho whole tire department 
is placed within easy call by the lire 
a ann telegraph. The streets are watered 
and kept in good condition by the city. 
The sidewalks are mostly of concrete, 
'and are kept tree from snow in winter. 
Water of excellent quality is supplied by 
the city, and both gas and electricity for 
lighting, by private companies. 

1IOATINU ON THE CHARLES. 

The river is tho great pleasure ground 
both iu summer and in winter. No 
place iu New England is so well adapted 
i for hosting and fishing. On a pleasant 
i day hundreds of boats can be seen on the 
liver with nearly as many on the banks, 
j At Riverside, three-quarters of a mile 
! trom the Auburudale station, are hout-

hired at any time. At Riverside, also. 

\ is iho headquarters oi the Newton Boat 
Club. This is a social club formed by 
those interested in boating, and it lias 
one of the finest appointed houses in I lie 
country, with hall, waiting room and 
bowling aliuy up-stairs and ample room 
tor boats down strirs. Members either 
i own their their own boats or use those 
of the club. 

Startiug at Riverside and going down 
stream is a trip that will well repay any 

• •tic. At first the river runs between 
high, well-wooded banks, showing In* 

I tween the tiees glimpses of the houses 
beyond. The high banks then slope to 
a meadow, with a brook flowing through 
it, and farther oil the road and the 
bridges. Alter passing the bridge the 
river is wider with lower banks and a 
oovo bordered with willows on one side, 
while in the centre (for hoc the river 
takes a short turn to thelctt) is a dense 
wood happily and euriously relieved by 
a single opening. Turning to right and 
then to the left ami through a narrow 
- nd, the ubandoned Auburudale Wateh 
Vac ory is reached Soon au entirely 
ili lereut scene is presented. On the 
left is a deen cove separated from the 
riv* r by reeds ami bushes. On one side 


steen batiks slope to the water’s edge 
while the other side is lower and forms 
the site of the fort Norumbeaa. Almost 
opposite this is the estate of Col. William 
E. Barrows, ami further up an awthetie 
group of boat houses. Down stream 
again on the other side, and forming the 
boundary of Nornmhega, is Robert’s 
Brook. The river now twists and turns 
past coves ami points till it runs between 
two banks with a picnic grove on one 
side and the beautiful estate of R. M. 
I’ulsifer on the other. Here again the 
river widens, with depp open coves on 
either side, and a high wooded island 
in tho middle— indeed, there is no lack 
of variety in sceneiy between here and 
Waltham, a short distance below. A 
trip up stream from Riverside is equally 
pleasant: in fact, it would take many 
trips to exhaust the beauties of the 
Charles at Auburndalc. 

THE DRIVES AND THE SOCIETY. 

The drives are both numerous and 
beautiful. The streets are so well kept 
and so free from dust that that alone 
would make driving a pleasure. In An- 
hurndale itself the drives are by no 
means to be despised. The shady woods 
and open fields contrasting with the 
smooth, well-kept lawns and hedges, 
combined with the distinctive aspect of 
each estate, make the drives of the great- 
est interest. The neighboring towns, 
among which are Brookline, Watertown. 
Weston, Waltham and Arlington, are all 
easily reached. A well-appointed livery 
and boarding stable offers every accom- 
modation in its line. Although the land 
is by no means level, yet it is not so hilly 
as to make either driving or walking at 
all difficult. The streets and sidewalks 
are thoroughly appreciated by ’cyclists. 

The society of Auburndalc is select 
yet every man may know his neighbor. 
Many private entertainments make the 
social life a pleasure, and the churches 
have frequent lectures and sociables. Be- 
sides all this the train accommodations 
are so good that it is not at all inconven- 
ient to attend lectures and theatres in 
Boston. 

Auburndale is pre-eminently a place of 
residence for Boston business men. The 
facilities for reaching Boston and the 
entire absence of local business, yet 
freedom from the provincialisms of a 
country town, combined with the pure 
air,plcasaut drives and beautiful scenery, 
make it one of the best places around 
Boston for a home.

A serious fault is often the great ex- 
cess in tlie cost of work over the sum ap- 
propriated; wherever the fault lies, it eer- 
t ainly should be corrected. 

The work of the department for the 
past year was not well laid out, and it 
was pushed too rapidly, so that l»y Sep- 
tember the appropriation was practically 
exhausted. 

The necessary repairing of the streets 
was uot done; and for the last four 
months of the year, which were line for 
outdoor work, there was little or nothing 
ih:t. could bo done, because the appropri- 
ation had been expended. 

The appropriation for the department 
for the present year is a liberal one, and 
should result in bringing our roads into 
excellent condition. 

I have good reason to believe that dur- 
ing the present year the department will 
bo managed with groat care and efficiency. 

W AT RR-D E PA RTM EN T. 

During the past year the demand for 
the extension of water mains was larger 
than usual. Thirty-three thousand live 
hundred feet of main was laid in 1887 
against 22,334 feet in 18S0, 17,003 feet in 
1885, and 10,110 feet in 1884. The total 
length of water main in the city is now 
84 47-100 miles. 344 services were added 
Iasi year, 298 more added in 1880, 215 in 
1885, and 177 in 1884. The total number 
of services is now 3,760 ; 74 hydrants 
were added in 1887, making the total now 
in use 540. The approximate cost of 
these hydrants is £40,000. The city pays 
lor the use of llie.n at the rate of *20 each 
per year, amounting to £10,800 iu 1888. 
There are 2,300 water-meters now in use. 
The use of meters I regard as indispen- 
sable, unless the water-supply ts inex- 
haustible: it is the only way of measur- 
ing accurately tho water used, is 
equitable, and, besides, tends to decrease 
the wasti-iul use oi water. The depart- 
ment has been well managed by the 
water board, and the works are in a very 


Pflll.IC PROPERTY. 

Tho public buildings of (lie city have 
been carefully supervised, and many im- 
provements mane in them. They are iu 
better condition, generally, than at any 
previous time. 

Much attention lias been given to the 
care of the school houses, providing new 
heating apparatus, ventilation, sanitary 
works, repairing and repainting the 
buildings, tinting the walls, and grading 
the grounds, .such improvements add 
greatly to comfort and to safety; they are 
aiso judicious and peimauent improve- 
ments. 

Among these improvements may he 
mention d the providing of new sanitary 
works at the Bigelow School, costing 
£2,500; new sanitary arrangements for 
the Franklin: ventilation at the Adams, 
costing £000: concreting around tlio 
building and the grounds of the Williams; 
regrading the grounds of the Clatlin; 
painting and ventilation of the Hyde at 
cost of sn>o; a new furnace was put in at 
Oak Hill, costing £300; painting and 
additional light for the Davis, Rice, 
Lincoln, Prospect and Hamilton. 

The new addition to the High School 
lias been completed, and a large amount 
of work done upon the grounds, grading 
aud concreting them. 

A new concrete sidewalk edged with 
granite lias been laid, and the premises 
present a very attractive appearance. 

The Public Library was completed in 
June last, and is an ornament and source 
of pride to the city. 

Improvements were made in tlie en- 
trance of engine house, Ward 7; and new 
heating apparatus in engine house, Ward 
6, costing £500. 

A needed improvement was made at 
tlie Ilook & Ladder House, by makiu] 
two small parlors into one. * • 

The engine house, Ward 3, is, as I have 
already stated, in great need of better 
sanitation, and the necessary work done 
to make the tower of the building safe, 

There are some small improvements to 
be made upon other buildings. 

The appropriation for this department 
for the year 1887 was £13,000, the amount 
expended was $13,161.12. 

STREET LIGHTS. 

Artificial light for the night time is not 
only a great convenience to a community 
but is a source ol safety as well. 

Well lighted streets are a public neces- 
sity; they serve as a protection to tlie 
people and to property from the vandal- 
ism of the lawless, and are a great aid 
to the police iu maintaining order. 

During the past year 71 electric lights 
have been introduced and located near 
the railroad stations and squares of the 
city.

The average daily consumption of 
wa.ei is 090,000 gallons, the same average 
as in 1SS0. 

Tlie receipts from the water* rates for 
the year 1887 was £55,500, of which the 
city paid £12,587.10. 

The expenses for 1887 were : Mainten- 
ance, £13.951.04; Interest ou water-bonds, 
£55.740; Sinking-fund for water bonds, 
£ 20 , 000 . 

The amount of water-bonds issued to 
date is £1,115.000. 

There are £15,000 water-bonds un- 
issued in tho treasury, which comprises 
all tlie city has been authorized to issue. 

Tho deficit in tho water-rates to pay 
maintenance and interest ou rhe bonds is 
£13,000; last year the deficit was 
£10,878.70. 

There is an apparent large increase in 
the deficit alluded to, which is probably 
owing to tlie change from schedule-rates 
to meter-rates; tlie schedule rates beiug 
paid fully iu advance, and the meter- 
rates an advance payiueut ot £10 only is 
required. The difference lor water used 
in excess of this amount to be settled in 
March, so that a part of the water-rates 
of, the year 1887 will be credited to the 
water-receipts of 1888. 

As the business year of this depart- 
ment commences ou the first of March, 
and as the hills for metered water are 
payable, necessarily, only partially in ad- 
vance, it is diilicuit to ascertain exactly 
the receipts from the department during 
:he city’s fiscal year, which ends Dec. 
31. Relieving it best that all depart- 
m c ii ts of the city conform to one 
system, 1 recommend that the financial 
year oi this department be made identi- 
cal with tlie fiscal year. 

FIRE-DEPARTMENT. 

The excellent reputation for attention 
to business and for efficiency which 
characterizes this department has been 
maintained. 

It is composed of seventy-two mem- 
bers,— (lie chief; assistant chief, who is 
also fire-alarm operator; three engineers: 
and seven drivers ol steamers, hook aud 
ladder truck, chemical engine and huso-

duty. 

To save expense. the driver of hose-reel 
No. 7 is employed only partially ; it would 
he better lor the department if one were 
ncnnauently employed who would also

I have made examination of the incan- 
descent system of street lighting and it 
appears to be superior in many ways. 
The light is brilliant, it cannot be blowu 
out, and may be turned on or off at the 
station at pleasure. It is a great advan- 
tage to be able to turn on the light in- 
stantaneously and just when needed, and 
as quickly to dispense with it when nut 
required. 

Where oil lights are used it requites 
only a small additional quantity ol oil to 
have the lamps burn till day light. 

It is quite impracticable to light the 
streets well upon any set time or moon 
schedule, the only rule that can be ap- 
plied satisfactorily is to have good lights 
of some kind iu the streets, and when 
they are needed, whether it is every 
nigh' and all night, or only a portion of 
the time. 

Considerable inconvenience lias been 
experienced iu the past, because of tlie 
lack of arrangements to provide light 
upon nights when the moon was obscured 
by clouds, and this frequently happened 
when the moon rose at so late an hour 
that the first part of the night would be 
very dark ami unsafe for travel. 

These objections should he remedied 
aud tlie improvements suggested provid- 
ed fur, when a new contract shall be 
made. 

The contract now in force for lighting 
the streets expires on June 1st, 188s. 

There are at present 71 arc lights 711 
gas lights aud 505 oil lamps. The cost 
of oil lights is £10.50 per year, of gas 
lights £15 per year, and of arc lights 50 
cents per night, burning all night. 

The cost of lighting the streets for the 
year 1887 was £24,002.02. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

The present force

This is the first year that the office of 
captain has existed iu tin* department, 
and the first year a night-officer has been 
iu charge. 

The captain lias charge in the daytime, 
and is iu attendance upon tlie court; and 
the sergeant has charge during th<* night. 

These otlieers have performed their 
duties well.

The stations, fire-alarm telegraph, fire- 
apparatus, and departmeut-liursos, with 
one exception, are in good condition. 

A new horse will lie needed on the 
chemical engine in place of one who 
receutly died. 

Five fire-alarm signal stations have 
been located during the year, making iu 
all sixty. 

Thu area covered by tlio fire-depart- 
ment is twenty square miles, and com- 
prises eleven villages. 

A new bell aud striking apparatus, to 
replace that destroyed by the burning of 
Flint church, Jan. 10, 1887, was placed 
upon the Armouy at a cost of £1,500.

POOH DEPARTMENT. 

There •« probably no place in this 
Commonwealth, w heic, according to the 
population, there are fewer persons who 
apply for aid or support than iu this city, 
and no community is moro liberal toward 
tlie unfortunate. 

The department lias been well man- 
aged by the Hoard ol Overseers and Al- 
moner. 

The almshonso ami farm, under tho 
care of tho Warden and Matron arc well 
conducted, and by their industry ami 
good management the receipts Horn the 
sale at the farm paid into the Treasury 
will this year amount to £2,400. 

The inmates at the Almshouse now 
numbei 28; they are kindly cared tor, 
have comfortable rooms and sufficient 
good food. 

The appropriation for the Almshouse 
for the year 188.' was £4,000; the amount 
expended was £3,852.33 
The appropriation lor the out door 
poor for too year was £8,000 the amount 
expended was £8,209.41 

rhe City Farm, containing about 09 
acres, located at Waban near the station 
of the Newton Circuit Railroad, is in 
such a line location for building purposes 
tiiatitis becoming too valuable to ue 
retained for farming. It could probably 
be sold at a large price for building lots, 
and after deducting the amount necessary 
to procure new but inexpensive quarteis, 
there would probably be a considerable 
balance remaining to be covered into 
the Treasury. 

While the city would bo directly bene- 
fited by tho sale, yet the greater uonelit 
would be derived from tlio enhanced 
value and thu rapid development of the 
laud in this locality, and iu consequence 
the increase of taxable property. 

ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT. 

The duties of Assessors are very im- 
portant, the public statutes requiring 
them to ascertain accurately tho names 
of all persons and the amount of all 
property, real and personal, liable to be 
assessed, and to appraise property for 
the purpose of assessment, at what iu 
their judgment and under oath is a fair 
cash value; and to do this well requires 
great care in details, and sound judg- 
ment concerning the values of the great 
variety of property. They are required 
by the laws of the commonwealth to as- 
sess upon. the property of the city, a sum 
equal to the amounts appropriated by 
the city council for the exnuuses of the 
city, less tho receipts, and tho amounts 
ueeessrtiy to pay the state and county 
tax. 

They should be diligent in discovering 
property to tax, aud their success in it 
will have much to do with the tax rate. 

Yet it is tlio action ot tlie city council 
when it determines the amount required 
for tlie expenses that chiefly regulates 
the tax rate, and it is larger or smaller 
just iu proportion as tho expenses arc in- 
creased or diminished. 

I again call attention to recent legisla- 
tion upon thu duties of assessors which 
provides that tiie assessors ot taxes ot 
each city shall, on or before the fifteenth 
day of July in each year, cause street 
lists of ilio several voting precincts in 
such city to he compiled and printed in 
pamphlet form for public distribution; 
thus giving an opportunity to each per- 
son, between July 15th and the 15th of 
September, when opportunity for assess- 
ment ceases, to ascertain whether or not 
he has been assessed; these lists for pub- 
lic distribution and for the registrars of 
voters were not furnished last year till 
October, and were, in consequence of. the 
delay, of no value for the purposes for 
which they were intended. 

The assessments being made in the 
mouths of May and June, 1 am aware 
that it will require considerable work to 
have the lists ready by July 15th, but as 
they are essential and are requirod by 
law, I trust they will lie furnished tho 
preseut year at the time appointed.

sition our city has nttnined. and to give 
to it an excellent government. 


I)r. Pierce’s Retirement.

Dr. Bradford K. Pierce has definitely 
retired from the editorship of Zion’s 
Herald, with which he has been long and 
honorably identified, to givo his time 
hereafter to tho duties of his growing 
work as tho head of tlio Newton Public 
Library. His sorvices in Zion’s Herald 
have been of a character which deserve 
grateful recognition at the hands of the 
secular press, and have been. in the main, 
on lines which have not only promoted 
trie interests of the great denomination 
with which lie is identified, but have 
been felt as helpful to the wider interests 
which centre iu good citizenship. Ilis 
editorials have frequently been quoted iu 
the Sunday Herald, because they touched 
with point and emphasis upon questions 
which concern tlie moral life of tlio com- 
munity, and our only regret has been 
that a gentleman who had so much that 
is good in him has not always verified its 
possession by a wider view of the good 
intentions of the better class of the Sun- 
day papers, aud a better spirit toward 
them. It seems to be a part of the 
religion of the editors of some of the 
religious weeklies to see only the secular 
side of the Sunday press, and not to 
recognize it as a powerful complement 
to the limited, but usually excellent, in- 
fluence of the denominational sheet. The 
best wishes of his fellow-journalists will 
follow him in his retirement, aud his 
successor will not find it easy to surpass 
his editorials when his "spirits 
flowed at their best. 


Christmas Mull Matter. 

Tho Newton Post Olfico was fairly 
inundated with Christmas mail mnttor, 
and it required a groat amount of night 
work on tho part of tlio post-master and 
clerks to keep a passage way open for 
tho regular mails. Fifty-eight largo 
extra sacks were sent out during Decem- 
ber and thirty of them during lust week. 
On Saturday and Monday last seventeen 
sacks woro received and every available 
place was piled high' with mail matter, 
until it sccnied impossible that anything 
liko order could ho restored. All around 
under tho boxes on Saturday and Mon- 
day were stacks of pneknges, but most 
of them reached their rightful owners on 
Monday, and by Wednesday the office re- 
sumed its usual orderly appenrance. 
Over £400 worth of stamps were sold at 
tlio office for Christmas packages, which 
gives an indication of the amount ot 
work done, as most of the sales wore 
under 25 cents. 

It is certainly to tho credit of Post- 
master Morgan and his assistants that 
they were able to attend to such an un- 
expectedly large amount of business, as 
the Christmas mail matter was at least 
double the amount of that of any pre- 
vious year, and tlie same story conies 
from post offices all over the country. 
The wisdom of sending Christmas 
packages several days before that 
anniversary is apparent, as this 
year the mails were so crowded that all 
second and third class matter and to take 
its chances of going promptly, and in 
some cases there was a delay of some 
days in packages that generally come 
through in a day. Tho Christmas ob- 
servance seems to have been universal 
this year.

The 
lungs of all persons, minors included, 
who had worked lor some years in close 
work-shops and dusty factories, showed 
the germs of the fatal disease; while 
even confirmed inebriates, who had 
passed their days iu open air, had pre- 
served their respiratory organs intact, 
whatever inroads their excesses had 
made on the rest of their system. If 1 
should go into practice and undertake 
the cure of a consumptive. I should be- 
gin by driving him out into tho Deister 
(ii densely-wooded mountain range of 
Hanover) and prevent him from enter- 
ing a house for a year or two.” But it 
is quite postriblo to make tho air of 
bouses as pure aud fresh as the “Deis- 
ter,” or more so, and it is the only thing 
that will put indoor people (including 
women, who are practically everybody in 
the end) on equal terms of health with 
out-door people.

TO ALLOW THE STREET RAILWAY ITS 
DESIRED CROSSING.

Tim mi I road (’ommissionois liavo <jom- 
ploted their report in the matter of tho 
petition of tlio Newton Street Railway 
for a crossing of tlio tranks of tho Boston 
«fe Albany Railroad at grade by the 
tracks of tho street railway. There were 
hearings by the board on Nov. 26 and 
Doc. 5, .and tho premises wero viowed on 
Dec. 5, 1S87. Tlio Commissioners say: 

“It appeared that the Newton Street 
Railway Company was incorporated un- 
der chapter 841 of tho Acts of the year 
IhHii. That section 8 of said act authori- 
zes the corporation, subject to the ap- 
proval and under tlio control of tho 
loan! of Aldermen, to construct and op- 
erate a street railway in certain designat- 
streets and highways in said Newton as 
location thereon may from time to time 
be granted by the Board of Aldermen of 
said city, provided tlio tracks of said 
corporation shall not cross tho tracks of 
tlio Boston k Albany Railroad at grade 
without tlio consent ot tlio Board of 
Railroad Commissioners. In two of tho 
cases petitioned for, the street crosses 
tlio railroad track diagonally and in one 
nearly at a right angle. In ail three 
cases tile grades of the street and the 
railroad should bo separated. There is al^ 
together too much travel over the four 
tracks of the Boston A' Albany Railroad 
through Newton as well as too much 
over f lic streets in question to justify a 
continuance ot the present crossings at 
grade. 

“The Boston & Albany Railroad, by 
its counsel, stated that it desired that 
the grade should bo separated, and that 
tlio railroad is ready to hear its propor- 
tion of tlie expense. It is possible either 
for the railroad company or for tho city 
of Newton to institute proceedings for 
t ho separation of grades before the 
County Commissioners, who have author, 
ity, in case they decide that sucli separa- 
tion is necessary, to prescribe the man- 
ner and limits within which it shall lie 
made. At tlio time of tho hearing no 
such application! toj tlio County Com- 
missioners hud been made, and this 
board cannot compel proceedings to bo 
instituted. The requirement that tho 
street railway shall cross over the tracks 
on a separate bridge of its own, or under 
the track through a tunnel of its own, 
would operate practically as a prohibi- 
tion against its crossing tho track at 
all. There is no other present crossing 
not at grade, by . which two of these 
crossings could be avoided. The thiid 
crossings could be avoided by a detour 
of about a mile and a half, but such a 
detour would spoil the usefulness of t lie 
railway. The question therefore is, 
shall tlie board give its consent to t lie 
three crossings at grade as requested, or 
shall it refuse its consent, thereby pre- 
venting street railway communication 
between those portions of New- 
ton on the north and those on the south 
side of the Boston and Albany track, 
until such time as the grades may he 
separated by order ot the County Com- 
missioners upon petition either of the 
city of Newton or of tho Boston & Al- 
bany Railroad. 

“A similar question came up with ref- 
erence to a crossing of the Fitclibum 
Railroad by the tracks of tlio Charles 
River Street Railway Company in tho 
year 1682, and tlio opinion of the board 
thereon will be found in the report for 
1888, page 125. In that case, the circum- 
stances of which were nearly parallel to 
those in the present, tlio board granted 
tlie petition on the ground that there 
was only one practicable route and that 
tho board was not justitied under the 
circumstances in withholding its consent, 
notwithstanding it fully realized tho dan- 
ger attendant upon such a crossing, and 
t lie desirability of a separation of grades. 
In that case as in tlie present, tlie Presi- 
dent of the Fitchburg Railroad Company 
expressed his willingness to apply tor a 
separation of grades so that Webster 
avenue— the avenue in question— show d 
bo carried over tlio railroad, but nothing 
in that direction has yet been accom- 
plished. 

“Tlie board is unwilling to follow tlio 
precedent which it established in the 
case of the Charles River Street Railway. 
Only a month ago three men wero killed 
at one of these crossings. It cannot 
sanction an increase of tho dangers at- 
tendant upon them. Only a few days 
ago, at u grade crossing in Salem, a car- 
load of forty passengers had a hair- 
breadth escape from being struck by a 
freight train. There is imperative ne- 
cessity that theso three grade crossings 
should ho abolished. Delay will surely 
Ion.' then tlio list of victims. Every year 
tlie task will become more d.filoult and 
more expensive. 

It is probable that the city of Newton 
and the railroad company would each 
like to have the other institute proceed- 
ings. Neither wishes to take tho initia- 
tive, ami in cases involving so huge au 
expenditure nobody else can. If tlie 
matter is left iu their hands there is rea- 
son to fear that nothing will be done. 

While, therefore, tlio board • cannot 
give its consent to crossings at grade as 
petitioned for by the Newton Street 
Railway Company, it is glad to avail it- 
self of tlie opportunity afforded by its 
annual report to call the attention of the 
Legislature to these tluoe crossings, ami 
to recommend legislation inquiring an 
Immediate separation of grades then at.” 
For tlie board, George C. Crocker, 
Chairman.

The new board of health met Tuesday 
afternoon at City Hall, Mayor Kimball ni 
the chair and Alderman Nickerson, Otis 
Pettee and Dr. Frisbio present. Mr. Pet- 
tee was elected president and City Clerk 
Kingsbury, clerk pro tern. Mr. Mos- 
mau was elected agent pro tern. Mr. 
Kingsbury was elected special agent to 
give burial permits to the undertakers. 
The salary of tho agent was placed at 
$800 as formerly. 

A letter was read from Mr. F. G. 
Bailies, inquiring what had been done to 
abate the nuisance at the corner of Clian- 
niug and Washington streets. Mr. 
Barnes stated that he had called tho at- 
tention of the Board to this matter in 
July and again in October. Alderman 
Pettee said that he had seen Mr. Hamb- 
lin, and that he had covered the cel 
lar complained of. Agent Mosman was 
added to the committee to sue Mr. Hamb- 
lin and get him to remove* the piles of 
stable refuse of which so much complaint 
has been made. 

A letter from Mr. Albert Metcalf of 
WeHt Newton was read, asking that the 
purity of the ice furnished consumers be 
tested. He obtained his ice of Mr. Lou- 
gee, audit gave the water an unpleasant 
odor. He did not know whether it was 
unhealthy or not, but he had heard of 
cases of unwholesome ice. Mr. Lougeo 
wrote that he had obtained his ice from 
Pearl Lake, Boullo ugh’s Pond.

ELECTION OF OFFICERS— RETIREMENT OF

— At the meeting of the society of 
Arts, on Tuesday evening, tit tho Insti- 
tute of Technology, Prof. W. T. Sedg- 
wick was introduced, and read a paper 
entitled, “A Biological Examination of 
the Water Supply of Newton, Mass.,” it 
being a record of joint work done on the 
subject by the speaker aud Mr. Sydney It. 
Bartlett, S. B , of thu Institute of Tech- 
nology. A description was first given of 
the filter basin near the Charles river, 
from which the Newton supply is taken. 
A striking difference was found to exist 
between the river and basin water. Water 
from thu river gave as an average 2BI 
colonies of bacteria in a cubic centimetre: 
that from tho basin, 42; front the reser- 
voir, whore tho water is pumped, 23; and 
that tak< it from the tap in Newton, only 
ff. The following results hear out the 
‘opinion that Newton’s water supply is 
superior. Newton water was thus found 
to contain 0 micro-organisms in a cubic 
centimetre; Spot pond. Malden. 10; 
Cochituate. 4d; Mystic, 204: Croton, N.Y., 
from 54 to 25t(. The chemical tests also 
justified the reputation of the Newton 
water for purity. Mr. Bartlett is now in 
Australia, on lus trip around the world.

The Late Erasmus NY. Moore, IK 1). 

The death of Rev. E. W. Moore at his 
residence in this city on Thursday, Jan. 
5th. closed a long and active life — a life 
spent in working for others. The de- 
ceased was horn iu Winsted, Conn., in 
1802, and was the son of a prominent 
physician of that town. His father died 
while he was quite young, and his early 
struggles to ohiaitt an education offer 
many a lesson of perseverance in spite 
of immense difficulties. Two years 
spent in Amherst, were followed liy two of 
teaching. to obtain the means to finish hU 
education. This he did. graduating from 
Yale College aud the Ya.e Theological 
School. His first charge was the Congre- 
gational church at Natick, in which town 
he married Harriet J. Fiske. Churches 
in Ban e and other towns were also under 
his charge at various times. Ho at last 
found his true profession, that of jour- 
nalism. which lie began by editing the 
Boston Recorder. The publisher of the 
Recorder was a strong pro-slavery man. 
while Dr. Moore was in the front rank of 
the advanced anti-slavery men. In order 
to have a paper in which he could ex- 
press his own views lie founded The Re- 
porter. After three years this journal 
was enlarged to the Cougregationnlist, 
ami defended the Andover professors 
from the charge of heresy which were 
being hurled at them. After leaving the 
Cougregationalist Dr. Moore continued 
in journalistic work, being connected 
with several prominent journals. For 
the twenty-five years preceding his 
death ho was tlu* Boston correspondent 
of tho New York Evangelist, using the 
pen-natm* of “Puritan.” Dr. Moore 
iivetl in Newton from 185.V80, building 
und occupying the Miller house ou 
Newtonvilie avenue: while here he was 
prominent in tlu* Flliot church, touching 
a very large Bible class, ills recent res- 
idence in Newton dates from September, 
1887, the intervening time being speut iu 
Boston. Among his literary productions 
may ho mentioned “Life Scenes iu Mis- 
sion F’iulds" aud tlie “UyolopoGiu ot Mis- 
sions.” of which Iu* was tin* editor. lie 
a sit compiled iho “Btv State Records.” 
Dr. Moore continued active until his de- 
cease, his last letter to the Evangelist 
being published aim >st simultaneously 
with his death. l he record of tlu* .<• 
Years covered by his life was one ot 
houor to God and benefit to his fellow- 
men. aud will remain a precious memory 
with all who kuew him.

inR NEW PIANO— NATION A I. AII> TO 
EDUCATION KAHN RATI. Y DISCUSSED. 


Mr. James T. Allen presided over a 
well-attended Lyceum meeting on Mon- 
day evening, in City Hall. After calling 
attention to the new system of season 
tickets and the course of eleven enter- 
tainments pr »vided, the president spoke 
of the Kuuoe Grand piano which stood 
on the platform, the centre of admira- 
tion on the part of the audience. The 
piano was the gift of a number of 
citizens to the Lyceum; the gift had been 
made possible by the efforts of Messrs. 
Burdon and Hunt. Mr. Tyler, a former 
citizen, and the agent for the Knahe 
pianos in Boston had been very generous 
with the committee and had aided them 
materially. On Feb. 7 Mr. Tyler, assisted 
by Mr. E. B. Perry and the Scandinavian 
Quartet will generously give a concert 
in aid of the Arhaneum as the piano 
is already paid for. It was hoped that 
a large number of tickets would be sold, 
so that the full advantage mighthe taken 
of Mr. Tyler's generous offer. 

On motion of Mr. E. F. Kimball, a vote 
of thanks was extended to Messrs. Hunt, 
Burdon and Tyler for their efforts in ob- 
taining the piano. A motion to give the 
music committee the custody of the 
piano was withdrawn, objection being 
made to putting such voiea iu a chauce 
assemblage. 

MR. K. P. KIMBALL, 

the lecturer of the evening, was cordially 
greeted, and after stating as the subject 
of his lecture: “The Removal of Illiter- 
acy in the States a National Necessity,” 
lie expressep a fear of trespassing on the 
territory of the disputants, but would 
endeavor to confine himself to the broad 
aspects of the case— to the facts before 
us. “The census of 1S80,” said the lec- 
turer, astonished the world with the 
progress in wealth and development that 
had been made in this country in ten 
years. It also staitled the thinking por- 
tion ot the community by the record of 
illiteracy. The census ot 1870 showed a 
bad enough record, but it was surpassed 
by that oi 1880. The American people as 
it is natural for them to do, tuought or 
hoped at least that the illiteracy was the 
result of the war aud that the reckoning 
of 1880 would show an improved state of 
affairs. But, uufortuuateiy.the contrary 
is the case. Tue black race was increas- 
ing at a frightful rate aud with it the il- 
literacy iu the south. The north had 
sliown lisell aule to take care of its illit- 
eracy aud cveu reduce it. As President 
Clai Held bad said, tue danger was ap- 
palling. Tne lecturer said lie was indebted 
ior ms figures to Ur. Warren’s "illiter- 
acy iu 18id anil 188J,” Dr. Curry’s "Na- 
tional Aid to Education,” and me board 
oi education’s circular on the subject, 
lie would call the attention ot Ins Hear- 
ers to Judge Tourjee’s "Appeal to 
Caesar,” a book well worth reading. 

Now for the history and extent ot this 
illiteracy, continued me speaker, in tue 
whole country there are nearly 10,000,- 

000 illiterate persons. While tUere Had 
been a slight uecrease iu the proportion 
iu tlie soutu, tue figures were startling. 
Iu 14 states two persons out of live over 
ten years age could not write; in eight 
states 48 1-2 per cent, could not write. 
In 1850 10,000,000 males voted, and oi 
these 1,500,000 eoulu uot write or read 
tue oadots they cast. Over 80 per cent, 
of the whites in tile south could uot read 
their ballots and over 40 per cent, oi me 
blacks or one out of three \> lutes, aud 
three out oi four blacks. Tins 40 per 
cent, of illiteracy elected three-fourths 
of our congressmen aud the electoral 
college. Tue multiplication of the black 
race is the most alarming leatuve. The 
white race douuies once in 85 years; the 
black, ohee m 20 years. Prof. Gillihan 
predicts that iu 1080 there will be in the 
south 00,000,000 whites aud 102,000,000 
blacks. 

Wbat is the couditiou of the southern 
.schools? Tue war leit the south bauk- I 
lupt. The nation emancipated the 
slaves, made them citizens and voters. 
The legislatures demanded a system oi 
nee schools which had not existedbe- 
fore but winch is now in opeitiou. The 
cost of inaugurating such a system iu a 
bankrupt country was an enormous tax. 
With ail they cau dj one half the colored 
children are uot iu school and one-third 
of the white children. The schools are 
poorly equipped with bouks aud ap- 
paratus and with teachers. The latter 
are vety poorly paid. A friend of mine 
told me mat in ouc school there was not 
a book, pen nor uiack-board; just the 
pupi s .mu wooden beuches. 

Ti.e amount of illiteracy; can the south 
deal with it? It taxes itself higher thau 
the north or school purposes. Tne 
value oi New York alone is greater man 
ail the south comuiued. Dr. Mayo says 
no people nave done so well against such 
tremendous odds, in proporli u to its 
population tnere are more children in 
tlie south Ilian in the north. For ex- 
ample iu Mississippi there are 421 adults 
to 570 children; in Vermont 422 iniuors, 
578 adults. That if the wealth were 
equal, the burden would he double iu 
Mississippi. Charleston, S. C., pays a 
lnguer rate for schools than Boston, it 
may be asked “Why uot leave it to the 
states; the south employed the slaves 
aud must suffer for it?’’ But does uot 
the nation suffer: the congress is elected 
by ail the voters of tne country? We 
.must rest our republican form of govern- 
ment on the intelligence uot the ignor- 
ance of the people. 

iu south Carolina the blacks could out- 
vote the whites were liiey allowed to 
vote. Iu the south there must be a 
black majority or the majority cau hot 
rule aud the republican government 
guaranteed to each state by the constitu- 
tion will cease to exist. Some of tlie 
southerners say, "Keep the nigger in his 
place; lie must not rule us.” 1 cau un- 
derstand the feeling, for the whites pay 
uiue-teulhs oi the taxes, aud the black 
children require eight-tenths for their ed- 
ucation. But is the national or the state 
idea to predominate? Shall wecairy out 
thespilltof emancipation? Judge Toiir- 
jue says that it was a great national 
crime to enfranchise the negro so soon, 
and now wc must take care ut him.” 

Thu audience expressed their appreci- 
ation of ju». Kimball’s lecture by hearty 
applause. 

MU. GKOUUR A. WALTON 
opened the discussion, speaking on the 
affirmative side of the question: Re- 
solved, That uatioual aid should be 
given to the differen: stales hi proportion 
to their illiteracy.” Said Mr. Walton: 
li is proposed to assist iu the education 

01 the child by national aid instead oi 
municipal und state expense alone. The 


proportion ol illiteracy is to bo the 
hauls of tue alo t«» ue given. A special 
emergency, the noeratioii of ihe staves, 
called lor special legislation; tins legis- 
lation proposed to exteini tue aid over 
a per mu oi etgiti years. Several provis- 
ions seem essential to success. Alter tlie 
first year tlie state must appropriate as 
much as the uauoii gives it; tlie uisiriuu- 
lioll siiouiu ue Itiroilgu tlie present suite 
organizations; the Instruction suould oe 
elementary aud also tor teachers; tlie 
geneiat government should nave some 
supervision oi the use of ihe money ami 
tlie results out.iiueu. 

The aid should oe given because the 
necessity exists — llieie is an eiiiur.eucy. 
In the north there are, between me ages 
ot 8 aim 14. 115,000 illiterate whites aud 

8.000 Mucks: in tue south, 448,000 whites, 

540.000 mucks; i’ucilic suites, lo.UOo 
w hites aim 8,0o0 mucus; auil mere are

erate voie is large enough m every shite 
except live to reverse me vote. In sev- 
eral southern states mure than oue*nalf 
tue yoteis ate illiterate.

2.000. 01k). A free government suiuds or 
tails with the free school, file gov- 
ernment has tue same right to porpeu- 
ate us existence a.-* ihe indivtnuai; the 
instinct ol seil-pruservallou in the indi- 
vidual leads to ihe same instinct in tue 
government. 

The bulk of illiteracy is among the 
negroes. The negro ruined tile south; it 
was not the wish of the negro to ue 
where lie is, nor is the soiiiu alone re- 
sponsible. The same goveluiucut that 
liberated the negro is now asked to help 
educate him. When one state suffers, 
the union suffers, i’liis is truly a united 
country. 1 have been with southerners 
several summers; 1 know that tue Vir- 
ginians like tlie Yankee aim that all ani- 
mosity is lost. At tne time of Grant’s 
death 1 had three hundred teachers from 
the best families iu Virginia. We called 
together a splendid meeting of the citi- 
zens, aud it would have done you good 
to have heard the eloquent addresses of 
those at one tune the great general’s 
foes.” (Applause.) The speaker closed 
by saying mat the nation had me right 
aud anility to help the slates. 

REV. X. P. OILMAN 

in opening for the negative, saitl that he 
hail heard only one story so far, and he 
feared his ten minutes would do little 
for the other side. This bill (the Blair 
bill) said he, wes a detestab e 14*1 to 
promote meudicacy in the south. It 
originated from a very bad souice. The 
author ot this monstrosity was the man 
who proposed to declare tne transporta- 
tion of liquor on the ocean to be piracy, 
and dcsiied a navy to suppress it, ami 
to sink every vessel that carried it. Very 
little had been heard this evening of tlie 
constitution of the United States. That 
instrument does not confer upon con- 
gress the right to interfere with educa- 
tion in the states. Every specific right 
of congress is mentioned, aud all not 
mentioned are reserved to the states. 
The Uuited States would have no shadow 
of right to come to Newton aud give live 
cents toward the support of our schools. 
Yet if this bill was passed every state 
would have to take its share to increase 
mendicacy. 

It is true there is much illiteracy, and 
we want to get-rid of it. But there is no 
necessity for this plan. The apparent 
increase in illiteracy was due to the 
thorough, careful manner in which tlie 
census of 1880 was taken; that of 1870 
was very poorly compiled. Of the 4700,- 
000 illiterates in the South over 2-8 are 
over 21, aud a thousand Blair hills could 
not get them into tlie schools. They 
represent the waste of slavery. 

When a comparison of the illiteracy in 
the South and North are made, the com- 
parison should not be made between 
agricultural Mississippi and Alabama, 
and manufacturing New York and Mass- 
achusetts. but with Maine and New 
Hampshire. No one thinks of pitying 
New Hampshire, but her children receive 
less schooling than those of Dele ware, 
West Virginia, Virginia, Texas and Ken- 
tucky. There are more children enrolled 
in many southern states than in New 
Hampshire. Texas possesses the largest 
school fund of any state in the union. 
8o the comparison might be carried on, 
showing the immense progress that has 
been made within a few years. There is 
little difference in tlie schooling received 
by the country boy in South Carolina and 
in Maine. These cold facts puncture the 
sentimentality of the supporters of the 
Blain bill. 

Tlie simple fact is that the South must 
be behind, and is doing all that could he 
expected. The figures should deal with 
the children not with the adults, who 
are 2-8 of the illiterate. Gen. Armstrong 
says that the progress of the South in 
education is the most remarkable thing 
in our history. A few years ago Gen. 
Armstrong was iu favor of a Blair hill, 
hut he is no longer. Senator Hawley 
is opposed to it as a dangerous central- 
lization of power. Senator Butler «>f 
South Carolina says the South does not 
want alms; it is doing well now. Now, 
sir. if iny friend will pay some attention 
to the constitution aud then ti ll me the 
hill is constitutional; if he can tell me 
what more the south could do than she 
is; if he can show me why a man who is 
doing well himself should lie put iu the 
pour house, 1 will have something more 
to hay. ( Applause. ) 

Mr. W. L. Colijy 

said that the United States should do for 
the states what the state of Massachu- 
setts, led by Horace Mann had done for 
every township in the state. Judicious 
help does not discourage a man. The 
people of the South do not want the 
negroes educated to a level with them. 
But the nation needs them and it should 
help them to get where the others now 
are. (Applause.) 

MR. W. E. PLUMMER 

expressed it as his opinion that Senator 
Blair was the chainnion crank of the 
country as shown by his plans to destroy 
the liquor traffic. At this point Pres. 
Allen reminded the speaker that the 
Blair bill was not under discussion. Mr. 
Plummer said he did not want io he in- 
terrupted, and proceeded to give a history 
of the Blair bill, declaring that it would 
be just as sensible to start a national 
soup house, and that the Blair hill was a 
great national soup house designed to 
gain votes for the g o. p. it was im- 
practical and unnecessary; its author, 
Henry \V. Blair, was the champion idiot 
of the United States, (laughter.) 

MB. s. W. DAVIS 

said that we should distinguish between 
aiding and pauperizing. Many iu Mass- 
achusetts were beginning to realize this. 
Thu results which would follow the en- 
actment of this bill could be judged from 
the effect of a large school fund iu Conn. 
That state sold her western reserve aud 
invested the money as a school fund. 
The result was that many towns relaxed 
their efforts aud depended on the fund, 
aud the schools went nearly to ruin. Now 
the fund is insignificant compared with 
the whole revenue, and the schools are 
again well supported by the towns. Al- 
ready were some portions of the South 
relaxing their efforts, because of the hope 
of help held out to them. 


MR. K. P. IIOND 

said Connecticut was to-day bettor «ff 
than whon it had the immense fund for 
schools. The South had much improved 
since 1880, when tho cencus was taken. 
The clangers of centralization were in 
danger of being lost sight of, and noth- 
ing but extreme emergency would justify 
appropriations by the nation for state af- 
fairs. It was simply an effort to get rid 
of tho surplus. 

MR. K. K. Kl Mil ALL 

thought it made little difference whether 
the author was a crank or not, which he 
did heliovo he was: 41 senators believed in 
the bill. Tno speaker quoted Judge Law- 
rence and other high authorities in sup- 
port of the proposed plan. Tho South 
had done all it could, hut the burden 
was moro than it could hear alone?. By 
the plan proposed tho South would he 
helped to help itself. The people must 
he educated or tlu* Republic would per- 
ish. 

MR. O. A. WALTON 

thought that case a desperate one, which 
called for tho abuse of tnen. He then 
proceeded to refute several arguments of 
the negative; among them tho unconsti- 
tutionality of tho measure, by stating 
that the national government had given 
since 1785, 7J.00J.000 acres of land to the 
States to aid the schools. 

REV. MR. OILMAN 

closed the debate, saying that it was use- 
less to pretend that the Blair bill was 
not under discussion; the Walton bill 
stood no chance whatever (laughter). 
During the last six years tho South had 
spent 85,IMX),000 per annum for schools; 
of this amount $2, 000, IKK) had been pnid 
by tho negroes. 'Hie South was doing 
more to-day than the Blair bill would do 
for her. 

During the evening Mr. Ferdinand 
Dewey performed several times on the 
piano, aud the tone and power of the in- 
strument was very satisfactory to tho 
jarge audience present. The next meet- 
ing will bo on next Monday evening, and 
the subject for discussion will be the 
tariff recommendations iu the Presi- 
dent’s recent message. 


The Lyceum. 

The Lyceum as it existed in the New 
England town was one of the institutions 
that made New England such a power in 
the nation and in the world. Its meet- 
ings kept alive the spirit of independ- 
ence, and cherished the right of free 
speech. Tho Lyceum was the natural 
and legitimate offspring of the town- 
meeting. As the country grew, men 
looked beyond tho narrow confines of 
their own parish, and extended their vi- I 
sion to the nation and the world. Natu- J 
rally fond of politics and discussion, the | 
Y’ankee, having out-grown his town and 
its meeting, organized the Lyceum, where 
he as earnestly discussed the public ques- 
tions as though upon his decision hung 
the fate of nations. In addition to de- 
bates the lectures of the Lyceum plat- 
form played an important part in mould- 
ing the character of New England. With 
the rise of the newspaper, having its 
thousands of readers, and offering an au- 
dience far larger than any that a Lyceum 
could gather, came the decay of tho Ly- 
ceum; its glory has departed and few re- 
main for the rising generation. 

The West Newton Lyceum Is otic' of 
the few, and it has a history upon which 
the small remnant of its founders now 
with us may well look with pride. Its 
history is closely connected with that of 
the Athemeum,from which it sprang, and 
with which it was so closely associated 
for many yoars. Books from the Atlien- 
ffium were distrbuted every Monday; 
about 1848 the practice was begun of 
having a discussion of an author- and his 
productions follow the weekly distribu- 
tions of books. From this beginning the 
meetings grew in size, and were enlarged 
in scope until the range of discussion 
covered all matters of public import, re- 
ligious subjects alone being ruled out of 1 
order. Prior to 1800 tho officers of 
the -Athenaeum were the officers of the 
Lyceum, although all were welcomed 
to the meetings. At that time, however, 
the citiznes in general were invited to co- 
operate iu the management. The meet- 
ings were held in the English and Classi- 
cal School building. During the two or 
three dark years of the war the meetings 
were discontinued, but were revived with 
a return of peace and have continued ! 
since. 

Upon its records we find the names of j 
many men prominent iu local and nation- ' 
al affairs. Horace Mann was one of its 
originators and shining lights. It will 
be rembered that with West Newton were 
connected some of tho great educator’s 
hardest struggles to carry out his 
ideas. But to return to the Lyceum. 
Win. C. Fowle, Senior, was the first pres- 
ident, Jos. T, Clarke, secretary, C. T. 
Savage, treasurer, and Nathaniel j 
T. Allen, librarian. The great- 
est lights of the lecture world shone ' 
from its platform, including, Chas. j 
Sumner, Thomas Starr King, E. P. Whip- 
ple and Horace Mauu. Prominent in its 
revival will ho remembered Messrs. Van 
Duzee, Sheldon, Tarbox and Bond. After 
reading the names of such men wo are 
not surprised that the most burning 
political questions were discussed with a 
freedom and vigor that earned for the 
disputants the title of “The Radicals and, 
Incendiaries of West Newton.” “The 
Fugitive Slave Law,” the ‘’Underground 
Railroad,” and tho “Higher Law” were 
subjects long and earnestly debated, and 
to which there proved to he two sides. 
The “Abbolishfonisls” did not always 
escape without expressions of disap- 
proval iu the shape of hisses.

To the editor of Tint Graphic: 

Some of our citizens linvo recently ex- 
pressed in your columns their belief in 
tho necessity of reform in tho manago- 
ment of our schools, and stated that tho 
annual appropriations for school pur- 
poses liavo boon unreasonably large. To 
prove tho truth of these statements sta- 
tistics havo been furnished, which seem 
at first sight to havo accomplished that 
end. Limited and partial statistics, 
However, can bo made to provo almost 
anything ono wishes, and those given to 
tho public seem to mo misleading, though 
without doubt tho writers were perfectly 
honest in their intentions and convic- 
tions. 

As a believer that honesty of intentions 
must, in all cases be supplemented by 
intelligence concerning tho subject under 
discussion, and that conscientiousness, 
although indispensable, is not tho only 
requisite, will you permit me space for 
other tables of statistics? 

Although formidable in appearance, 
they cannot bo made smaller and at the 
same time convey a just idea of tho 
comparative rank of the Newton schools. 
The tables presented are tho result of 
personal investigation begun some 
months ago for tho better information of 
the writer. The inferences drawn are 
purely individual, and as such are open 
to criticism and discussion. As I still 
seek light and believo that “The truth 
can never do any one injustice,” infor- 
mation from any quarter is solicited, and 
tho exposure of any error will bo re- 
garded as a personal favor. 

Tho comparative rank of tho schools 
of Newton in regard to the points indi- 
cated by the headings, is shown in these 
tables, tho figures forming the basis of 
computation in the first two tables. hav- 
ing boon taken from the report of the 
.state board of education dated January, 
1887, and those in the second from tho 
last reports of the different towns and 
cities, copies of which are in my posses- 
sion. 

I have changed the heading “number 
of schools” to number of rooms, as I 
fo^nd from our own .report tho latter to 
be tho more correct expression. It is to 
be regretted that tho state report does 
not give tho amount per capita for each 
child in the public schools, instead of 
the statement given. The present com- 
putation, although made with reference 
to the state school census, has no defi- 
nite value. If the method first mentioned 
were pursued, and tho cost of the High 
School instruction included. Newton 
would not, as now, head the list, Brook- 
line, 1 believe, claiming the champion- 
ship. In some of the columns of figures 
duplicates w ill be noticed. This is owing 
to the fact that the rank of ail is the 
same, and having no reason for giving 
precedence to any one, 1 have numbered 
all alike. This will change the ratio of 
some cities in a measure, for which the 
reader must make due allowance. 

The population of the cities and towns 
selected ranges from that of Worcester 
with (IS, 380 inhabitants, to thatof Brook- 
line with PjlSHl:

Wo not only semi a large number o 
children to the public schools in propor- 
tion to our population, but a very largo 
number to tho High School, a still larger 
propoitlon of which remains to graduate, 
many of the graduates taking the college 
course. Newton with a total population 
of 10,760 had 76 High School graduates. 
Worcester with a population of 08,;180, 
and nearly double the number of High 
School pupils had only 88 graduates; 
Springfield, whose population is 85,676, 
had 48; Cambridge 59,058 and 02 grad- 
uates, while Brockton with nearly tho 
same population as Newton had only 41. 

Further, by comparing the courses of 
Rtudy pursued in the different towns and 
cities with our own, I find tho latter to 
bo very extended, and as tho work 
of tho High School determines very 
largely tho work of tho lower schools, 
it will bo seen that a better and conse- 
quently more expensive class of teach- 
ers is necessary here. 

That the latter condition is fulfilled 
the table will show. 

Although the amount of salaries rather 
than tho extent of territory furnishes, in 
my opinion, tho chief reason why our ex- 
penses seem out of proportion to the 
school population, it would bo moro than 
foolisli to attempt to lower the salaries. 
As a matter of true economy it is far 
better to provide first class teachers, to 
pay them well, and treat them well, and 
demand of them proportionally faithful 
and intelligent service. 

In regard to our High School, in 
spite of the expense of maintaining so 
great a number of teachers, the number 
should be increased rather than dimin- 
ished. If the popular wish be to liavo 
an elaborate course of study, let it by all 
means be well taught. 

If wo cannot afford it we can limit our 
ambition, but let ns hold fast to thorough- 
ness in what we undertake. To carry out 
our present course properly will require 
uven more expense. 

Shall we limit our course or increase 
our expenses? This question the people 
of Newton must answer for themselveH. 

In defence of the fact that our school 
expenditures havo increased unreason- 
ably within the last few years it must be 
stated that the cost of text books once 
borne by individuals now comes out of 
the public funds, and that good ventila- 
tion and drainage are almost as costly as 
they are essential. 

Tho recent law to prevent illiteracy 
will, if executed, add much to the cost 
of our evening schools, as in these more 
than in any others the disadvantage of 
extended territory is felt. 

All these points must bo ultimately 

onsidered, and as this is the beginning 
of a new year, would it not bo well in 
taking account of stock, to include our 
schools, that our future course may be 
directed by wisdom and foresight. 

Undoubtedly in piuiic as well as in 
private affairs there is abundant room 
for the exercise of economy, but until 
we are fully acquainted with the needs 
of our schools let us not add to the exist- 
ing embarrassments by any inconsiderate 
talk about reform in school expenditures.

It is not likely diat Wordsworth will 
ever he a widely-read poet; it requires a 
sympathetic student to detect and appre- 
ciate his peculiar beauties. But for those 
who would know the best there is in his 
works without the trouble of laborious 
research, and for school and class nse, 
Mr. George has prepared a convenient, 
needful handbook that will be found 
wh »t the critic’s essay is not, a safe and 
helpful guide. B.

By the tables above it will be seen that 
‘while Newton is the seventeenth in tho 
list of twenty-four cities, as regards pop- 
ulation, site pays the largest amount per 
capita. If we stop here we may con- 
clude that our expenditures are unrun- 
: sonablo, but we should also observe that 
Newton is eighth in the number of rooms, 
sixth in number of High School pupils, 
third in number of High School teachers, 
and second and third respectively iu 
point of male ami female teachers' sala- 
ries. These figures together with those 
in the lower table furnish tho reasou 
why Newton schools are so expensive;

ONE MAN POWER. 


Mr. Bradford’s lecture before the 
Social Science Club was certainly sug- 
gestive anti showed ono way of bringing 
about that reform in municipal govern- 
ments of which we have been hearing so 
much of late. The great trouble with 
tho government of most cities, and New- 
ton is among them, is that no one can bo 
hold responsible. The mayor is only one 
member of the city government and the 
responsibility is so divided between him 
and tho other members of the city gov- 
ernment that no one can ho hold account- 
able if things do not go just as they 
should. 

Mr. Bradford’s scheme may he too 
radical a one, but thou this is to be said in 
its favor, it would be comparatively easy 
to place the responsibility for any mis- 
management or oxtravagance. As Judge 
Park said in the discussion that followed 
the lecture, it is the radicals of one 
generation that become tho popular 
leaders of the next. 

It has been often said of late that one 
man could take control of all the affairs 
of Newton, and secure more and better 
service in all the departments for about 
half it costs to-day. It is objected that 
the onp-man power theory is un-American 
a id contrary to the spirit of our govern- 
ment, hut it cannot he donied that public 
sentiment has changed in this respect, 
and that government by the many has 
come to be regarded as in many instances 
very unsatisfactory. Our state and 
national legislatures are often brilliant 
examples of how not to do a thing that 
needs doing. Old laws that were had 
enough before are made worse by con- 
stant tinkering, and the net public gain 
of a prolonged session is inflnitesmal. 
Still they serve their purpose, they allow 
each legislator a chance to become an in- 
fluential politician, and to climb to some 
higher office, when fortune smiles upon 
him. 

But in regard to municipal govern- 
ments, there is a great advantage in giv- 
ing the mayor greater power and then 
holding him to a strict account for his 
use of it. Mr. Bradford is extreme in 
his views, but he points out tho right 
road to take, although it is not necessary 
to go quite as far he recommends. His 
address will give that committee who 
are to revise our city charter many 
valuable hints. 


bridge and sonic other cities, and divide 
tho school into what is popularly called 

.atilt and an English High School, re- 
ducing the manyoourses of study to two. 
Our High School has grown now to such 
a size that it is believed that such a plan 
would prove economical in tho end. 
However, the now members of our school 
board are mon of ideas, who have an in- 
telligent interest in our schools, and they 
will probably find a way out of the diffi- 
culty that will provo of great advantage 
to the schools and to the city. 

Nkwton has reason to ho very proud 
of its Hospital, and of the record of its 
work. Patient No. 155 was admitted Inst 
week. This is a larger number than the 
most sanguine friends of tho institution 
thought would he reached in so short a 
time. But tho success which has at- 
tended the efforts of tho physicians, 
surgeons and nurses lias really been re- 
markable. Out of all tho many typhoid 
cases only ono was lost, and that patient 
was in a dying condition when admitted. 
Ono sovero case of Bright's disease was 
discharged at tho end of a few weeks 
greatly improved. Some of the cases of 
surgeiy have been worthy of especial 
notice. The work of the Hospital shows 
that wo have a high order of talent in 
tho medical and surgical fraternity of 
this city such as would do credit to any 
place. Added to this the fidelity and 
good sense of the matron and her assist- 
ants have beon important. Then tho 
situation is unusually healthful. Skilled 
physicians, trained nurses, and a favor- 
ably placed building— tho conditions 
have certainly been almost all that could 
be asked for the recovery of tho sick, and 
wo cannot he surprised at the good 
showing which is made. In the future 
when the Newtonian speaks of tho many 
interesting features'of tho Garden City, 
let him not forget that we have a Hospi- 
tal here, concerning which ho cau safely 
use some very glowing words. 


Tub retirement of Rev. Dr. Peirce 
from his position as librarian will be re- 
gretted by the citizens, who are so deep- 
ly indebted to him for tho wise interest 
he has taken in the library for many 
years. It is hoped that a complete rest 
from care will enable him to completely 
recover his health, as he is a man whom 
the public can not well spare. The Free 
Library is fortunate in having so compe- 
tent a lady to fill the vacant position as 
Miss Thurston. She was the assistant 
under Miss James for several years, and 
has been highly endorsed by her, as pos- 
sessing exceptional qualifications for the 
position, both in experience and natural 
ability. There is every reason to expect 
that the Newton Free Library will con- 
tinue to enjoy the same high reputation 
under Miss Thurston that it secured for 
itself under Miss James and Dr. Peirce. 
It has come to he regarded as a model 
for all other libraries to follow, and it 
has always been fortunate in its hoard of 
trustees and its officers. 


contest with a low thermometer. 
Wealthy men would do much better to 
invite and reward scientists to discoter 
some process by which a good sleighing 
surface will ho consonant with a tnjld 
and balmy temperature, rather than to 
stick batteries and six-candle electric 
lights into their sleighs.

The noble firm of tho True, tho 
Beautiful, and the Good is unanimous 
against it. 

If only themselves were to he consid- 
ered, there could he no reason why the 
wealthy mon of Newton or any other 
place known to the gazetteer, shouldn't 
fiy over tho snow on their electric-lighted 
sleighs like frozen fire-tiies or a string of 
street lamps on runners. It pleases some 
men of wealth to ho original, oven if un- 
wise in expense. They would put electric 
light into a sleigh just ns they might put 
in cold and hot water— the Intter would 
be a good thing in sleighs— or a patent 
endless chain pump or a fire extinguisher, 
lint the faces of tho poor must not ho 
ground into the snow by their horses 
taking fright from electric lights going a 
mile in three minutes. And, what is 
more and most of all, tho pleasant 
sleighing parties of two, Ho and She, tho 
engaged couple and the couple engaged 
in tho fascinating diversion of getting en- 
gaged, must not he disturbed and illumi- 
nated against their will by tho rapid and 
unexpected striking of these infernal 
olectric Hashes. In the name of all the 
young men and women who are brought 
up and who make love in the honest 
country fashion, in the name of the mil- 
lions in whose ears the sleigh bells have 
rung or yet shall ring a marriage chime, 
we protest against hanging this glaiing 
and vulgar, blazing breastpin upon tho 
snowy shirt front of tho winter night. 
The innumerable, kind eyes of the sky 
wink knowingly at the innumerable pairs 
of lovers sleighing and loving. What in 
blazes, if wo we may use a rude hut lu- 
cent expression, do they want of lights 
of six-candle power? 

We advise these wealthy Massachusetts 
conspirators against a piivacy and a 
privilege dear to millions of their coun- 
try women and countrymen, to hold back 
from their unwelcome illumination. The 
electric light is sometimes a convenience, 
but there are situations which it distinct- 
ly does not improve.

’Tho Social Science Club mot in the 
dimming church parlors, Monday even- 
ing and listened to a lecture from Mr. 
Gamaliel Bradford upon the subject of 
municipal reform. Tho lecturer took 
quite a radical stand, and declared that 
the present system of city governments 
is a mistake, and that there is imperative 
d of reform. He favored placing the 
entire executive power in tho hands of 
the mayor, holding him and him alone re- 
sponsible, and requiring him to report liis 
doings once each week to a city council 
to consist of one board, such reports to 
be in detail concerning Ills administration 
of tho several departments of the city. 
He believed that in this way there would 
be no divided responsibility, no intriguing 
would be possible, ami the people would 
know where to place the blame of an un- 
businesslike or wasteful administration. 
He would give the board of aldermen no 
power over the mayor, hut elect them as 
repicsontatives of the people to ratify or 
disapprove of his acts. He referred to 
the improvement in the government of 
New York city during the past few years, 
as due to tlu* change made in giving to 
the mayor all power to appoint or re- 
move, and this has taken out of the hands 
of aldermen and councilmen and hun- 
dreds of politicians with which City Hall 
was infested, the opportunity of filling 
their pockets from the public treasury 
or funds obtained from their efforts in 
putting through jobs. 

He believed the veto power of the 
mayor a great political absurdity, as the 
mayor should be the one to lay out the 
work and execute, it according to liis 
ideas, and the board of aldermen should 
have the veto power. Every act of the 
executive should be reported to the 
board and thus become known to the 
people, and public business should not be 
allowed to be transacted in secrecy, as is 
the case to-day. Committees do the work 
that should bo done l>y the mayor and his 
corps of officers .placed at the heads of 
departments. lie said Massachusetts 
was the centre of commissions of public 
work, which he believed to be failures. 
There is too much dread of a one-man

Dredging the Charles. 

The project of dredging tho Charles 
river as far as the Galen street bridge 
has by no means been abandoned, and 
this week a number of the citizens of 
Newton met the gentlemen pf Water- 
town who have been agitating the scheme 
in tho selectmen’s room in Watertown, 
and decided to push the matter. A com- 
mittee was appointed consisting of 
Selectmen Brigham, Waldo Learned, J 
11. Conant, Augustus Russ, trustee of 
tho Sticknoy estate, and a representative 
of the Pratt A Whitney company, all of 
Watertown, and J. W. Pearson of New- 
ton, to bring the matter before the atten- 
tion of the authorities at Washington, 
and secure if possible a completion of 
the work. The river lias been dredged 
as far as North Brighton, and the cost 
would not lie an objection, in considera- 
tion of the gieat surplus now iu the 
national treasury. 

Newton would bo directly beuetitted 
l>v the work, from a sanitary point of 
view, as the river at low tide is a nuisance 
in summer to all the residents along the 
banks. The city also has nearly a mile 
of river frontage, and with the dredging 
of the river, there is no reason why this 
frontage should ink be lined with wharves, 
and all the coal and lumber used in the 
eity brought directly to the city in barges. 
It would certainly lessen the price of both 
these necessaries, so that the Newton 
people have a direct benefit to gain by 
helping to secure aq appropriation for 
tho project.

A Hitt KF SKETCH OF HIM LIFE IN S F.W- 
ToN. 

Gen. Underwood was a resident of this 
city about 20 years in all, and even after 
his removal to Boston, three or four 
years ago, considered himself a resident 
of Newton, and here his interests cen- 
tered. During these last years of his 
life, when his health was poor, he spent 
his summers at Magnolia where he bad a 
cottage, and liis winters iu Boston. 

Soon after taking up his abode in this 
place Gen. Underwood identified himself 
with Grace church, then worshipping in 
a chapel on Washington street. lie be- 
came a warm personal friend of the rector, 
the Rev. Dr. Steenstra, and every rector 
since that time has found in Adin B. Un- 
derwood a true friend, and a hearty co- 
operator in the work of the church. He 
served the parish as vestryman and upon 
the death of the late E. P. Bancroft, he 
became a warden, his companion being 
Mr. E. F. Waters. Gen. Underwood took 
an active interest in the project of a new 
church edifice, and was one of the build- 
ing committee. He gave the pulpit now 
in the church as a memorial of Mr. Ban- 
croft. His services as warden extended 
over a number of years; upon bis resig- 
nation a few years since, he was suc- 
ceeded by Judge Gardner. As one of the 
representatives of Grace church in the 
diocesan convention, he took an active 
pari in tho deliberations of that body, 
serving upon many important commit- 
tees. He was always noted for his fond- 
ness for young people, aud was for some 
time superintendent of Grace church 
Sunday school. Upon the relinquishment 
of that office he taught a Bible class for 
several years. The many positions of 
responsibility in the church occupied by 
the deceased, the never-failing interest 
always manifested in anything thai af- 
fected the interests of his parish, and his 
true Christian life will make bis loss se- 
verely felt by (Dace church, and leave a 
void which will be hard to fill. 

Gen. Underwood was an honored, use- 
ful citizen, taking a lively interest in pub- 
lic affairs. The schools, especially, inter- 
ested him, aud lie served for several 
years iu the school board. He was a 
co-laborer with Dr. Bigelow and Mr. 
Isaac Ilagur, in the great work of estab- 
lishing the schools of Newton on a sound 
basis. To the untiring efforts of these 
three men Newton owes much of the 
present excellence of her schools. The ! 
“Underbill School” was so named in 
recognition of liis distinguished services 
to the cause of education. 

There were several traits of character 
for which the deceased was noted. One 
was liis genial, cordial disposition, which 
drew to him the stranger and the unfor- 
tunate. There are many who have re- 
called within the last few days cheering, 
comforting words and kind helpful deeds 
for which they are indebted to Gen. Un- 
derwood. Added to this quality was liis 
accessibility, which made it*pos>ible for 
any one to approach him, ami no one was 
ever received except with a kindly cor- 
diality that made him feel at home. 

it is not strange that these qualities of 
heart, combined as they were with rare 
faculties of mind, should have made the 
deceased a welcome guest in the social 
circle. He was one of the founders of 
the Tuesday Ciub, ami until a few years 
since was an active, valued member, con- 
tributing the following papers: April 22, 
1S78, “Civil Service Reform;” Dec. 23, 
187B, “Travels in Europe;” March 15. 
1SS1, “The u*e of Middle Names;” April 
l$,18S2,“Tlie Pei.delton and DawtsBi Is: ’ 
Nov. 17, 18S'>, “Universities aud Colleges.” 
Since 18*41 lie was an honorary membei 
of this organization. 

As a member of the G. A. R. and Loval 
Legion lie was very popular with his 
comrades, and was much sought toi 
as speaker for memorial days and camp- 
fires. As a public speaker, especially on 
topics connected with the war, he was 
very successful, always succeeding in 
winning the sympathy and holding the 
interest of his hearers. 

liis wife, a s m aud two daughters sur- 
vive him, and have with them in their be- 
reavement, the sympathy of all who 
knew the departed. As a husband and 
lather he was ;is an example to those 
who visited liis happy home.

The funeral services occurred iu Grach 
church at noon on Tuesday.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

Rev. S. R. Dennen, D. D , said he was 
obliged to confine himself to ono of the 
many sides of education — the religious— 
and then could only speak of the lead- 
ing points. The world must bo Raved by 
the conversion of children, notof adults. 
Culture was regnrdud by too many as the 
whole of education, wiiilo religion occu- 
pied a secondary place. But man is a 
composite being, and the most import- 
ant questions before men are, Whence am 
1? What am I? Whither do 1 go? 
Moral and religious education is the 
architect of character, of the home state 
and heaven. A savage woman educated 
without Christianity is still a keen-eyed 
savage who will lie. steal, and break 
every law on the decalogue. one educated 
as a Christian will become a noble, lova- 
ble woman. 

It should never bo forgotten that the 
Kingdom of God is around about the 
children everywhere, and they should he 
taught to realize it. The public schools, 
excellent though they be, can not 
from their very nature give a religi- 
ous education. It must be given in the 
home, the Sunday school and the church. 

The children offer the best opportuni- 
ties for successful work. Why waste 
time on religious ledges and bogs while 
the fruitful virgin soil of young nature* 
offers such returns? Children grow 
old very early in this day of newspapers, 
and to forstatl the evil the good seed 
must be planted early. To excel in 
Christian character the conversion must 
occur in childhood— then the heart is re- 
ceptive, repentant and impressive. 

Early expressions of whatever kind are 
the last to fade. When the brain reaches 
tlie grand climacteric it begins to live 
its life backwards. Religion to go to 
the fine roots of character must begin 
early in youth. History abounds with 
examples of this truth. Coleridge tfc 
Woodsworth wandered far from the truth 
of religion, but their early training | 
brought them at last to the house of God. 
Many a man and many a woman on the 
verge of ruin have been saved by the 
influence of a dead mother’s prayer. 

Religious education must have tools 
and the Bible is the great tool. Mills, 
Spencer and Tyndall, notwithstanding, 
the best preparation for business, for a 
profession for the home, for this world 
and for all worlds is a study of the 
Bii.le. 

There is little inducement for the youth 
to leave the green pastures of the Bible 
to feed on* the barren ledges of philo- 
sophical morality or theological discus- 
sion. There is no need of turning on to 
file the strong ethical light of the Sun- 
day Herald, (laughter.) Religious and 
moral education must coinu from the 
home, tlie Sunday School and tlie Sun- 
day services, which the children should 
he made to attend. Much depends on the 
home, on the piayers from the mother’s 
lips, on the kind words a d efforts to 
bring tlie iambs to the good Shepheid of 
all. 

MR. H. C. SAWIN 

said in opening, that no question took 
precedence of this *>110 of the education 
of tlie young, and if a year’s discussion 
would enable the club to reach a definite 
conclusion on the subject it would lie 
well spent. The children of to-day will 
be the parents ol the next generation, 
aud they will bo called upon to carry out 
God’s grand designs for the race. More 
heed should bo given to Solotm n’s ad- 
vice, “Train up a child in the way he 
should go. and when I 10 is old lie wifi 
not depart from it.” In order to do this 
it must be known, what is the way in 
which the child should go? True educa- 
tion includes the development of body, 
mind aud soul. An investigation wifi 
show that the vast majority of teachers 
to-day are conscientious Christian men 
and women desiring tlie greatest good of 
the children committed to their care. 
This greatest good is the gieutest soul- 
power attainable. It is the soul not the 
body of 0111 fellow men that we love; the 
soul is of the greatest importance. The 
physicial and mental powers are the in- 
struments of the soul and should be sub- 
ordinate to it. This should be the direc- 
tion of our education. 

In the second place, we should find the 
best way of doing this work. The 
ugencies through which the may be done 
are four-fold, the home, tlie school, the 
church and the state. The education, 
whatever its character, begins in the home 
and it is there the first and most lasting 
impressions are made. Moral education 
rests primarily with the parents aiid can 
not be delegated to teachers or to any 
body else. 

Our duties to the home depend on our 
relations to the home, whether we are 
parents or brothers and sisters. The 
tii st duty to the home is that of implicit 
obedience to the parents. God enjoins 
the duty of teaching obedience upon the 
parents primarily. The Master, when a 
boy, rendered implicit ui.edicnce to his 
patents, as instanced in several passages 
ol the Biole. In the teaching of obedi- 
ence parents can be of mutual aid, for 
children listen to each other more readi- 
ly than to older people, and the charac- 
ter of a child depends much upon his as- 
sociates. li any real progress is to lie 
made, the parents must stand together 
and inculcate iu the child obedience 
to those who inay lie over him 
through the several stages of his 
fife, obedient to the house government, 
to teachers, to employers and to law. 
And it is known that there is nothing 
more ueeded in Newton than a respect 
for law— the law ol the state, the city, 
the school ami the- home. 

Children should be taught the duty of 
industry. Every Jewish boy was taught 
a trade, and many a boy to-day is saved 
from ruin by being made to wank. The 
wisdom of to-day is the fruit of iudustri- 
ous homes of yesterday. Nothing is so 
much needed in Newton to-day as some- 
thing for the children to do. children 
are to-day denied the privilege of fonning 
habits of industry outside of the school. 

A sacred regard for truth should be im- 
pressed upon every child. Some of tlie 
children of to-day will be editors of the 
Boston Herald of the future. Tlie pen is

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THE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

Reports of the Good Work Done the 
Past Year. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS ANI> OTHER 
BUSINESS. 


Tho annual meeting of the Newton 
•Cottage Hospital corporation was held 
in tho parlors of the Unitarian church, 
West Newton, on Monday afternoon, a 
majority of tho b »ard boing pres- 
ent. Mr. R. M. Pulsifor, tho presi- 
dent, was in tho chair, and Dr. 1£. A. 
Whiston, tho clork, road the records 
of the last meeting. 

THE TREASURER’S REPORT. 

Mr. George S. Billions, tho treasurer, 
read his annual report. Balance on 
hand at the beginning of tho year, $1,- 
728.20; roceived from sundry persons, 
$123.50; city appropriation, $1,000; one 
froe bod one year, $300; income Margaret 
Looson fund, $50; from Elizabeth T. 
Eld ridge fund, $177.12; from 20 churches, 
hospital Sunday, $1,402.71; interest on 
bank balance, $18.40; from patients, $1,- 
820.77; total, $0,710.70. Tho expenses in- 
cluding salary of matron, nurses and 
help, $2,101.14; groceries, etc., $1,187.88; 
gas, $233.00; coal and wood, $400.51; 
medical supplies, $231.15; printing an- 
nual report, etc., $140.30; sundries, 
$274.12; matron’s disbursements, $043.01. 
This loaves a balance on hand of $1,- 
141.00. 

Tho building account showed receipts 
from tho Ladies’ Aid association of $000; 
from sundry contributions, $040.75; from 
J. It. Leesou, $0,000. Expenses, $1,- 
502.70. leaving a balance of $0,405.83. 

The Margaret Leeson fund of $1,000 is 
invested in Newton cemetery 5 per cent, 
bonds. 

Tho Elizabeth T. Eldridge fund of $10,- 
000 has been invested in $5,000 South Kan- 
sas railroad 5 per cent, bonds, and $5,- 
>000 Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe col- 
lateral trust 5 per cent, bonds. 

THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

The President, Mr. It. M. Pulsifer,theu 
read his annual report, which was as 
follows: 

At the last meeting of the Board of 
Trustees a report trom its Executive 
■Committee was received and accepted as 
the report of the Trustees to the Corpor- 
ation. This report and tho report of the 
.Secretary, both of which will be presen- 
ted at the meeting, will cover the details 
-of accomplished work during the past 
jear, and picsout some suguestions for 
tho immediate futnre. But little beyond 
generalizations remains tobo noted by the 
President. It is certain that the past 
.year has produced satisfactory results. 
The generous work of tho Ladies Aiu 
Association has been continued with 
substantial pecuniary results and with 
the added benefit to the Hospital of 
familiarizing the public with its work, 
its benefits and its needs. The physicians 
have continued tl at generous support 
without which the maintenance m the 
Hospital would be almost impossible. 
It is certainly our duty to provide for the 
medical staff everything which will make 
their labors lighter. An immediate need 
is an outfit of necessary surgical instru- 
ments and appliances. Ibis an indication 
of the value of our work that busy men 
and women have gladly given their time 
and intelligent thought to their duties as 
Trustees and have louud their interest 
and their devotion constantly increas- 
ing. 

The only change in the Board during 
the year was ciused by the withdrawal 
-of Rev. Dr. B. K. Peirce who has been a 
valued member of the board since its 
-creation and whose resignation was ac- 
cepted with genuine regret. The con- 
nection between this Corporation and 
the Ladies Aid Association is necessarily 
so intimate that it seems proper to men- 
tion here tho loss we have sustained in 
the death of Mrs. Charles T. Pulsifer. 
No official connect ion witli tho Hospital 
could have increased the active, useful 
sympathy iu* its work always shown by 
Mrs. Pulsifer, particularly in everything 
which would contribute to the comfort 
of children brought under our care. 

At our last aunual meeting the neces- 
sity for an additional ward for women 
was dwelt upon and it was hoped that 
before this time this addition to the 
Hospital might be in use. The general 
response to an appeal for funds to ac- 
complish this wore not of a character to 
authorize the Trustees in undertaking 
the work, but the generosity of one man 
has placed us in funds for this most de- 
sirable purpose, and early in the spring 
our facilities lor caring lor sick women 
and children will bo increased by the 
erection of the •* Georgia A. Leeson 
Memorial Ward ” 

I am not satisfied with the tiuaneial re- 
sults of Hospital Sunday. Were our woi k 
and its needs properly appreciated the en- 
tire amount required for the annual sup- 
port of the Hospital would be raised by 
the voluntary offerings of Hospital Sun- 
day. Considering the wealth of our citi- 
zens and the number of churches in which 
collections were made in November a gross 
result of about $1500 indicates to my mind 
that before another Hospital Sunday it 
wohld lie the part of wisdom to impress 
upon tliu public the value of our chari- 
table work. The Newton papers have 
always kindly aided us in every effort to 
reach the public, hut some direct per- 
sonal effort is evidently necessary in 
order to attain reasonable financial re- i 
suits. If many of our wealthy citizens' 
would follow tho splendid examples of 
Mrs. Eldredge pud Mr. Leeson, the Trus- 
tees could extend their work very great- 
ly and in a manner which would he as 
creditable to Newton as lias been what 
we acknowledge to bo merely a begin- 
ning in Hospital and kindred service. As 
has been previously suggested, tho land 
owned by the Hospital, in location and 
extent, offers the opportunity for concen- 
tiatingall tho chanties of Newton de- 
voted to the care of the sick and infirm. 
There is an immediate demand for a 
laundry building, as the plans which have 
been adopted for the new ward will pre- 
vent the further use of tho present laun- 
dry for that purp iso, and in fact tho 
Trustees have long desired to make the 
change in order to take all this kind of 
work away from the umiu building. A 
more no should he constructed as soon as 
possible, and in tho near future it is de- 
sirable to erect u building for tho treat- 
ment of contagious diseases, a building 
devoted to incurable eases, and a homo 
for pupils in a training school for nurses 
which tho Trustees hope to establish. 
All these buildings could lie so erected 
t hat while easily under control from one 
administrative building, yet their use 
would iu uo way conflict. Grateful for 
all that we have been enabled to accom- 
plish since the Hospital was opened, we 


may reasonably expect that each year 
will open new opportunities in our work 1 
a. id correspondingly increase the re- ( 
sponsibililies devolving upon the Trus- 
tees while oifering to the charitable new 
channels for their gonorous donations. 

THE TRUSTEES’ REPORT 

was then read by tho clerk, Dr. E. A. 
Whiston, giving tho records of meetings 
hold during tho year and other matters, 
which have already been published and a 
high compliment was paid to the efli- 
cieney of the new matron, Miss Maty 
F. Palmer. This was followed by tho 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

The committee have the satisfaction of 
i epor Xing a year of good service done by 
the hospital, with no seriou-. drawbacks. 
Tho most important; change through the 
year is tho change of tho matron. Miss 
Pray had done her part so admirably in 
perfecting the internal arrangements, 
that it seemed unlikely that her place 
could be filled immediately without loss. 
We have had reason to Lie gratclul for 
her recommendation of Miss Palmer, 
who proves quite equal to the situation, 
performing its duties to tins full satisfac- 
tion of all who are acquainted w ith tho 
work of the hospital. Koine changes 
also have been made in the corps of 
nurses. We especially regretted to lose 
tho services of Miss Fletcher, who had 
held the position of head nurse from the 
opening of the hospital, mid had proved 
herself thoroughly competent, cheerful 
and willing. 

llor place was taken temporarily by 
Miss Freeman, i ut at the beginning of 
the new year will be permanently filled 
oy Miss McBeatli. 

In the printed rules of the executive 
cominittco, provision is made for the em- 
ployment ot pupil nurses; but no arrange- 
ment has yet been made to obtain such 
pupils because there is no accommoda- 
tion for them in the present building. 
Thejjmedical board have expressed their 
willingness to aid in the education of the 
pupils whoa it is practicable to employ 
them, and have a so expressed their 
opinion that the training of such nurses 
would be of great advantage to the phys- 
icians and patients of pur city, by whom 
they would be employed to a considera- 
ble extent, with some pecuniary advan- 
tage to the hospital. The pupils of the 
Waltham training school receive from 
tliu school, besides their board, nine dol- 
lars a month the first year and twelve 
dollars tho second year. The school 
charges respectively seven dollars and ton 
dollars a week for their services, where 
the patients can pay. 

With the increased accommodations 
afforded by the proposed now ward, we 
hope to carry out sjiuu such plan, be- 
lieving that it will be a benefit both to 
the hospital and to the public— to the 
hospital, in providing abundant resources 
for emergencies as well as for a portion 
of tho regular work, and nurses thor- 
oughly trained in our own service to till 
vacancies, and also some protit from out- 
side employers, and to the public, in hav- 
ing a body of trained nurses always at 
baud to call upon for professional ser- 
vices, as far as their numbers will per- 
mit, and also in furnishiug for a certain 
number of suitable young women, train- 
ing in a useful, honorable, and profita- 
ble employment. 

The membership in the medical board 
remains unchanged, and the manner in 
which the board has performed its some- 
what delicate duties, in the charge of the 
medical service of the hospital, has been 
highly appreciated by the committee. 
A few changes have oeen made iu the 
medical staff, which includes all the vis- 
iting physicians. They have rendered 
their services gratuitously, often with 
heavy expenditure of time and labor. 
The cordial thanks of all who are inter- 
ested in the uses of the hospital are due 
to them. 

One slight change has been made in 
the rules of the medical hoard, at their 
own request, by adding to Rule IX the 
words, “cases involving transfer from the 
regular attendance to the care of another 
physician, shall be decided only by vote 
of the medical hoard. With this excep- 
tion the rules remain unchanged. 

The matron reports the number of pa- 
tients: Women, 4; men, 1; number ad- 
mitted since Dec. 18, 1880, 113; men and 
boys, 55; women and girls 58: of Ameri- 
can birth, 37: of foreign birth, 72; of un- 
known birth, 4; medical cases, 77; under 
allopathic treatment, 40; under honieoo- 
pathic treatment, 31; surgical cases, 30; 
accidents, 10; average stay, 23 2-3 days; 
deaths, 12. 

Of the deaths nearly all were of acci- 
dent cases, or of patients in the last 
stages of disease when they were ad- 
mitted. While, perhaps, the record of 
the hospital would appear better if such 
cases were not admitted at all, certainly 
tlio humane purpose for which the hos- 
pital is established requires that they 
hIiv .11 be received. 

'Phe amount received from patients 
during tho year is $1815.77. 

The whole number of patients admitted 
since the opening of the hospital, June 
5, 1880, is one hundred ami iifty-two. 
The largest number at any one time is 
15: the present number is the smallest 
since Miss Palmer took charge. 

The present working-force of the hos- 
pital is the matron, a head-nurse, one 
assistant nurse, a housemaid, the janitor 
and the cook, and an occasional laun- 
dress.

INFORMATION AS TO ADMISSION OF FA- 
TIEN Ts. 

No person has ever been refused ad- 
mission to the hospital oil account of 
poverty; and, once admitted to the gener- 
al wards, poor and rich receive equal 
care and attention, according to their 
need, the food beiiur regulated by the 
, physicians’ orders. No other rule seems 
practicable and humane. Patients occu- 
pying private rooms at much higher cost, 
can have any extra attendance that they 
may require, and choose to pay for. The 
price of ten dollars a week represents, as 
nearly as can lie estimated, the cost of 
maintaining the patients in the general 
wards, and the price that it is fair for 
them to pay if they are able to do so. 
In fact, the number of patients who do 
pay this, is extremely small, and any 
amount that a patient is able to pay is 
accepted. For those who have a claim 
for support upon tho city of Newton, 
and can nay nothing, tlui city allows 
seven dollars a week, and for such per- 
sons who can pay a part of tho seven 
dollars, the city makes up the rest, if 
the patient lias no legal claim upon the 
city, as, for instance, foreigners who have 
recently arrived, the state pays three 
dollarsa week, which is the uiiiniinuincost 
of supporting them in a wholesale iiisti 
tution like Tewksbury; and for them tho 
city adds two dollars, dividing with the 
hospital the difference between the throe 
dollars and the seven, which tho city 
pays for its own poor, it is, of course 
desirable that in every instance t lie 
patient himself, or his friends, who are 
responsible for him, should pay whatever 
part of the cost he is able to pay, and at 
the same time. if he is unable to pay any- 
thing we would not refuse to care for him. 


This is a more liberal course than is 
usual in hospitals, and it is urged by 
some that it encourages the habit of 
careless spending, and laying by nothing 
for rainy days, since a poison will say, 
that he has no need to lay by for sick- 
ness, as lie can go to tho hospital for 
nothing When xlekuess comes. 

In general the people who will take this 
view will spend any way, and cannot lie 
much Influenced by indefinite future 
needs. But we are not sure that some- 
thing can not lie done usefully, by in- 
ducing poor families to pay small 
amounts regularly as a sort of hospital 
Insurance, which shall entitle all the 
members of the family to the hospital 
care that they may need at any time. 

Tho hospital cannot undertake to pro- 
vide for patients not residents of Newton, 
not less than the actual cost. Patients 
from other towns or cities, paying the 
weekly cost of ten dollars, can lie ad- 
mitted if there is suitable place for 
them. 

Contagious and infectious diseases are 
at admitted, as we have no separate and 
safe accomodations for them. 

Incurable cases also, as a rule, are not 
admitted. Yet it hat many times hap- 
pened that the hospital lias received such 
patients, because it was the only way of 
providing suitably for their closing 
hours. They may lie admitted at any 
time “for reasons satisfactory to the 
Medical Board.” 

TIIE UUILDINO COMMITTEE 
reported in regard to the contemplated 
new women's ward, made possible by 
the generosity of Mr. J. R. Leeson, and 
said that the plans were now in the 
hands Of of the architect, Mr. Wentworth, 
and it was expected that the new ward 
would he ready early in the spring. 

THE LADIES’ AID ASSOCIATION 
also submitted their annual report, which 
showed a successful year’s work, and it 
was ordered printed with the other re- 
ports. 

The number of copies to lie printed 
was referred to the board of trustees.

But tiie inarch of progress is not stayed.

THE COMMITTEES. 


The proposition to reiluce the highway 
committee to tivo members is an excel- 
lent one and ought to prevail. As aider- 
man Childs said, “five men can spend 
enough money without having two more 
to help them.” Hut the trouble will be 
in making up the committee. It is im- 
possible now to give all the members 
who desire it a place on this committee, 
and the difficulty will be increased if the 
number is reduced. It will take two 
months instead of two week to arrange 
the committee if the change is made. 

list of committees was announced 
last Monday night, and they seem to be 
very satisfactorily arranged, as far as 
heard from. Meetings are already being 
held, and the machinery of the new city 
government seems to be fairly in motion. 

The commission on the revision ot the 
charter has been arranged, and will prob- 
ably he announced next Monday night. 
It will be found that Mayor Kimball has 
made an excellent selection, and that the 
private citizens chosen have every qual- 
ification for their highly important work. 
There is no question but that the city 
charter needs a thorough revision, as 
many of its provisions have been found 
to: mfiitted for the present wants of 

the city. The one board system has been 
so highly endorsed by prominent citizens 
that it will doubtless be among the first 
of the changes, and a clause forbidding 
any exceeding of the appropriations 
should be another. As the time for in- 
troducing new business into the legisla- 
ture is limited, the commission will 
have only a short time in which to finish 
their work, if anything is to be done 
this year. 


HIGH WATFR SERVICE. 


One of the most imperative needs of 
that part of Newton in the vicinity of 
Chestnut Hill is a high water service. 
The residents are constantly troubled 
with their inadequate water supply, and 
the greater part of the time are unable 
to obtain water in any part of their 
houses above the basement. Some of 
them are put to the expense of provid- 
ing a costly apparatus to force the water 
above the first story, and even then can 
obtain but a very meagre supply. They 
have asked for relief, but have so far not 
obtained it. 

This is certainly an in justice to citizens 
who pay very heavy taxes and have so far 
had very little done for them. One rea- 
son for the delay is that a very expensive 
and elaborate tower has been talked of, 
ami the eor>t has deterred the city govern- 
ment from taking action. Hut no great 
expense is necessary. There is a high 
reservoir at Chestnut Hill, and a stand- 
pipe could he built there, similiar to the , 
one in Brookline, at very moderate cost, j 
which would furnish immediate rebel'. 
An expensive affair is not at all necessary, j 
and the trouble is so great that any mode | 
of relief would he acceptable. Chestnut | 
Hill is one of the most important parts of 
Newton from the assessors' standpoint, al- 
though it is of small importance political- I 
i.. ,i. voters there beingfewer in number 
than in any other village. Perhaps this is 
one reason why they have not received 
more attention from the city government. 


THE SCHOOL HOARD’S REPORT. 

The school hoard wish to get their an- 
nual report before the public, and, as a 
mailer of fairness, wo have given them 
space for it in another column. A sum- 
mary of it was given at the lime the re- 
port was made to the board, but it was 
necessarily brief. It is encouraging to 
see that the majority of the board have I 
come to recognize the necessity of a fait 
and full discussion ol all school ques 
tions, and also that a school board is not 
necessarily above criticism. That was 
one <if I he lessons of the receut election. 

Al the time the report was made pub- 
lic we stated (hut it contained almost no 
information in regard to the schools, a 
serious defect, and that it was taken up 
witn au uudiscriiuiuatilig eulogy of the 
superintendent, aud a somewhat frantic 
defence of the action of the majority in 
regard to Mr. Cutler. A more careful 
reading of the report only confirms the 
unprejudiced reader in this opinion. 
People who turn to it for information in 
regard to our schools, and especially the 
High School, will be disappointed. The 
poverty of the report in this respect sug 
g sis that tl would be au excellent thing 
to follow the example ol other cities, ami 
have the report ol the condition of the 
High School written by the IL ud Mastci 
of ibe school, us then the report would 
j. .mm: value. 

Tl" introduction ol the report requires 
uocomimut. The paragraph about ex- 


penses was to have been supplemented by 
the table prepared by the superintendent, 
comparing the school expenses of New- 
ton with those of other towns and cities 
on a basis of their wealth, hut the super- 
intendent failed to send us the figures. 
With all due respect to the board, wo 
do not think the table was of much value, 
as the fact that Newton is a wealthy city 
is no excuse for extravagance. The ex- 
haustive table given in Mrs. Linder’s 
careful article last week, was of far 
greater value, as it aimed to give facts 
and not to make a good showing. 
loWlicn wo come to read over the de- 
fence of their action in regard to Mr. 
Cutler, we must confess that we are dis- 
appointed. It reads more like a legal 
brief prepared by a smart lawyer, in 
which everything that can be said for Ins 
client is sot forth in the best possible 
light, without too much regard for the 
facts, rather than a calm and dispassion- 
ate review of the whole case, such as 
would naturally have been expected from 
a school board. There are many half 
truths, many overstatements, and the 
whole report has ‘an intensely partisan 
tone, but the feeling that was roused 
against them may account for this. After 
the defeat which the majority received 
at the recent election, perhaps a dispas- 
sionate statement was not to be expected. 

It will bo remembered that at the 
meeting when the report was made, Mr. 
Ames took exception to several of the 
statements, among them boing the one 
that a committee was appointed to meet 
the High School teachers aud tell them 
frankly of the alleged dissatisfaction. 
The committee in fact told the teachers 
of the necessity of being loyal to the 
Head Master, it being well-known that 
some of them were not loyal, and that 
this feeling was not exactly discouraged 
by thoso in authority. 

The report also blames Mr. Cutler for 
not recommending any changes in the 
teachers, when the matter of making 
changes is entirely in tlio hands of the 
superintendent, who, according to the 
report, had made a thorough examina- 
tion of the schools, and so ought to have 
known what changes should he made. 

The statement that the Iload Master 
should spend but two hours in teaching 
to three in discipline, seems to be a new 
departure on the part of the board, as 
the course of study did not allow of any 
such thing last year, the Head Master 
being compelled to devote all hut a frac- 
tion of his time to recitations. Now 
that an extra teacher lias been hired, aud 
two female teachers been replaced by 
male teachers, such a course may he pos- 
sible, but the committee can not deny 
that the change tney made was a very 
expensive one for the city. The com- 
mittee express the hope that the school 
will again take the highest rank, such as 
it enjoyed under Mr. Cutler, and they 
have not been sparing of expense to ac- 
complish that end. 

The board’s defense comes at such a 
late day that it is hardly necessary to 
comment upon it at all, hut it would 
hardly he fair to the minority or to tho se 
who brought about the change at the 
late elec; ion, to ailow these oue-sided 
statements to pass unchallenged. There 
are so many things of importance to our 
schools, so many changes that should he 
made, and so much work to he done to 
make them all that they should he, that 
we feel like apologizing for giving up 
so much space to what has now become 
ancient history. It is certainly to he 
hoped that the final word has been said 
on this subject, and that the school board 
will now go vigorously to work to im- 
prove the schools ns far as it is in their 
power. 


The surveyors of the Hoston & Albany 
ruiboad company have been engaged the 
past week in surveying tho streets lead- 
ing to the grade crossings on the main 
line of the road, probably with a view to 
computing the expense of doing away 
with the crossings. It is encouraging to 
know that the railroad company are doing 
something in this matter, and possibly 
they apprehend some action on the part 
of the present legislature. The grade 
crossings lend an element of danger to 
life in Newton, which may he exciting, 
'out is not at all comfortahlo. There is 
no knowing who may lie the next victim 
of an accident. 


It is interesting for consumers of coal 
to read that while they are paying $8 or 
more per ton, on account of the strike in 
1 Pennsylvania, the combined coal com- 
panies of which the Reading is one, 
divided up $12,000,000 in net profits tho 
past year. If this sort of tiling continues 
there will he a vigorous demand for the 
placing of coal on the free list, which 
w’ould do something to break up this 
most unjust monopoly. Even if the 
miners had to compete with the “pauper 
labor” of Nova Scotia and of Europe, 
they could not ho worse oIT than they 
are at present, if all the stories of life in 
the 1’ciiusylvauia coal mines are true. 


The Morse field annexationists were 
to have a hearing before the committee 
on towns, at 12 o'clock to-day, at the 
state house. They are going to push 
their case early this year, and not wait 
until it is prejudiced by the results of 
other hearings, ns has been done in 
previous years. The petitioners have a 
better case than ever this year, and their 
courage and perseverance disgusts the 
authorities of Watertown, who show 
signs of weariness over the prolonged 
light. They will have to part with the 
Morse field people sooner or later, and it 
would save Watertown a good deal of 
trouble to let them go now. 


Tiie city reports promise to lie 
ready with uuusu.il promptness this 
year, if the printers do tboir work oil 
tiuic, as the reports of tho Chief of the 
Fire department, Trustees of the Free 
Library, City Maisliall and City Engineer, 
were presented iu the hoard of aider 
men on Monday evening They should 


he ready for distribution early next 
month, and the example of promptness 
thus set promises to ho followed by tho 
other city departments. 


Tiie much talked of resolve providing 
for a constitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor as a beverage has been present- 
ed in the legislature. 


TIIE TARIFF QUESTION. 

A LIVELY DISCUSSION IIEFORK THE WEST 

NEWTON LYCEUM. 

There was only a fair-sized audience 
at City Hall, Monday night, when tho 
tariff question was discussed. Mr. Ed- 
win F. Kimball presided, and tho lecture 
was given by Mr. Walter F. Colby, of tho 
West Newton English and Classical 
School. Ilis subjoct was, “The Advan- 
tages of a Protective Tariff.” lie traced 
tho history of tiie tariff from the timo of 
the Revolution, and took strong ground 
for protection. It was a very well-writ- 
ten essay, and tho audience listened at- 
tentively, as he quoted numerous instan- 
ces to prove tho value of protection to 
our infant industries, aud tho manlier in 
which they had been built up under the 
tariff. lie made a very good showing 
for tho protectionist’s side of the ques- 
tion. 

TIIE DEBATE. 

Mr. S. Warren Davis opened the debate 
in tho affirmative on. the question, Re- 
solved, That tho recommendations in re- 
gard to tho tariff in the recent message 
of the President should ho enacted into 
law. Mr. Davis wished that the debate 
should be confined to the question, and 
not branch off into tho larger question of 
Free Trade and Protection; hut wished 
to ask what comparison could he nindo 
between the tariff of 17S7-02, which was 
from 8 to 12 per cent and one that levied 
43 per cent duty upon the necessities of 
life. The problem that was before us 
and which must he mot at once was that of 
reducing the surplus. Thesourcesof rev- 
enue of our government are two— a duty 
on articles imported from other coun- 
tries, and what are called internal reve- 
nue-taxes on liquors and tobacco; both 
of which are paid by the consumer. This 
surplus must he reduced and this can ho 
done in three ways: First, by retaining 
the present tariff and increasing the ex- 
penses of the government, and this 
method was advocated hv many so-called 
statesmen; the mere fact of a surplus is 
an incentive to plunder. Second, by 
abolishing the internal revenue, taxes on 
liquors and tobacco amounting to about 
10U millions of dollars per annum, and 
thus reducing the surplus. This plan is 
supported by many Republicans, hut the 
President recommends that, as there is 
no justjcomplaint from the consumer of 
these articles, they he let alone. Third, 
to reduce the duties on inipoitcd articles 
It is not the province of tiie President to 
make suggestions in detail; that is left to 
Congress, and it seems probable, that the 
tobacco tax will he repealed, thus de- 
creasing the surplus some 30 million dol- 
lars per year. The attitude of fcho Re- 
publican party at this time is noteworthy; 
at the Republican conventions lor the 
lust few years, resolutions have been 
adopted, declaring that a reduction of 
the tariff was absolutely necessary; hut 
now that an attempt has been made to 
reduce tlio tariff there is a great howl 
m ulo over it by all tho leading Republi- 
can newspapers of tlio country. Mr. 
Hliiiiio says, “repeal the tobacco tax. 
next spend the surplus in coast del ernes, 
and divide the rest among the various 
states to lighten the taxon real estate.” 
Mr. Sherman agrees with Mr. Hlaiue in 
regard to tobacco, and advocates the re- 
peal ol tiie sugar tai iff also, and to en- 
courage the sugar growers by a bounty. 
Pi utectioii cannot stand, if. after being 
driven to the wall, it must bo sustained 
by payments from the treasury. 

MR. JAMES T. ALLEN 

opened for the negative, stating that the 
question was one of vast importance, aud 
condemning the president. for making an 
unwarrantable attack upon the manu- 
facturers of tho country in its recent 
message. He said that the tariff was 
the secret of the prosperity of the coun- 
try, and tiie. cause of our workingmen re- 
ceiving higher wages than the same class 
in Europe. He illustrated his points by 
a number of tables which he had drawn 
upon the blackboard, and classed the 
revenue reformers as being in reality free 
traders, more interested in the success of 
English manufacturers than of their own. 
I’lie policy of protection for home in- 
dustries was an American one and Amer- 
icans should favor it. To reduce the 
tariff would bring great suffering upon 
the workingmen, whose interests were 
especially guarded by tho tariff, and if it 
was necessary to reduce the surplus 
revenue it should lie done in other ways, 
by repealing the internal revenue taxes, 
or by placing sugar on the free list. It 
was not true that tiie price of any article 
was its price in England, plus the duty, 
as home competition was so strong that 
the price was brought down to the 
original price in England, or lower, as 
was shown in the case of street rails. 
Our prosperous factories had built up 
flourishing villages, in which the farmers 
for miles around could find a market for 
their produce. Destroy the factories, as 
tiie free traders wished, and where would 
he tiie market for the fanners? What 
was the use of low prices, if a man hail 
no money to buy with? Mr. Allen’s ad- 
dress was a very strong one. and put the 
case iu tiie bust possible light. 

MU. M.VItCUS MORTON 

said tiie lecturer and the disputant in the 
negative ha I taken tiie dollar side; lie 
stated that if there had been no surplus, 
cheating, stealing, lying, and fraud of 
every kind would have been saved. 

MU. 1) AitLINU 

objected to Mr. Allen’s statements, and 
said if asked whom lie wanted a duty to 
benefit, would reply, “the most people.” 
Politicians argue that they wish to bene- 
fit the laboring man; the speaker know 
that wages were governed by the de- 
mand, mid th.it a protective tariff did not 
benefit the laboring man one particle (ap- 
plause.) There were u gn at many sulcs 
to this question: lie called it. a "great 
humbug,” to a>k if a little protection 
was a benefit why a larger protection 
wouldn’t he a great dial better. 

Mlt. W. E. SPINNEY 

said iu order to he fair to everybody a 
protection tariff must he put on every- 
thing. When one nation made war on 
another the first thing to do was to 
blockade ils ports so as to prevent sup- 
plies being stilt to that comply. \ pro- 
tective tariff had exaolly Hie same effect, 
therefore one country was doing the 
other a kindness by blockading her ports. 
The speaker said protection w.is 
against evolution aud the spint of the

asked if tiie city of Newton should ex- 


tort front its citizens ton times ns much 
money as was necessary to pay tho ex- 
penses of government, would the people 
object? and he said that the surplus was 
in fact a big cheese for rat- to steal. 
Mi. Hummer praised tho president nnd 
said Hint his message wits not only read 
by our own couhtry, but liy every civil- 
ized nation in the world. 

MR. T. n. F1TZ 

wanted to know who was lieiiefittod by 
a tax on articles that are not and cannot 
he produced in our own country, taking 
for an example linen goods that pay a 
tariff of 3b por cent. 

MIL ASH A II EL WHEKl.KIt 
said that tho president does not advocate | 
free trade, but suggests that the war 
tariff he repealed in order to reduce the 
surplus. The people are wide iiwaku 
oil this question and you will see the re- 
election of Cleveland, ns tho people are 
determined to right tilings. 

MR. C1IA8. F. FIT/. 

of Watertown stated that every cent wo 
pay for mi article above tho price for 
which it can lie obtained elsewhero is 
so much out of tho wages of the people, 
and that tiie protected manufacturer is 
allowed to exist simply by the chanty of 
the poopio. Ho believed in free trade 
fully nnd completely, and said if we had 
not hail a protective tariff in Now 
.England that our own farming industries 
would ho greater. 

Mr. Morton of the High School Lyceum 
said that the United States had prospered 
under protection in the same way it had 
prospered under slavery, intemperance 
and mor monism. He maintained that wo 
would he more prosperous under free 
trade. Our country in tho first place was 
like a child learning to walk, hut now that 
it is capable of going alone, we should 
throw aside these false props so that our 
country would appear what it is, a model 
Republic. 

Mr. Smith of Newton Lower Falls said 
that as au American workingman lie re- 
sented as an insult the imputation that 
they needed to bo protected from the 
laborers of Europe, hut what we do need 
is protection against tiie monopolist at 
home. 

In closing for the negative Mr. Allen 
asked if the last speaker would he will- 
ing to accept the wages of Hie European 
workingman. There is not a country in 
the world better tor the workingman 
than our own. Mr. Allen stated that if 
you scratch a democrat or a mugwump 
you will find a free trader, and if Presi- 
dent Cleveland takes snuff they all 
sneeze, (laughter.) Renlying to the as- 
sertion of Mr. Fitzlhat linou goods were 
not manufactured iu this country, the 
speaker said that the reason was because 
American workingmen demanded living 
wages. A tax is a proper thing, paying 
for our privileges, and that there was 
not a place iu the world whore you could 
bay a suit of clothes as cheap as in the 1 
United States. 

Mr. Davis closed the debate by declar- 
ing tiiat if there was anything straight- 
forward and frank it was this message of 
our president. (Applause.) On the issue 
of civil service reform President Cleve- 
land was elected; now the issue is tariff 
reform, and the President has met it 
squarely and fairly, and 1 believe that 
the people will sustain him. (applause.) 

At the close of Mr. Allen's argument 
Mr. T. H. Fitz endeavored *o obtain the 
Hour by unanimous consent, hut Mr. 
E. P. Horn! objected, as it would es- 
tablish a dangerous precedent. 

During the evening tiie audience were 
entertained by some cornet solos, which 
were evidently highly appreciated.

GENERAL GLOVER S TRUE STORY. 


AMI REPORTED BY EIIWAIID 
KVKUKTT HALE. 


[Tha following story Is Better than most stories 
are, became It is cxacrly truo. excepting the 
names given to the parties amt places. The gen- 
tleman who I have called •General Glover” has 
permitted me to put it in writing, that it may 
give the same courage to other persons which ft 
has eiven to him and m *. But, at his request, I 
have changed every name In the story from those 
which he gave me; and I assure the most curious 
reader or critic that he will find it impossible to 
ascertain hy any conjecture who are the parties 
descrliKfd. No incident, however, in the story. is 
drawn in the slightest degree from imagination. 


I tell the tale as it was told to ine, and print it 
after it hns had the revision of “General Glover.” 
— K. E. Haled 


I was riding across country to Duluth 
when my old friend General Glover came 
into the palace car. We two were born 
at nearly the same time; we liko each 
other and respect each other. We have 
knocked about the wqrld a good deal, and 
do not meet each other as often as we 
wish we did, but when we meet we begin 
where we left off and enjoy the meeting. 
At least I am sure I do, and I think lie 
does. 

As soon as the first inquiries werq 
passed I said to him: “I want you to 
tell me again your story of the letter you 
wrote to a stranger. At the time you 
told mo I repoated it to my wife, and 
afterward to one or two other persons; 
but now I am afraid to tell it. it is so 
strange, and I am always thinking that 
my imagination has added something to 
it.” 

General Glover looked at me, with a 
surprise not wholly of amusement. It 
was quite clear to me that the story was 
a serious matter to him, as it was to me; 
and he told it to me for the second time. 

I think it is four years ago since I heard 
it first, and it speaks as well for my mem- 
ory, as for his, that I should recognize 
each slightest detail, as a thing which had 
impressed itself upon his mind, so that 
this narrative was identically the same 
as the first was. It was as if you had 
struck a second impression from a stereo- 
type plate which you had uot used for 
four years? 

“I was sitting at my desk at Xeres,”he 
said, ‘‘and working through my daily 
mail. My custom was to attend to the 
business ot the firm first, and to leave 
the personal letters to lie answered in the 
afternoon. It was now afternoon, and I j 
turned to the six or eight letters which I 
had for answer. 

‘ Among these was one from a man for j 
whom I had secured a place in the navy 
iu the outset of the Civil War. If you i 
remember, l was then at the head of the j 
Bunting Board, and had a great deal to | 
do with the enlargement of tiie navy. j 
Also, I was myself connected with the | 
service. I had been in service on the sea- 
board all my life, and knew, naturally ! 
enough, a great many sailors in the mer- | 
chant marine.. Hundreds of such men 
came to me, and it was with my recoin- ; 
men lation of the n they received their i 
places in that volunteer service which 
was of such infinite advantage to the j 
country in the War. Among these hun- , 
dreds was a good fellow who had been, 1 
should say, in the coasting trade; but 1 
do not remember what be bad been. He 
wanted to serve the country, and, at my 1 
recommendation, lie was appointed, as I 
other men were appointed, a master’s ! 
mate. As a master’s mate he did his j 
duty, rose to be a master, afterward on- 1 
taiiicd a lieutenant’s commission, and so j 
went well-nigh through the War, until, j 
by an accident— not, I think, a wound— 
lie was so tar disabled that he eould no 
longer go to sea. 1 did uot know this ai 
the time; tnero was no reason why 1 
should know it; it had uothing to do with 
mo. lie was t > me no more than one 
p.)st in this rail-lunce which we are pass- 
ing now is, as distinct from an- 
other. 1 had signed the papers, uuiing 
the service, ol thousands oi men who I 
had unite or less to do with our Bunting 
Board, ami this nia i, his name or his 
allairs, made no more impression ' upou 
me ilian the rest of them did. 

‘'lint, among the letters ol this particu- 
lar aiternoou, as I said, was a letter from 
this man. it was a gentlemanly letter, 
short and to the point, in w hich he told 
me that he received his appointment on 
my reconiiueuUatiou, that, alter some 
ye tis ot service he iiad been o bliged to 
cease going to sea, on account ol the acci- 
dent o i which 1 speak, lie now asked 
uio if 1 were willing to w rite to the head 
td the Pension Buieau to ask that his 
claim might oo examined and acted upon 
immediately, lie said tiiat neither he 
nor his couuscl had succeeded in obtain- 
ing any letters from the Pension office 
leldug them when actiou would be taken 
on his claim Hu remembered tiiat l was 
the person who originally introduced him 
into the navy, and he thought a letter 
iloin me might obtain an answer where 
he iiad failed. 

‘‘1 recalled, as well as 1 could, the cir- 
cumstances iu which he first came to me. 
and I said iu a short letter, what 1 could 
do to his aivuutuge, ill order that he 
might list my recommendation, so far as 
it went, in his application, and then 1 
went on w ith my other letters. 

“1 Iiad finished the whole correspond- 
ence, when something which 1 do not 
understand, made me lake this letter to 
him out 1 1 out the pile. 1 opened it, 
looked at Ids letter again, and looked at 
the letter which 1 had written to the 
Pension Bureau. Clearly, 1 had done all 
he asked luc for, aud 1 iolded both eu- 
y elopes again, and sealed them. 1 went 
oil with my other work. Still, 1 was 
haunted with the feeling that this thing 


was left unfinished, aud I opened both 
the letters once more. I read this letter 
again, 1 rend my letter to the Pension 
Bureau, nnd I rend the note which l had 
written to him. This time, after reading 
Ids letter to me and rntno to him once and 
ngnin, I enclosed in my envelope to him 
sonic money, without saying why, for in- 
deed 1 did not know. This ‘finally 
finished' my correspondence, as I sup- 
posed; I sealed the letter ngnin, and, find- 
ing that I could do nothing in my office, 
put on my coat, took all the letters l hail 
been writing, passed from my private 
room thtough the counting-room, and 
lot the letters for the mail. 

“But I was not permitted to leave the 
door of the office. In ohedionoe to the 
impulse which I had now obeyed twice, 

I wo it back t • the mating box, took out 
my letter to him again, went back to my 
private office and read it once more; read 
Ii’h letter now for the third or fourth 
time, and this time wrote a new letter to 
my old friend Colonel Sharp, who livori 
in the town from which the officer had 
written to me. I asked Sharp to he good 
enough to find him, to find what, his con- 
dition was, and that of his family, and if 
lie found that they needed any help, to 
render it to them at my expense, if it 
should be necessary. 1 sealed and 
stamped this letter, added it to my mail, 
and this time 1 was permitted to leave 
my office and to go to my home. 

“We had a nightly mail, at that time, 
from Xoies to Abydos, which was the 
city in which he was living, and, as 1 
learned afterward, my letter arrived the 
next morning. It will save trouble if I 
give you a name for him We will call 
him Needles, though that is not his 
name. 

“Thirtv-six hours after I had written I, 
received his reply. 1 have it now. aud 1 
will show it to you at some timo. It was 
a most modest and simple nanativo of 
the steady decline of his fortunes, since 
the accident which I have described. It 
seemed he had a wife and four or five 
children, of whem he spoke with pride 
and confidence. But he had been edu- 
cated as a sailor, and knew no arts but 
but those of a sailor; he had no way of 
earning a liviug now that he could not go 
to sea, and he had gone through all the 
misery of sickness, enforced idleness, of 
his income becoming less and less until 
it was nothing. 

“He and his wife had sold ever*’ arti- 
cle of property and dress which they 
could sell, for the food and clothing of 
their children. They had been obliged 
to withdraw their children from school, 
because they could not present a proper 
appearance there. It was under such 
circumstances that, needing his pension, 
of course, he had written to me the mod- 
est letter which I had received, asking 
my assistance in hastening the decision 
on it. 

“On the night before his present writ- 
ing — that is, on the evening which imme- 
diately followed the afternoon of my 
writing to him— he and his wife and 
children were cowering around the little 
stove which warmed their lodging. The 
fire in it was maintained by coals and 
cinders which the children had picked 
up in the street. He had not a cent to 
pay for any article of food, and he and 
the children were all hungry. They re- 
viewed the position as well ns they could, 
aud it was then that hie wile said that 
she was sure that brighter times must he 
before them. For she still believed that 
God did not mem tl at people should per 
ish who had not intentionally offended 
him, or fought against Ins law. slit 
knew that they had done their duty as 
well as they knew how, and she believed 
that God would carry them through. 

She had no ground for this belief execut- 
ing her certainty that neither she nor 
her husband nor her children had inten- 
tionally done what was wrong. With 
such comfort as they could get from 
such expressions as hers, they all went 
to bed, the earlier because they had 
uothing to eat, and perhaps because the 
fire was not very satisfactory. 

“For the same reason they slept, or 
stayed iu bed lute iu the morning. One 
is not tempted to rise early when he has 
nothing to do aud uothing to eat. But 
they did rise, though late, and wore re- 
kindling the fire, I think, when the post- 
man stopped at the door, and brought in 
tiie lettei which I had three times opened, 
aud in which 1 iiad finally unclosed the 
room y. 

“Needles wrote to me that when the 
hill fell to the ground from the letter, as 
it did. lie felt as he should have felt if it 
had dropped from tiie hand of an angel. 

He ha i not asked no for niiinu) ; he hail 
not. asked anybody for money, lie asked 
ine tor my influence iu the Pension Bu- 
reau. Witiiout asking the in mey had 
i come. He felt, and ids wife felt, as if it 
had come in answer to their prayer.” 

As General (Hover told me this story, I 
was reminded of a phrase of iny friend 
| Mr. Naylor, who used to sav that there 
■ was no condition in human iife in which 
a check on New York would not answer 
I most purposes. It was clear enough 
| that the crisp greenback which h id been 
i enclosed in General Glover’s letter had 
i been quite as valuable a workman in that 
I starving family a- Aladdin’s slave of the 
I ring would have been.

There are men who nan say such 
things, who have earned the right to say 
them hy long and distinguished service 
to the eountiy. Mr. Hill know perfectly 
wo 1 that this was one of those cases, anil 
when, therefore. Mr. Needles walked 
home that morning to his wife, it was to 
explain to her that ho was to go on duty 
in the post-office of Abydos, with a prop- 
er salary, that afternoon. 

“Ail this lie explained, “said Gun. Glover, 
“in the letter of which l told you, which 
l received thirty-six hours after I en- 
closed the bill to him.” 

Here ends the first half of General 
Giovei 's story to me, as lie told it on the 
train. I wish the reader to observe, how- 
ever, that this first half is accompanied 
hy a second half, which transpired sev- 
eral years after. 

Mr. Needles did his work so well in 
the new office tiiat evory one liked him. 
Had it nut been in-door work, and he a 
sailor, needing out-door life, this story 
would end hero. But the close confine- 
ment of the office was had for him, and 
the doctor told him that ho could not 
stand it. He did not repeal this to Gen- 
eral (Hover till he had found where lie 
must go. Then it proved that in a bu- 
reau which is under the treasury, which 
I will call the Bureau of Rod Tape, they 
needed an out-door invoice man. It was 
work that he could do, and ho applied to 
be transferred there. Ho wrote to Gen- 
eral Glover, to tell him why ho wanted to 
remove, and asked for his help at Wash- 
ington. 

Help at Washington, indeed! The 
head of the Treasury had been at the 
general’s side in those old days of ’(11 and 
(12, aud, ns soon as the mail could send 
it, the new appointment was made se- 
cure. 

And from tiiat time, I know not for 
how many years, there xvas no corres- 
pondence between General Glover and 
his friend. 

Years passed away; I do not know how 
many. General Glover, who is a man of 
a thousand duties, all of which lie does 
well, went hither, went thither, and may 
not have thought of the letter or the 
answer onco in a mouth. Needles never 
wrote to him. He never wrote to Nee- 
dles. As I said, borrowing his pliraso as 
we llew along in tho express train, one 
such man, till the letter came, did not 
differ from another, more than olio post 
in a rail fence from that which is next to 
it. 

But the letter and what ca ne from it, 
made a difference. Yes and the memory 
of that letter, and the picture of the 
stove and children, and their mother 
sleeping late, and all the rest which I 
have told you, did someties come hack to 
General Glover. 

And so. when, as I say, years iiad gone 
hy, as ho w’as one day making a visit in 
the great roaring ciiy which 1 have called 
Abydos, he told the story as he told it to 
me. and as I had told it to you.

And the general confessed, that since 
lie began to tell the story, he had been 
feeling for the name, but it had escaped 
him. 

“it you had not asked me, however, I 
think I should have caught it. Queer 
that 1 cannot recall it.” 

“And you have not seen him?” said 
she. 

“No. I should not know the man 
from Adam if lie came in at that door.” 
Aud, at that instant, as if the man were 
coming, a knock was heard at the door.

IE. L. Wakeman’s Letter iu Worcester Spy.)

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THE ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE MAJORITY MKMBKItS OF TIIK 
hchool noAito. 


Following ib the* annual report of the 
school board, which Ik published by re- 
quest: 

The schools of the city show a marked 
dogreo of efficiency ana uniform excel- 
lence. It is the opinion of the board that 
they were never more thoroughly organ- 
ized nor better instructed and equipped 
for their proper work than at the present 
time. This is not an accident. The 
wisely directed efforts of able and disin- 
terested school boards extending over a 
long period of years, constitute a chief 
factor in this result. Their labors have 
been made a pleasure by the ovidont. sat- 
isfaction with which the people of the 
city viewed their work. 

The committee have always iiad their 
efforts supplemented by liberal appro- 
priations. and in the last few years by in- 
telligent supervision through the employ- 
ment, of a superintendent. Many peo- 
ple of the city today bcliove that the out- 
lay of money in support of schools is ex- 
cessive. and that, the employment of a 
superintendent is needless. • 

EXPENSE. 

A careful examination of this subject 
must lead to the conclusion that in a 
city made up like ours, any common sys- 
tem of public work must necessarily be 
expensive, .and your committee believe 
that the public schools of Newton cannot 
mvintain their present efficiency if any 
material reduction is made in the Rchool 
appropriations. Either the present out- 
lay is justified, or the plan upon which 
the schools are organized and conducted 
is wrong. 

The superintentent has prepared from 
data at hand, a table showing the annual 
expenses of our schools for ten years, and 
a statement showing how the city of 
Newton compares in this department of 
expenditure with other cities and towns 
of the commonwealth. We ask your 
careful attention to this report, which is 
appended. |This is the comparison of 
Newton schools with those of other 
cities and towns, as regards the propor- 
tion of expense to taxable property. 
The figures have not been sent us.] 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

The Statutes of the Commonwealth 
have made it the duty of the school com- 
mittees to organize the schools, to pro- 
vide the means of teaching, to select the 
teachers, to supervise their work and aid 
them in its performance, and to execute 
the laws relating to the attendance of the 
children. 

From the nature and extent of the 
duties imposed upon the school commit- 
tee it will be seen that many of these 
duties cannot be efficiently and thorough- 
ly performed except by those who have 
had a successful experience in teaching 
and in school management, and who are 
employed to devote their entire time to 
the work. 

School boards, as generally constituted, 
have neither the faculty nor the time for 
the efficient performance of their duties. 
The employment, therefore, of special 
supervision made intelligent by constant 
study and practice is a necessity, as well 
as in the interest of a true economy. 

Our present superintendent has had 
the general charge of the schools of the 
city for the past three years. II is faith- 
fulness and skill as a superintendent of 
schools are shown in the changes he has 
brought about in our schools at large. 
Through his efforts the teaching force 
has been improved in a most marked 
degree. This lias been done by a careful 
ana wise selection of teachers; by calling 
them together once each month for a 
mutual discussion of methods of teach- 
ing and topics of study, and by a skilful 
supervision of their daily work in the 
school room. An inspection of the 
schools will show that they are now' well 
supplied with the most approved means 
of teaching, and that they are instructed 
in accordance with natural methods. 

besides a man of sound opinions and 
large experience in matters purelv educa 
tional, the superintendent is a thorough 
and competent business man. We may 
esteem ourselves fortunate in having had 
his able and economical management, by 
which many thousands of dollars were 
saved to the city, at a time when the 
state legislature made it incumbent upon 
the towns and cities of the state to fur- 
nish to the pupilsall school supplies, thus 
greatly swelling the incidental expense 
account. 

The condition and care of the school 
houses have been the objects of a con- 
stant super ision by which the health 
and comfort of teachers and pupi's have 
been greatly promoted. It is the duty of 
the committee to order and distribute 
the text books and supplies used in the 
schools. This has all been done through 
the agency of the superintendent, and in 
the most satisfactory manner. 

A superintendent of schools is sup- 
posed to be a skilful agent, and therefore 
should be .eft to a free use of bis skill. 
This is expected by the committee who 
elect him. and by the people who pay for 
his services. Whi.e Superintendent 
Emerson has used his delegated powers 
in accordance with his own judgment of 
what is for the best interests of the 
schools, ho has ever been ready to execute 
in the most faithful manner the expressed 
will of the committee. 

A generous co-operation on the part of 
the people always affords essential aid 
and encouragement to the school authori- 
ties in promoting the vital interest com- 
mitted to their care. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

The High School of our system is re- 
quired by law to be kept for the benefit 
of all the inhabitants in the towns where 
it may be established. Its object should 
be to furnish an opportunity for all who 
enter upon its courses of study to obtain 
a thorough English education, and for 
those who desire it to acquire the know- 
ledge necessary for the higher institu- 
tions of learning. 

The value of the High School in our 
commonwealth cannot easily bo overesti- 
mated. It lurnishes an opportunity for 
scientific study, and for obtaining a 
knowledge of those general truths from 
which the rules of conduct in both pri- 
vate and social life should be derived. 
It also provides the means for that train- 
ing of the mind which prepares the young 
to t ake their places in life, as intelligent, 
law-abiding citizens of a free State, 
ready to enter with facility upon any oc- 
cupation which their tastes and capaci- 
ties may lead them to choose. In the 
free high school a 1 classes of chihlron are 
trained together. A common pursuit for 
common ends has a tendency to destroy 
those artificial distinctions founded upon 
the accidents of birth or wealth, and to 
create that mutual sympathy and res- 
pect so necessary to the existence id the 
democratic spirit. These are most im- 
portant results for the educational insti- 
tutions of a free state to accomplish. 

The High School everywhere exerts a 
marked influence for good on all grades 
of instillation below it. This it does by 
its requirements in entrance examina- 
tions and by encouraging the children to 


perform their elementary work faith- 
fully in order that they may enjoy the 
advantages of scientific instruction. It 
is universallv truo that primary instruc- 
tion flourishes most where secondary in- 
struction is free to all. For these reasons 
it may be seen that the High School 
holds an important, place In our system 
of public schools, and that its organiza- 
tion should be as perfect and its work as 
efficient ns possible. To this end ir 
should he nounished with all the care 
and intelligence which a thoughtful peo- 
ple can exercise. 

For some years past the management 
and work of our High School have been 
far from satisfactory to many members 
of the school committee and to many par- 
ents whose children have been among its 
pupils. 

At the close of the school in June, 1880. 
a special committee was appointed to 
meet the teachers of the High School 
and inform them frankly of the dissatis- 
faction existing, and to urge upon them 
the necessity of improvement. It was 
expected, or at least hoped, that by call- 
ing attention in this way to the condi- 
tion of the school, as well as by individu- 
al criticism made upon it from tune to 
time, that there would be early in the 
new year a radical change for the better 
in its management. 

It was found on examination that in 
some departments of study no real pro- 
gress was making, and that it was possi- 
ble for pupils to pass along in the New- 
ton High School with little or no effort 
on their part. 

Many parents and guardians came to 
members of the school board with com- 
plaints against the management of the 
school and its lack of discipline. Several 
members of the committee visited the 
school, and were convinced that the com- 
plaints made were well founded. These 
complaints became so serious and fre- 
quent that it was thought best to make a 
thorough examination of the school, de- 
termine its real condition, and devise if 
possible, some way of reforming its 
methods. 

before acting upon any change in the 
governing power, the superintendent, 
who had been directed some months pre- 
vious by a unanimous vote of the com- 
mittee on the High School to examine it 
and make a report upon its condition, 
submitted the result of the investigation. 
His conclusions agreed fully with those 
formed by a majority of the committee. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
authority to govern the school and to 
direct all its affairs, is vested in the head 
master. He is thus made responsible for 
its government and its general manage- 
ment. He can teach the number of 
hours in the week that the best, interest 
of the school demands, and the rest of 
the time he is to give to general super- 
vision. 

The importance which the school 
board attaches to the proper supervision 
of this school by the master may be in- 
ferred from the fact that, during the rast 
few years nearly three-fifths of bis time 
has been allowed for supervision, and the 
remaining two-fifths for instruction. 

That he may fill his place as head mas- 
ter, he must not only be able to teach bis 
special classes, but in addition to this he 
is expected to have the general direction 
of the work of bis assistant teachers, to 
wisely distribute among them the work 
especially adapted to each, and to be the 
source from which they are to derive 
their authority in the discipline of their 
classes. He must have a perception of 
what constitutes good order in school, he 
must be wise enough to establish a good 
governmbnt such as will lead to self- 
ernment, and he must have executive 
ability to enforce its rules and regulations. 
His executive power should be such that 
the pupils will respect it everywhere and 
under all circumstances. These attri- 
butes the head master failed, in the 
opinion of a majority of the Board, to 
exhibit and besides, in conference with 
the committee, he recommended no 
change in his corns of teachers. 

It became evident to them therefore 
that the necessary reforms could not be 
made under his administration, and the 
necessity for a change became impera- 
tive. To make it was an unpleasant 
duty, and one which no member of the 
committee would consent to perform un- 
less the best interests of the High School 
should demand it. The change was 
made, and made as quietly as possible 
under the circumstances, in the hope 
that all that discussion and controversy 
which is so disastrous to personal reputa- 
tion, to tlie school spirit of a town, to 
the good name and to the prosperity of 
its sehools,might be avoided. 

Tiie committee look forward to the 
future of the High School with confi- 
dence that it will again take the highest 
rank among the high schools of the* 
Commonwealth 

Two male teachers have lieen employed 
in the place of two female teachers. One 
additional teacher has been employed, 
owing to the increase of the number of 
school exercises, amounting to thirty iu 
the week. 

The city council lias provided a com- 
modious and substantial addition to the 
High School building. It will add much 
to the comfort and convenience of the 
scholars, and furnish them a most im- 
portant means for the accomplishment of 
tlio ends for which they study.

GEN. AIM'S ». UNDERWOOD 


DIED SUDDENLY LAST SATURDAY AFTER 
A BRIEF ILLNESS. 

Gen. All iii Ballou Underwood, ex-sur- 
veyor of the port of Boston, died at his 
residence ou Wall ut street. Boston, on 
Saturday, after a four days' illness, from 
pneumonia. The news of his death was 
a great shock to his hosts of frieuds and 
business associates, for it was very un- 
expected. 

In the death of Gen. Underwood is 
closed tiie brilliaut career of one of the 
distinguished volunteer officers of the 
war of the rebellion, and one whoso ser- 
vices in the defence of his country have 
become a part of its history. 

Geu. Underwood was a native of the 
old Bay suite, and was born in the town 
of Milford, May lb, 1,828. His ancestors 
came to this country before 1UJ7 and 
lived ut llingham, the family subse- 
quently settling in Watertown.^ His 
fattier, Geil. Orison Underwood, was a 
brigadier general of militia. His mother, 
whose maiden name was Hannah Bend 
Cheney, died at Milford just two years 
ago, ut the advanced age of 80 years. 
Adiu received his college training at 
Brown University, graduating iu the 
class of 1840. lie afterward l eguu the 
study of law at the Harvard law school, 
and was admitted to pructice at the Wor- 
cester county bar in 18551. Two years 
later lie removed to Boston and subse- 
quently to Newtou and hud built up a 


successful and lucrative practice when 
the civil war burst upon the country. 

At a mooting bold April 20 , 1801, the 
town took suitable action topioinote en- 
listments, and, on motion of Mr. Under- 
wood, it was voted to care and provide 
for the families of citizens of Newton 
who should enter tlio service. This re- 
gard for the soldier and tiie soldiers' 
families thus early manifested was with 
the general an abiding duty which he 
never neglected, in tlio following month 
his ardor in the cause led him to accept 
a commission ns enptnin in the 2d regi 
ment, then being raised by Gen. George 
II. Gordon at Brook Farm, where Camp 
Andrew was located, with this regiment, 
which left the state July 8, 1801. 

1IE EXPERIENCED SOME HARD FIGHTING, 
but fortunately escaped the sad fate that 
befel Lieut -Col. Wilder Dwight, Maj. 
James S. Savage and other notable men. 
The whole number required to fill tiie 
quota of Newton's soldiers was above 
1,000, and of the 1,100 of her soldiers who 
went to the front, 00 were rommissioned 
officers and two became generals. 

In the month of July, 1802, Capt. Un- 
derwood accepted the position of major 
of tiie JMd regiment, Massachusetts vol- 
unteers, and in July of the same year 
was commissioned as lieutenant-colonel. 
After tiie resignation of C*d. M iggi, in 
April, 1800. lie was commissioned as 
colonel, and he was in command at the 
battle of Gettysburg, and the regiment 
was shortly after ordered to join the 
army of the Cumberland, and, after a 
tedious journey by cars and by marching, 
it arrived at Bridgeport, Ala., on the 1st 
of October. On the 28th of the same 
month the regiment took part in the bat- 
tle of Lookout Mountain, Missionary 
Ridge, ami in a desperate charge up the 
mountain in tiie lace of roaring batteries, 
Col. Underwood was badly wounded. 
The following tribute to bis bravery was 
written by a soldier who participated in 
that battle: 

“Col. Underwood’s right thigh was 
terribly sbatteied near his body, and the 
surgeon said be could not survive, and 
that I bad better telegraph bis family 
that be was mortally woundeo, which I 
did. Having gotten him into an unoccu- 
pied. wretched old bouse, half a mile 
away, entirely destitute of comforts, 
taint, lielpless and bleeding, with scarce 
a ray of hope to comfort his sad-lieai ted 
comrades, they bolstered him up on a 
wretched old bed unfit for a dog, raising 
his limbs as high as possible to suppress 
the blood. When ihey had done all they 
could 1 turned !o him and said: ‘Colonel, 
this seems a hard fate, that a fellow 
should leave all the comforts of a New 
England home, and come away down 
here to be shot here in the night in the 
woods by these wi etched rebels.’ I shall 
never forget bis answer. Opening his 
languid eyes, pale and haggard, he said: 
‘Chaplain, this is what I came for. 1 
thought it all over before I enlisted. 1 
have expected and am prepared for buch 
a result, and if the salvation <*f my 
country call tor the sacrifice of my life, 1 
am ready to render it.” 

Iu ‘‘Headley’s History of Massachu- 
setts in the Rebellion,” the author says: 
“Col. Uuderhood started up the bill with 
but seven companies, three having been 
sent on a secret expedition the evening 
before. The bill was very steep, covered 
with woods and underbrush, and almost 
inaccessible. The night was dark, but this 
little band of Massachusetts men, almost 
alone, carried the rebel intrenchments 
alter two assaults with fixed bayonets, 
fighting some of the time hand to hand, 
and, before the supports were called 
into the fight, drove a brigade of Long- 
street’s men, their old foes of the East, 
t i o in the hill, but met with a tearful 
loss,” Gen. Hooker, in his official re- 
port of the battle says: “Col. Uuder- 
wood 

WAS DESPERATELY WOUNDED 
if only ill recognition of his meritorious 
services on the field, lus many martial 
virtues and great peisonal worth, it 
would be a great satisfaction to me to 
have this officer advanced to the giade 
ot brigadier general.” The recommenda- 
tion of Geu. Hooker was immediately 
complied with, and bis commission as 
ongadier-geueirtl of volunteers dated 
from Nov. 0, 16GJ. Ilis wouuds, which 
made biui a cripple lot life, were slow in 
healing, but upon his recovery he again 
went into active service, and was ,r s n 
at t lie grand review in Washington whuu 
the army was disbanded. 

Geu. Unuei wood’s resignation from 
the army was marked by a brevet major- 
geueiai’s commission, “lor meritorious 
service during the war.” Upuu his re- 
turn ne was appointed surveyo* of the 
port ot Boston, and for about twenty 
years he held the post, dischaiging the 
duties with mamed ability, though suf- 
fering at times irom the effects of his 
wounds, lie was granted leave of ab- 
sence, and visited Europe duriug his 
term of office, and finally left his position 
III July, 1880, when lie was succeeded by 
Col. J. W. Coveuey. Alter his retire- 
ment Gen. Underwood removed from 
Newtou to Boston and resumed the prac- 
tice ol law, associating with him Ins soli, 
Mr. VV. O. Underwood, with offices ai 
llil Devonshire street. Much oi his time 
meanwhile had beeu devoted to literary 
pursuits. Hu was a member of the Tues- 
day Club of Newtou, and his occasional 
addresses upon the war, before that so- 
ciety and iu public, have beeu markuu 
by more than ordinary literury anility. 
Hu was author of a history ot the u 
Massachusetts infantry. Geu. Uuder- 
wood had niuuy pleasant public and pri- 
vate associates. He was a member oi 
the Loyal legion, and attended the re- 
cent meeliug of that body. His com- 
rades little anticipated that death was so 
near him.

From that day to this lie 
has not been able to use it, and he had 
had to pay taxes upon it. tie has a good 
claim in equity, as he acted in good 
faith. Now he must either dig a new 
cellar and remove his bam to it, or else 
turn the barn into n house and build a 
new one. This expense was caused 
through the fault of the board of alder- 
men or the board of health.

Tho first Roaring on the petition «>f tho 
renldetitH of Mono field f«»r annexation to 
Newton, was hold in tho blue room, at 
the State I loose, last Friday noon, and 
ex-Alderman Powers, the counsel for tho 
petitioners, made tho oponing argument, 
which was an eloquent and forcible one. 

The second hearing was on Monday at 
11 a. in., when the petitioners presented 
their side of tho ease, the testimony 
being ns follows: 

MU. G. S. COFFIN 

was placed on the stand, and said that 
Newton has tried several times to meet 
Watertown in regard to tho drainage. If 
Watertown was out of the way Newton 
would settle it. Very rarely saw a po- 
liceman on the Watertown side. He 
hadn’t much confidence in Watertown 
doing anything for them. 

F. O. I1ARNES, KSQ., 

testified that he was a resident of Newton 
and a real estate agent there and in Bos- 
ton. He thought annexation would im- 
prove value of property in tho district, as 
was the case with Brighton Hill annexed 
in 187fi. It was hard to sell property in 
the district, as people did not want to 
go out of Newton. Property there 
changes hands slowly, and then brings 
oidy 15 cents per foot, while similar prop- 
erty out of wot districts in Newton brings 
25 to GO cents. Numerous advantages, 
which would result if annexed to New- 
ton, were mentioned. .1. 13. Goodrich, 
Esq., asked the witness of the relative 
taxes and debt of Newton and Water- 
town ; as witness did not know, the council 
told him— Newton $15.50, Watertown 
$ 12.50 per thousand; Newton’s debt $1,- 
250,000 net, Watertown none. Mr. 
Barnes said Watertown property was 
very low in tho market. Property in 
Newton rarely sold for as little as its 
valuation. At tins point Mr. Goodrich 
rendjfrom a slip from a Newton paper, 
stating that certain estates, although 
sold well, had not sold for their valua- 
tion. In reply Mr. Barnes explained the 
reasons for (ho fact in several of tho 
eases. Considerable of the property of 
tlie Morse field district was owned by 
non-residents. Never knew of Newton 
offering to join with Watertown before 
this year. 

Mil. GEO. C. DUNNE 

was the noxt witness for the petitioners. 
He said that lie had lived in the district 
in question sinco 1878 and had been a 
house holder sinco 1881. The maps sup- 
plied in 1885 to the committee had been 
paid for by the town, and were in many 
particulars incorrect. He had been a 
petitioner in 1885, 1887 and was now. He 
wished to have the district annexed be- 
cause it was not drained; after a heavy 
rain he had to wade through water to 
reach his house. The town had promised 
him relief, but had done nothing to abate 
the nuisance. In his opinion Watertown 
did not want to do anything. All the in- 
terests of the petitioners were in New- 
ton — churches, schools, post office and 
railroad station. Ninety per cent of the 
Protestants go to Newton churches, tho 
Catholic population going to the church 
in their own town, as required by their 
rules. This district was included in tliq 
Newton directory, and ninety per cent of 
the inhabitants used the Newton rail- 
road. The valuation was higher than the 
property would bring if sold; it was high- 
er than in tho centre of the town. Land 
was assessed at 8 cents a foot in Newton, 
while similarly situated land in Water- 
town was assessed at 10 and 12 cents. 
Several examples of the over valuation 
were given. Few of the property hold- 
ers opposed annexation. The collection 
of statistics and paying of witnesses for 
the remonstrants had been done by the 
town and charged to the tix levy. The 
witness had remonstrated with the se- 
lectmen for this use of the public money, 
and paid his tax under protest. With 
few exceptions, as Mr. Ensign, who is re- 
tained by the town in this case among 
them, no resident of that section had held 
an office for a long time. The south side 
residents had petitioned for a policeman, 
but did not get one. The $5(H) was final- 
ly appropriated, but no officer was ever 
appointed. Watertown had appropriated 
$tt,(HH) to drain the district in the fall, 
when it could not ho done for that mon- 
ey; this vote had never been rescinded. 
The witness would continue to favor an- 
nexation if the drain was put in, because 
of tho superior advantages offered in 
Newton. Tho district paid about 10 or 
12 thousand dollars in taxes, receiving 
in 1885, according to Mr. Goodrich, about 
$4,ooo benefit. Tho trouble in regard to 
the so-called* ‘Park” was narrated, and the 
petiiioner claimed that he and his neigh- 
bors had boon unfairly treated in the 
matter. A letter from Rev. Mr. Lamb, a 
resident of Morse's field, but now abroad, 
was read, favoring annexation. 

At this point the hearing was adjourned 
until 2.80 p. m. At that time Mr. Dunne 
again took the stand for across examina- 
tion by Mr. Goodrich. In reply to inter- 
rogatories he said that he did not think 
petitioners and remonstrants were treat- 
ed alike in the matter of valuation. He 
was oue of tho principal collectors of 
names to the petitions, and had got all 
be could, no matter how long they had 
lived there. The remonstrants hail done 
the same. Many of the mines on the 
petitions were those of legal voters not 
registered. The voting lists were incor- 
rect in many instances He thought 
Newton would give them the crossing on 
Morse street tor which they had peti- 
tioned, and would police the district. In 
reply to a question from ex-Alderman 
Powers, tho counsel for the petitioners, 
the witness said that bethought it would 
be easier to get sit tho Newton officials 
than it was to reach those of Watertown. 

lilt. W. A. ALEXANDER 
of Boyd street said lie iiad no interest in 
Watertown, ail his connections being 
with Newton. He was troubled by tliesur- 
face water. His children were sent to a 
private school in Newton, because he 
thought it better than the Watertown 
publie schools; others did Hie same. If 
lie lived in Newton lie w.uihl send them 
to the public schools. Moved to Wa- 
tertown from Dorchester and bought 
there because lie could not find the house 
he wanted in Newton. Hu believed that 
Newton would pay a fair price for the 
territory. He thought Hie Newton 
schools superior. 

COL. W. I». TUI 1*1* 

gave as his reasons for desiring annexa- 
tion that alt of his interests were with 
Newton, and that they would have bet- 
ter police, and better schools. Had been 
troubled I * v the water and had written 
to the town authorities in regard to it. 
The feeling between the north and south 
sides was not pleasant. It Newton put 
in tlie metropolitan system of sewerage, 
tlie main drain which it was proposed to 
build would he of no use to her and tlie 
work would have to he doue over again. 

J. It. GOODRICH, Esq , 
the counsel for Hie remonstrants claimed 


that the petitioners attempted to throw 
discredit upon the good old town of Wa- 
tertown, Tine of the oldest, and the rich- 
est town for its slzo in tho state. Ho do- 
llied that there was anything that, New- 
ton had t lint Watertown did not. .She 
had excellent schools, an efficient lire de- 
partment, good streets, a fine library. 
The population of the district In question 
were with a few exceptions identified 
with Watertown. J*Y w cam! about tlie 
matter anyway. The geographical argu- 
ment was of no consequence. At this 
point a bit of ancient history was given. 
Continuing the speaker claimed flint, 
there wore no advantages to he gained to 
the petitioners except social and senti- 
mental ones, while the division would bo 
a great injury to Watertown. If would 
rob her of one-sixth of her valuation, and 
of a territory which notted her about $5,- 
000 per annum. Another difficulty was 
tho contract with the water company, 
which had a number of years to run. in 
reply to a question from Mr. Powers, 
Mr. Goodrich admitted that' Watertown 
would probably not oppose annexation, 
if it dhl not receive more from the dis- 
trict than it expended on it. 

The committee on towns came to New- 
ton Tuesday afternoon and looked over 
tho territory, declining tho usual collation 
and exhibition of tho Newton and Water- 
town fire departments. On Wednesday 
tlie remonstrants presented their case, 
the old and faniilinr arguments being pre- 
sented. 

THE WEST NEWTON LYCEUM. 


THE NECESSITY FOR A NATIONAL IMtO- 
IIIBITOUY PARTY EARNESTLY DIS- 
CUSSED. 

President A1 len called to order a huge 
meeting of tlie Lyceum on Monday 
evening. Miss Ccok of Newtonville, tlie 
soloist of tho evening, was greeted with 
hearty applause as she stepped upon flic 
platform. ‘’Gaily I Wander,” was so ac- 
ceptably rendered that she was obliged 
to respond to an encore. 

REV. Mlt. N KW1I ALL 

of Auburndale was introduced as the 
lecturer, and announced his topic, “The 
liquor traffic a national evil and for its 
destruction a national prohibitory party 
is a necessity.” Said tlie speaker: y 

position this evening is a good deal such 
as tlie sappers and skirmishers thrust 
forward before a battle to clear the way 
for the heavy guns which are to follow. 
In tho first place that this is an evil is 
not necessary to discuss. It is a national 
evil, as a perusal of tho papers of Boston, 
Chicago, Denver and San Francisco will 
show. The murder of the opponents of 
rum in Iowa and Mississippi is enough to 
unite all sections of the country. The 
devotee of liquor sleeps in the gutter 
and boozes in the drawing-room. Tlie 
liquor power is everywhere, in some 
churches, in the caucus and it claims to 
dominate both parties. It is organized 
into immense protective leagues which 
openly declare the respectability of their 
traffic and scruple at nothing to influ- 
ence legislation and judicial decisions. 

Tho Supremo Court of the United 
States, the highest tribunal on earth, a 
court which only deals with facts, on an 
appeal from Kansas, says that it can not 
but believe that tiro public health. morals 
and safety may bo endangered by the 
use of intoxicating liquors, nor can it 
ignore the fact that much pauperism and 
crime are traceable to this evil. It is a 
national evil because it threatens the na- 
tional life not omy because of extent, but 
because of its nature. It is tlie curse of 
the Anglo-Saxon race. What threatens 
the individual life threatens the na ional 
life; and a national evil requires a na- 
tional remedy. 

What is tlie remedy? How and by 
whom shall it bo applied? The remedies 
are of two natures, regulation or license, 
removal or prohibition. The high li- 
cense people think they are better than 
the low license — but they only close up 
tlie cheaper places. 

it is admitted to be right to regulate 
the traffic. When it is proposed to remove 
it entirely it is said that removal is un- 
just because of tin* millions of dollars in- 
vested in the business. The United 
States Supreme Court lias decided that 
prohibition is equitable. Does regula- 
tion tend to remove, to decrease the evil? 
Has it not increased under tlie system? 

Tlie methods that may he employed to 
remove nre local option or an amend- 
ment to the United States constitution. 
Thu former tails because it allows tiiu 
obtaining of liquor in neighboring towns 
and states. This is a moral question as 
is every question which affects the well- 
being of a moral being. Tlie stale is a 
great moral personality. Ttiure is, to l»e 
sure, much property at stake; pay for it. 
But if ueccssuiy, sacrifice it; we can af- 
ford to sacrifice the saloon for the school 
and home. 

Who shall apply the remedy? One 
party says every man must choose tor him- 
self, tlie other, every man must drink. A 
new party pledged to tlie destruction of 
tlie evil is a necessity, and must be one 
large enough to cover Hie whole laud. 

To summarize: Liquor is an evil, a na- 
tional evil, tiiu remedy must be local or 
general, must be applied by an old or a 
new party. It must be applied at once. 
The end of a state is not merely to live 
but to live nobly. Let us rise to tiiu 
level of tlie discussion. It is a question 
of the nation’s nobility, and she should 
not take oil her crown and let it moulder 
in some saloon.” 

Miss Cook followed witli a song which 
was enthusiastically encored. 

MU. INMAN 

of W r cst Newton opened tlie case for tlie 
affirmative, giving figures to show the 
size of tlie liquor traffic. Tlie nation ex- 
pends annually $85,000,000 for education, 
$165,000,000 for sugar and molasses, $2 10,- 
000,000 for cotton goods, $287,000,noo for 
woolens, $505,000,000 for bread, $208,000,- 
ooo for meat and * 000 , 000.000 for liquor. 
Indirectly through its agency— for 
for pau rims $ 50 , 000 , 000 , care of 
idiots and insane, $ 80 , 000,000 loss of 
labor, $100,000,000; total at tlie door of 
liquor, $1,810,000,000. 

But still a more fearful record— 500,000 
drunkards, 100,000 finding drunkards 
graves yearly, leaving 200,000 widows 
and orphans. There are engaged in Hie 
traffic 200,070 persons. The saloons v> i l h 
20 feet front, would reach from New 
York to Chicago. One billion of dollurs 
is invested in the business. Such vast 
wealth in the ha'iids of a class organized 
lor self interest is dangerous as lias been 
oiieti proved. Its influence upon our 
legislatures and large cities is most dis- 
astrous. Tlie cities are bound to domi- 


nate tho country and what, will happen 
then? 

There is a remedy, and it, in a pnrtv 
that will stand up for extinction of the 
traffic— a traffic that is reaching for your 
hoys. Now is the time for every one 
wlio loves his country to stand ugsiiust 
it. 

Mil. E. W. WOOD, 

the loader of the negative, said that the 
question as presented to-night, was not 
of principle, but of methods. There al- 
ways had been, and nlways would ho 
probably in this country, two parties, and 
never, for any considerable time, more 
than two of any strength. The Demo- 
cratic party has always been in opposi- 
tion to temperance. Tho speaker then 
gave nn outline of temperance legislature 
in Massachusetts. In 1880 the “15 gal- 
lon” law was passed, and signed by Gov. 
Everett, and in 1840 Marcus Morton, a 
Democrat, was elected governor. In 
1855 the first prohibitory law was passed 
and not repealed until fsOH. hi 1*00 the 
state returned to prohibition. In 1874 
Talbot, a strong temperance man, was 
governor, and tried to enforce the law. 
but in 1875 \V»n. Gaston, a Democrat, 
was elected, and a liberal license law 
passed. In 1881 tlie present system of 
local option was adopted after 80 years’ 
trial of various methods. In three- 
fourths of tlie towns of Massachusetts 
there is no license or prohibition, but 
there is difficulty in executing the law. 
Even in Newton, the banner city of the 
state, anyone who can he relied upon can 
get liquor in any ward. 

In 1885 the Republicans secured a state 
police for Boston. In 1880 they proposed 
a constitutional amendment which was 
defeated in 1887 by men whom tho pro- 
hibitionists helped elect. The Republi- 
can party takes the ground of giving the 
people a chance to decide the question. 

MR. W. A. SPINNEY 
of West Newton referred to the increase 
of nervousness among our people and 
the consequent increased temptation to 
use stimulants, and tho increased evil 
effects ol such use. For a 15 per cent in- 
crease of population we find a 105 per 
cent increase in liquors used, 40 per cent 
of spirituous liquors alone. Neither the 
Democratic or Republican party is equal, 
if it had the desire, to put down the traf- 
fic. 

MR. HOUGHTON 

of Auburndale said lie liad been a prohi- 
bitionist for 88 years and hoped to die 
one. Prohibition had not had a fail- 
show when liquor is sold in neighboring 
states. He could see no hope in the old 
parties. 

MB. JAMES MORTON 

said that they were asked to leave a party 
of one issue to go to a party of no issue. 
The tariff was not an issue in 1884 and 
would not he in 1888. It only touched 
the pockets; prohibition was a moral is- 
sue. 

MR. E. P. IlOND 

thought it was purely a question of meth- 
ods, and that the prohibitionists must 
show what they expect to accomplish by 
a national party. A man can’t be legislat- 
ed into morality. Prohibition wanan ad- 
mitted failure in Portland and many 
other places. The Republican party in 
Massachusetts would, we believe, follow 
the party in Iowa, and give and enforce 
a prohibitory law. 

MR. W. E. PLUMMER 
said ho knew of many a good orthodox 
in Auburndale and in St. Patrick’s cathe- 
dral in tills village who took a little for 
their stomach’s sake.. Prohibition was a 
sliam and a humbug. The two hundred 
and thirty-six rum shops of Kneehynd 
street were supported by prohibition 
towns. It was nonsense to say there 
was no liquor in Newton. 

Mlt. K F. KIMBALL 

said that the United States should pro- 
hibit tho sale of liquor in the District of 
Columbia and the territories, and forbid 
its import or export; the states should 
destn* y every distillery and brewery. 
Neither of the old parties was ready, but 
a new vigorous party was ready to under- 
take tho work. 

Mr. Inman made an eloquent plea for 
the affirmative, bringing to a close a 
most entert sting and enjoyable debate.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The annual report of the railroad com- 
missioners is very emphatic on the ques- 
tion of the abolition of grade crossings, 
taking the terrible accidents in this city 
as a text. It renews the recommcnda. 
tion made in the report on the Ne wton 
street railway’s crossings at grade, that an 
act should he passed by tho present legis. 
lature, requiring a separation of grades 
at the three most dangerous crossings in 
Newton, the two on Washington street 
and tho one on Walnut street. 

It says that three eighths of all the 
injuries and deaths at grade crossings 
happen at those which are protected by 
gates or a flagman, which certainly shows 
the unreliability of sucli protection. It 
is also stated that grade crossings in 
singlo track roads aro dangerous; on 
double tracks they should seldom be per- 
mitted, and on four-track roads never. 
This is putting the case strongly, but the 
commissioners add that “the multipli- 
cation of tracks, an 1 the increasing num- 
ber of fast freight and passenger express 
trains have driven iliis question of the 
abolition of grade crossings out of the 
domain of expediency into the domain of 
necessity.” 

The legislature will be false to its duty 
if it does not take some decided action 
in this matter, after such a report, and 
by so doing it will also prove that there 
is some excuse for annual sessions, which 
the majority of the voters and tax-payers 
had begun to doubt. 


prevent questions affecting the wolfar 
of the High School from being practical- 
ly smothered in committee, and allow of 
their being discussed in the full board. 
The public would in this way lie in- 
formed of what was being done, and it 
would tend to keep alive a healthy inter- 
est in the schools. The board lias post- 
poned action for a month, so that all tho 
pros and cons may he considered, ami 
members can vote intelligently on the 
matter. 

It will he seen by tho extended report 
of tho council proceedings that both 
branches of the city government aro in 
good working order, as an unusually 
large amount of business was transacted, 
some of considerable importance. It is 
to be hoped, however, that if this Hood 
of eloquence is to continue in tho board 
of aldermen during the year, the meet- 
ings will be begun promptly, so that the 
members can cateli the last trains. In 
this eohl weather, especially, midnight 
walks are unpleasant and dangerous to 
health, for of course members of a re- 
form city government would not go to 
the expense of hiring hacks at that time 
of night. 

The annexationists, as the residents of 
Watertown on this side of the rivor ^are 
called, have mado out a very strong case 
this year, and they liavo an unusually 
sensible committee to consider their tes- 
timony. Why Watertown should desire 
to retain such unwilling residents is only 
to ho explained by the statement that 
the excess of taxes over expenditures in 
this district is about $8,000, and tho 
grand old town, as thoir counsel calls it, 
does not wish to pari with sucli valuable 
property. 


A petition is being circulated which 
ought to receive a large number of names 
and generous contributions. It is worded 
as follows: “We, the undersigned, 
severally agree to contribute the amount 
affixed to our names, for the purpose of 
raising a fund to enable us to purchase 
an ambulance to bo presented to the 
Newton Cottage Hospital, for their use, 
and also for general use throughout the 
city, for tho humane transportation of 
the wounded, sick and disabled persons.” 


The Boston & Albanny Railroad Co. 
receive well-deserved praise from the 
railroad commissioners for their attrac- 
tive, convenient and commodious sta- 
tions. The report says: “Not only, has 
it built many new stations which are ad- 
mirable examples of what a slat 1011 
should h'*, but. its general average of ex- 
cellence is very high. It is to lie further 
commended for its systematic efforts and 
success in keeping its station grounds in 
good order, and pleasantly ornamented 
with shrubbery and flowers.” This is 
especially true of the stations and 
grounds in Newton. In regard to heat- 
ing their cars, the report also states that 
tho Boston »fc Albany has distanced all 
the other standard gauge roads in tho 
race to the goal of safety in heating. ! 
There does not yet seem to be much 
prospect of an immediate improvement 
in the lighting of railroad cars, as Presi- 
dent Bliss says that electricity costs 
about ten times as much as oil. without 
considering the cost of maintaining stor- 
age batteries. 

Mr. O’Leary’s barn is still an issue, it 
appears, and the question received a very 
exhaustive hearing on Monday night. 
Mr. O’Leary evidently acted under the 
impression that the board of aldermen 
held supreme power in the city, and that 
with a license from them in his posses- 
sion he need have no fears of the board 
of health. For this reason the last board 
offered him $100 in payment for the 
loss he had received, but ho wanted 
$200, which tho board regarded as exces- 
sive, and there the matter was dropped. 
An endeavor was made at the hearing 
to show that Alderman Grant advised 
Mi. 1 ) L< ary in bis aldermauio cap icity, 
t*> g«> ahead and tinicb the barn, while as 
president of tho board of health be knew 
that the building was in violation of the 
city ordinanaes. This was a rather Mi- 
kadoish situation, and Mr. Grant’s ad- 
vice in the matter was evidently misun- 
derstood by tho owner of the building. 

The dead-look over the election of a 
clerk of tho common council has been 
euded by the election of John C. Brim- 
blecom, tho assistant in tho city clerk’s 
office. In all hut experience lie is well 
qualified for tho position, and he is at 
City Hall, where he can be consulted by 
members when occasion requires. A 
number of those who were so opposed to 
any one man holding two city offices, ap- 
pear to have forgotten their prejudices. 
Mr. Glover certainly has every reason to 
feel satisfied with the support lie received 
from such men a* Council men Gore, 
Head, Burr, Moody, Rice and Green- 
wood. It means something when men 
of such character, four of them old mem- 
bers, stand by an official witli such loyal

• SOME RADICAL DEFECTS. 

IN THE NEWTON SCHOOL HOARD AND 
SCHOOL SYSTEM.

HI. No intelligent person will deny 
the usefulness of the High School both 
ns a means o{ Intellectual training and 
for the democratic spirit which it fosters. 
There is room for much discussion, how- 
ever, concerning tho proper limits of puli- 
lie education, and tho question as to 
what studies best prepare tin* nvt rngo 
pupil for intelligent and law-abiding citi- 
zenship. is still an open 011 c. 

IV. “Tho marked influence for good in 
all grades of instruction below it.’’, which 
the High School exerts, is dependent 
upon one condition, viz: that the requir- 
ments for entrance aro strictly kept by 
tho authorities. After the cortilicntes 
for admission have been denied in accor- 
dance with the regulations found in 
Chap. Ill of the Newton School Regula- 
tions. tho officials should abide by their 
action, for three reasons, viz: to preserve 
the proper stimulus to tho lower schools, 
to maintain respect for law, and to keep 
out of tho High School all impediments 
to its progress. The violation o! this 
condition in the past furnishes a reason 
for some of tho ucflcicncies mentioned in 
the School Report. 

The superintendent told me last spring 
when i referred to this matter, that lie 
should never again sign certificates such 
as he had signed. 

This statement was both a pledge of 
future improvement and an admis- 
sion of past error, hut it did not avert 
the consequences of the mistake mado. 

V. For the reason that “The High 
School holds an important place in our 
system of public schools,” and because it 
is in itself an enormous and complicated 
piece of machinery, its organization 
should be perfect, that its work may lie 
as efficient as possible. Tho master 
should he a man capable of meeting all 
the requirements mentioned, and l>c held 
responsible for all the results of his 
work. 

He should therefore have in his own 
hands power commensurate with his res- 
ponsibilities to carry out the work in his 
oton way] and because he is responsible 
for the mistakes of the subordinate teach- 
ers, and must by his own labor correct 
their errors, lie should inform the Board 
of any inefficiency, which they in turn 
should immediately investigate and take 
measures to rectify. In all doubtful 
cases the public should have the benefit of 
the doubt. Both masters and tho public 
have a right to demand that wrongs shall 
be promptly corrected, and that our 
schools shall not be allowed to become 
demoralized. The object of supervision 
is to secure, not a spasmodic, hut a uni- 
form excellence of administration. Mak- 
ing all duo allowance for unavoidable de- 
lay, three years— the whole length of the 
mercantile course in the High School— or 
even two, is along time to wait for jus- 
tice.

If the simple and friendly relations be- 
tween the committee and the public are 
retained in their original purity, I think 
the chief cause of complaint will bo ro- 
ll. Go-operation is possible only where

who has been on the High School com- 
mittee for two years, said he thought the 
division of the committee into smaller 
committees did not amount to much. 

PRESIDENT BURR 

said lie was a very firm believer in small 
committees, and thought it would be 
doubling the evil to double the commit- 
tee. as the plan proposed would practi- 
cally do. It would he more in the direc- 
tion of efficient work to reduce the com- 
mittee to three members. What is every- 
body’s business is generally nobody’s 
business. 

MR. FROST 

said that at one time the prerogative of 
the superintendent had been supposed to 
cease at the ninth grade of the grammar : 
schools. But on ’Nov. 24,1880, it was 
unanimously resolved that the superin- 
tendent snould have jurisdiction over the 
High School as well as over other schools. 

DR. SUIN' N 

considered it a wrong principle, and was 
sorry that the rule which limited the su- 
periuteudeiit’b authority had heeu re- 
pealed a few years ago. The High 
School was not run by the High School 
committee and should not be by any one 
but the head-master who was supposed 
to be an expert. All the superintend- 
ent's time was needed for the grammar 
schools. Ho did not wish in the slightest 
to relluct on the present superintendent 
nor upon any one. 

Mr. Bat ton said lie would favor it if it 
would tend to increase the interest in the 
High School. 'The report was accepted. 

Mr. Dickinson wished for more time to 
consider the matter, so the report was 
recommitted. 

SUPERVISION OF PUPILS. 

A motion was introduced by Mr. Bar- 
ton and referred to the committee on 
rules and regulations, amending the rule 
relating to suspension <»f pupils by the 
masters, so that it would be impossible 
for a pupil once suspended to return 
without the consent of the committee. 

On motion of Mr. Barnard the altera- 
tion of the outside doors in tiie Pierce 
and Davis schools, which swung inward 
contraty to law, was referred to the com- 
mittee on school houses 

Mr. Barnard proposed that tiie print- 
ing of the monthly reports of board 
meetings ho discontinued.

Among the prose 
articles those on “The Madea of Euripi- 
des," hy William C. Lawton, and on

by Frank Gaylord Cook, aro particularly 
valuable. George Parsons Lathrop con- 
tributes an interesting critical article on 
“George Meredith,” and James Brock 
Perkins an essay on “Madame Xecker.” 

A clean-cut bird-sketch, entiled “Tito 
Blue-Jay,” is furnished by Olive Thorne 
Miller. All of tho above articles are ex- 
cellent; yet attention is more likely to bo 
turned to this number of the Atlantic on 
account of tho notable poetical contribu- 
tions which it contains. First among 
tlieso, “Endymion,” a poem of live pages 
by James Russell Lowell, which lie him- 
self describes as "a Mythical Comment 
on Titian’s Love,” deserves especial 
mention, as one of Mr. Lowell’s most 
striking poems. “The Gift of the Fates,” 
by Paul Hermes, merits and will receive 
warm commendation, as an unusually 
powerful production; and the briefer 
poems “At Gibraltar,” by George E. 
Wood berry: "No Songs in Winter,” hy 
T. B. Aldrich; and “Carnations in Win- 
ter,” by Bliss Carman, are literary jew- 
els. This number carries, in addition to 
the above, the usual number of book re- 
views, notices of now books, and the 
Contributors’ Club. Houghton, Miilin &

The services in recognition of Rev.

Brackett of Brookline, Rev. O. P. Gifford 
and Rev. A. J. Gordon of Boston, 
and Rev. Lemuel C. Barnes, the 
pasto of the church. Rev. W. R. 
Clark invoked the blessing of God 
upon the new pastor and the church, and 
Rev. O. I). Kimball read selections from 
the Scriptures. The prayer of recogni- 
tion was by Rev. J. B. Brackett, and the 
hand of fellowship was given by Rev. H.
